@ Pamphlet exhitited, entitled, The Caſe of 
Mrs. Mary CATHERINE CADIERE, Cc. 
publiſhed by Mr. Roberts. I ſhould not tretend 
19 enter into the Merits of the Thins, did not 
the Author compel me 1o it, by his very angry 
Letier iu the Daily Journal cf October 19, 
1731. by which he ſeems to conclude, that ei- 
_ ther the Bookſeller is the Tranſlator, or, that

the Tranſlator is one of ibeſe who can lay out 
his Time to no better Advantage, than in 
drawing up Advertiſements, or doing any little 
Drudgery, in which the Bookſeller all think 
fit to employ him. I aſſure him, I had no 
Hand in the Advertiſement at which he 
ſeems ſo much offerded and, therefore, ſball 
not tate ton me to defend it, but leave him, 
and the rea! Author, te ſcuffle the Matter toge- 
ther. As to the Reflections he is pleaſed to 
make on inyſelf, I am not altogether ſo indiffer- 


ent; and, thy kis previous Condemnation of 


a Performance be has not ſeen, and his affefted 
Ridicule of the Author, whom he acknows- 
ſedges he knows not, muſt rather draw the 
Cenfure of Injuſtice on bimjelf, iban do, ether 


the Piece, er me, any eſſential Injury; yet, 


ſince he puts me to Defiance, to point out any 


material Omiſfion in his Tranſlation, I beg 
Leave to ask what be thinks of Les Moyen 
D* Abus 3 of The Nullitces ; The Interro- 
gations, and Reſponſes; and The whole 
Depoſitions of the ſeveral Witneſſes ? Are 
all theſe of u Moment? WVWithout theje Autho- 
rities would the World believe there was any 
thing of Truth in the whole Affair? And 
would not the Strangeneſs of it make it rather 
carry the Air of a Romance, than that of real 
Matier of Fact! Certainly, in a Thing of 
this Nature, where the World is ſo curious 


in ſearching into the Truth, theſe are Articles

cobich cannot be looked upon as trifling and un- 
neceſſary : Had Mr. Chaudon thought them 
ſo, they had not been inſerted in the Memo- 
rial; and there is, doubtleſs, much more Oc- 
caſion for rendering the whole Afﬀair as plain 
as 22 to thoſe who are at ſo great a Di/- 
tance from the Scene of Action, and can know 
only from Report, than there was for a Repe- 
titton of it to thoſe who were immediately on 
the Spot, and knew, before, the greateſt Part 
of the Management of the Procedure.

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WH IS Cauſe, which is the Sub- 
4 ject of almoſt all Converſations, 
and engages the Attention of 
the whole Chriſtian World, 1s 
of the higheſt Importance, be- 
cauſe not only the Publick, but the moſt 
ſacred Miſteries of Religion are deeply inte- 
reſted in it. Nor is it leſs ſhocking, when 
we conſider the Characters of the Perſons 
concerned in it, the Nature of the Crimes 
which occaſioned it, and the monſtrous 
Circumſtances of the whole Aﬀair. We 
ſee here a vicious Confeſſor, who, under the 
Pretence of Sancity, violates all that is held 


awtul in Religion, becomes the Seducer of 
one 
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one who looks on him as the Guide to her 
Salvation, and canonizes her for a Saint, the 
more eaſily to betray her to his deviliſh 
| Purpoſes ; and, in fine, under the Mask. 
of the moſt rigid and auſtere Morals, riots 
in the moſt ſenſual and debauch'd Enjoy- 
ments. 

Yet were we to judge of this Cauſe by the 
Conduct of the Courts before which 1t has 
been brought, would not. one believe Father 
Girard to be maliciouſly accuſed, and Miſs 
Cadiere, her Brother the Dominican, and the 
Prior of the Bare-footed Friars of Toulon, her 
new Confeſſor, to be Criminals guilty of the 
baſeſt Calumny? And indeed, nothing can 
be more amazing, to all the diſintereſted 
Part of Mankind, than to fee this Propha- 
ner of the moſtHoly Order,enjoying his full 
Liberty, Preaching, Confeſſing, ſaying Maſs 
every Day,. and exerciſing all the Duties of 
bis Function, while he lays under the Accu- 
fation, nay, Conviction of the moſt ſacrile- 
gious Crimes, the leaſt of which is Spiritual 
Inceſt with his Penitents, and 1s only barely 
ſummoned * to make his Defence; and

find our ſelves obliged to conceal ſome Part 


of the Truth, leſt we become offenſive to 


Modeſty. How difficult will it be to pre- 
ſerve a Medium, yet ſhall we endeavour to 
do it by omitting all that is unneceſſary, 


keeping cloſe to ſuch Actions as are proved 


in the Courſe of the Proceedings, (which 
indeed ought not, nor can be concealed, 
ſince we have undergone ſo extraordinary a 
Proceſs) and make uſe of the moſt decent 
Expreſſions that the Nature of the Thing 
will permit us to do, yet at the ſame Time 
ſay all that is needful for the Defence of ſo 


juſt a Cauſe, and the Support of Innocence 


and Truth, however unfortunate and depreſt. 

It is not to be doubted but that the Courts 
of Judicature, as well as the Publick, will be 
pleaſed with a full Diſcovery of all the eſſen- 
tial Circumſtances of ſo extraordinary a Story, 
which the Jeſuits have, with ſo much Pains 
and Artifice, hitherto diſguiſed, nor ſhall we 
fear being tedious on a Subject which no Man 
thinks he can know too much of, but ſet 
the Truth in as clear a Light as poſſible, 
and give an exact Account both of the Je- 


ſuits Direction, and of the Hardſhips Miſs 


Cadiere endured; and believe that the Op- 
preſſion that poor Penitent has laboured un- 


der, will appear no leſs prodigious than the

The C ASE. 


Rs. Catherine Cadiere, Daughter of 
1 Mr. Joſeph Cadiere, Merchant, of 
the City of Toulon, and of Elizabeth Po- 
met, was born» November 12. 1709. Her 
Father dying while ſhe was in her Infancy, 
left his Widow with three Sons and this 


Daughter, a Fortune ſuitable to their for- 


mer Living. The Widow educated her 
Family to Virtue with the greateſt Care; 
the eldeſt Son, at his Mother's Sollicitation, 
married; the ſecond took the Habit of 
St. Dominic; the third went into Eccleſi- 
aſtical Orders, and the Daughter, who was 
youngeſt, continued under the tender and 
affectionate Care of her good Mother. The 
chief Directors of her Conſcience were 


Father Giraud, Rector of the Cathedral 
EC 
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Church of Toulon, a Gentleman diſtinguiſh- 
ed by his Merit and Virtue, and Mr. d Ou- 
lonne, Vicar of the Pariſh of St. Louis. Un- 
der their Direction this young Lady be- 
came a Pattern of Virtue, and the Bent of 
her Mind to Piety and Devotion were ſo 
ſtrong, that ſhe refuſed ſeveral very honour- 
able, and very advantageous Matches : All 
this 1s notorious Fact, and proved in the 
| Proceedings. At the Age of 18. ſhe ſtill 
| retained that Simplicity, that Innocence of 
Manners, which 1s not always to be found 
| in Girls even of 7 Years old. 
This was the true Character of Mrs. Ca- 
therine Cadiere when Father Jobn Baptiſt 


Girard the Jeſuit arrived at Toulon, in the 
Month of April 1728, as Rector of the 
Royal Seminary of Chaplaigs of the Navy. 
The great Reputation he had acquired 
| at Aix, where he was admired, both as a 
Preacher and a Conteflor, together with 
that Air of Modeſty, Auſterity, and Mor- 
tification which then appeared in his Coun- 7 
tenance, and through his whole Behaviour, x 
ſoon drew to him a great Number of Peni- 
rents 3, and amongſt the reſt Miſs Cadiere 
was induced to make Choice of him, chiet- 
ly becauſe Mr. d' Oulonne, then her Director, 
was ſo much employ'd that ſhe could not 
go to Confeſſion ſo often as her Piety made 
| her deſirous of. | 
| Under 
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Mary Catherine Cadiere. 15 
Under his Direction ſhe continued two 
Years and an half, during the firſt of which 
nothing extraordinary paſſed ; only ſhe 
found he was inquiſitive about the Condi- 
tion and . of herſelſ and her 
Family, and obſerved, that he treated her 


9 with a particular Regard, which ſhe then 
attributed only to his Charity as her Con- 


EO 


feſſor; but the Sequel has diſcovered, that 
he had a very different Motive for this Con- 
duct. He frequently told her at Confeſſion, 
pas God required ſomething more from her; 
that he had great Defizns upon her, and that 


7 ſhe ought to give herſelf entirely up to God ; 


ſometimes adding, Will you not give yourſelf 
up to me? The pretended Piety of the Con- 
feſſor, and the real Innocence of the Peni- 


; tent, did not ſuffer her to diſcern the Poy- 


ſon couch'd in the laſt Expreſſion. 
After about a Year's Direction, being 
one Day in the Parlour of the Jeſuits Con- 


vent with Father Girard, he upbraided her 


in an obliging Manner, for being ſo unkind 


as not to ſend for him during an IIlneis of 


which ſhe was juſt recovered, and faid 


to her, Will you not for once give yourſelf up 
!0 me * Then ſtooping down, and putting 


his Mouth cloſe to hers, he breathed upon 


her, which had ſuch an inchanting Effect 
upon the young Lady's Mind, that ſhe was 
immediately tranſported with Love, and 

B 2 ready 
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ready to give herſelf up to him. (We ſhalt 
prove 1n the Sequel, that this Method of in- 
ſpiring Love is not without a Precedent.) 
The Director replied, that he was overjoy'd 
to ſee her in ſuch a Diſpoſition, and imme- 
diately led her to his Confeſſional, where he 
improved the Sentiments he had been form- 
ing in her Heart, order'd her to commu— 
nicate every Day, but in different Churches, 
foretold her ſhe would ſoon have frequent 
Viſions, and commanded her to give him 
daily an exact Account of herſelf. | 
Miſs Cadiere failed not punctually to 


execute all her Director's Orders: She 


took the Sacrament every Day in different 
Churches, where the publick Curioſity 
drew great Numbers of People. In a ſ-ort 
time after ſhe had frequent Extaſies or Vi- 
ſions. When we come to examine all rhe 
extraordinary Facts that happened under 
this Direction, we ſhall inquire into the Na- 
ture of theſe Viſions, whether they were real 
or imaginary, and by what Cauſe they were 
produced. Here we ſhall not enter into a 
Detail of them, not only becauſe it will be 
found in her Depoſition, which is inſerted in 
this Memorial, but alſo, that we may not 
break the Thread of the Narration, and inter- 
rup: the Courſe of the Proceedings. At the 
ſame Time ſhe fell into an Inability to pray. 
She went every Day to give Father Girard 
an 


you in the ſacred Heart of Jeſus. 
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an exact Account of all her Viſions, and of 
the State of her Mind: And in theſe long 
and frequent Converſations, which did not 
always turn upon Subjects proper for a Con- 
feſſor's Ear, he artſully inſinuated the Incli- 
nations and Language of his Heart, which, 
however, he carefully wrapt up in Expreſſi- 
ons which ought to have been ſacred to Pi- 
ety and Devotion. 

Our Penitent took care to acquaint her 
Confeflor with her Uneaſineſs, that ſhe was 
uncapable of uſing vocal Prayer, and with 
her violent Paſſion for him 3 but he com- 
forted her with reſpect to both theſe Com- 
plaints, by telling her, That Prayer is the 
only Means of coming to God; but that when 
Ie are once arrived there and united to him, 
it 15 no longer neceſſary. The Love you have 
fer me, added he, ought to give you no Concern < 
Tig the Pleaſure of our gracious God that we 
ſhould be united. I carry you in my Boſom 
and in my Heart, you are henceforth one with 
me, and the Soul of my Soul. But in order to 
conceal his ſacrilegious and inceſtuous Flame, 
he ſaid to her, Let us love one another dearly 
in the ſacred Heart of Fejus. And hence it 
comes that all thoſe Love-Letters in the 
Appendix to the Proceedings conclude with 
theſe Words: I am — united with 


n the Chair 
of Confeſſion he would often make her come 


B 3 near 
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near him, that he might breathe upon her, 
which always redoubled her Paſſion for him. 
Thus did he bewitch the Mind and Heart 
of his unhappy Penitent. 

Nor was ſhe the only unhappy Perſoy he 
had reduced to this Condition ; for ſeveral 
Devotees beſides her, particularly la Laugier, 
la Batarelle, la Grawier, l' Allemande, la Re- 
boul, and the famous Gio, ſhared his Aﬀec- 
tions. The laſt of theſe, who is one of your 
pretty good- natur'd, obliging Ladies, was di- 
ſtinguiſhed, by her Employment, from the 
reſt, being in a manner the Governeſs of this 
favourite Flock, to which our Confeſſor, 
who had nothing of Severity but the Out- 
ſide, frequently granted the Liberty of mak- 
ing Parties of Pleaſure in the Country, lent 


them the Clerk of the J-ſuits Convent to be 


their Cook, and, at their Return in the Even- 
ing, received their Compliments for this Ci- 
2 Theſe Facts are proved by his own 


on che zoth of April 1730, being St. Ca- 


therine's Day, and one of theſe Country 
Feſtivals, he ſent his Clerk with a very fine 
Noſegay for Miſs Cadiere, and a ſmall one 


for each of her Companions. 


Our Conſeſſor, inflamed by this Time 1 


with too warm a Paſſion for his Penitent, 


and weary of being happy in Imagination 1 
only, reſolved to employ the moſt eifectual 
means 


wers; and'tis notorious at Toulon, that 


Mary Catherine. Cadiere. 19 
Means for making himſelf fo in Reallity. 
The Method he took was this: Miſs Cadiere 
had a Viſion repreſenting to her a Soul in a 
State of mortal Sin, and thought ſhe keard 
a Voice, ſaying to her, That if ſbe would do- 
liver that Soul ſhe muſt ſubmit to be poſje/- 
ſed by the Devil for a Tear. This ſhe com- 
municated to her Confeſfor, who appeared 
not at all ſurprized at it; and how ſhould 
he, when he was himfelf the Author of it? 
| He told her ſhe muſt not refuſe the Injunction, 
and tho' ſhe had the greateſt Reluctance, 
forced her to accept of it. Scarce had ſhe 
given her Conſent, and pronounced a Form 
of Words, which he dictated to her in the 
Confeſſionary, to this Purpoſe, I accept, I ſub- 
mit, I reſign my ſelf to ſay, to do, and to ſuffer 
. 3 c<ohatever ſhall be required of me, but ſhe was 
3 4eized with a terrible Diſorder, and loſt the 
Uſe of all her Senſes, throwing out Blaſphe- 
mies againſt all the Myſteries of our Holy 
Religion, and Imprecations againſt the 
Saints. The Jeſuit himſelf, in his Aniwers, 
fixes the Date of this Poſſeſſion to the End 
of November, or the Beginning of December 
1729, and the End of it, to the 20th of Feb. 
1730; though even then the Symptoms of 
Poſſeſſion did not quite ceaſe, but only be- 
came leſs violent. 
During her Poſſeſſion, Miſs Cadiere was 
tormented with frightful and horrid Appa- 
| ritions, 
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ritions, and frequent Convulſions, in the Fits 


of which ſhe never opened her Mouth, but 
to pour out horrible Blaſphemies and Im- 


precations; and when her two Brothers, the 


Clergyman, and the Jacobin, prayed for her 
Relief, ſhe curſed them bitterly, and com- 
plained, that they did but increaſe her Ago- 
ny. While ſhe was in this Condition, ſhe 
thought the Devil told her, That Father Gi— 
rard's Perſon <vas charmed, and that he had 
entered into a Compact with him to enable him 
to be an admired Preacher, on Condition, that 


be fhould deliver to him as many Souls as be 


could. After theſe Fits were over, ſhe fre- 
quently tell into Trances, and faw Viſions 
which ſeemed to comfort her exceedingly ; 
but it is evident, that the whole was owing 
to one and the fame Author. She alſo knew 
the Secrets of other Peoples Hearts, as 1s 
tully proved by the Proceedings, 

The Knowledge of this Myitery was con- 


fined to the Houſe and Family of Mrs. Ca- 


diere, wno beheld it with Aſtoniſnment; 


nor did the Conſeſſor impart it to any other, 


except the Devotees above- ment ion'd, whom 
he led the fame Dance, and who were in the 
ſame manner poſſeſſed and incapable of 
praying, having alſo Stigmas or Prints of 
our Saviour's Wounds on their Body. All 
this is proved in the Proceedings. Mails 
Cadiere was ordered to tell every — 
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who ſhould ask her any Queſtions, that her 
Diſorder was natural; and he perſuaded 
her Relations, that if they diſcovered the 
Wonders which God was pleaſed to work 
upon this Saint, (for ſo he called her) ſhe 
would die within 24 Hours. 

Theſe Fits, in a little Time, obliged Miſs 
Cadiere to keep her Chamber almoſt con- 
ſtantly, and furniſhed her Director with a 
Pretence of ſeeing her frequently alone, and 
locking himſelf up with her in her Cham- 
ber. He begun his Viſits about December 
1729, and continued them till June 1730, 
that he thought fit to ſend her to the Con- 
vent of St. Clare, at Ollioules, in the Man- 
ner, and for the Reaſons which ſhall be 
hereafter related ; and that this Conduct 
might make the leſs Noiſe among the Je- 
ſuits, and to prevent his being troubled with 
an impertinent + Companion, he ordered 
the Abbe Cadiere, her Brother, who was 
then a Student in his Convent, to call upon 
him every Day at half an Hour paſt One in 
the Afternoon, and go with him to his Si- 
ſter's Apartment, where he commonly paſ- 
ſed the reſt of the Day; and if the, Abbe 
Cadiere was not punctual to his Tune, our 
zealous Confeſſor would go alone, without

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waiting for him; nay, would often go be- 
fore his Time. 
Father Girard being thus lock'd up a- 
lone with Miſs Cadiere. in her Chamber, 
when a violent Fit of Poſſeſſion, or Extaſy, 
took away her Senſes, laid hold of theſe 
Opportunities to ſatisfy his brutal Appetite, 
by committing upon his Penitent the moſt 
infamous Crimes; ſo that, at her recovering 
her Senſes, ſhe often found herſelf in very 
indecent Poſtures, and her Conſeſſor by 
her, with ſuch Tokens as left no room to 
doubt he had accompliſhed his villainous 
Purpoſe. As her Fits and Trances were 
very frequent, he had Opportunities enough 
to indulge his Luſt ;- and whenever the 
forementioned Circumſtances, or the cri- 
minal Liberties he took with her, obliged 
her to repreſent to him the Doubts or Un- 
eaſineſs of her Mind, he endeavoured to- 
remove her Scruples, by telling her, That 
it was the Pleaſure of their gracious God : 
Shocking and abominable Language in 
the Mouth of a Confeſſor, and worthy of 
all the Anathemas of the Church ! When 
ſhe acquainted /a Guiol, Father Girard's 
Confident, with what he did to her, ſhe 
only laugh'd, and ſaid, She muſ? be very ſilly 
to fancy there was any Harm in that. Miſs 
Cadiere alſo told all the other Penitents that 


were Father Girard's Favourites, what paſ- 
ſed 
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ſed between him and her, and they, in re- 
turn, entruſted her with the Secret of his tak- 
ing the ſame Liberties with them. Thus is 
proved in the Proceedings. Modeſty for- 
bids a Deſcription of all that paſſed 1n this 
Chamber; and beſides, it may be found in 
the Plaintiff*s Declaration, where the Rules 
of Judicature, which require that Facts and 
Circumſtances ſhould be tated diſtinctly, 
obliged her to be particular and full. 
Laſt Year, on the laſt Day of the Carni- 
val, Miſs Cadiere, in a Trance, had aViſion, 
and thought ſhe heard a Voice ſaying to her, 
ill carry you with me ito the Deſart, where, 
during Lent, you ſhall not live on the Food of 
== Men, but on that of Angels; and the next Day 
XX ſhe was not able to ſwallow any ſolid Nou- 
2X riſhment. Father Girard being conſulted. 
upon this Viſion, declared his Opinion, That 
X was a Miracle of Grace, and that Miſs Ca- 
diere ought by no means to force herſelf to eat. 
She imagining this to be tempting God, en- 
deavoured all ſhe could to eat, but the Mo- 
z ment ſhe had ſwallowed any thing down, 
was forced to throw it up again with a Vaſt 
deal of Pain, which brought upon her a vo- 
; miting of Blood; and therefore ſhe paſſed 
the laſt Fortnight of Lent without any other 
Suſtenance than Water. | 
= Every Day of that Lent was remarkable 
or ſtrange and unaccountable Viſions and 
; Trances, 
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Trances, which Father Girard pretended 
were wrought by the divine Power on this 
young Lady, on Account of the extraordi- 
nary Piety he had inſtill'd into her. The 
Particulars of them are contained in a Me- 
morial, which he obliged her to draw up, 
and which he afterwards gave into Court, 
and is join'd to the Proceedings. All of 
them are extravagant; but that which is moſt 
ſo, is when ſhe imagin'd ſhe ſaw a Heart 
pierced with mary Wounds, which ſhe 
thought was the Heart of our bleſſed Savi- 
our, pierced by the Sins of Men, and to the 
Impreſſion this mournful Spectacle made on 
her, ſhe imputed a bloody Sore, which ſhe 
tound, on her coming to herſelf. on her left 
Side, and which this blaſphemous Jeſuit told 
her was the Stigma or Mark of Jeſus Chriſt. 
What alſo can we think of the Transfi- 
guration, wherein ſhe continued from Maun- 


dy Thurſday, till the Saturday following. She 


lay all that Time ina Trance, entirely with- 
out Speech or Motion, and under a total 
Suſpenſion of all her Senſes, with one of 
thoſe Stigma's open, and bleeding in each 
of her Hands and Feet, beſides that ſhe 
had before on her Side; her Face alſo trick- 
ling down with Blood, which dropt from a 
bloody Crown encompaſſing her Head, 


from which, ſome Days, Father Girard had 


cut off the Hair, and carried it away with 


him 
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him. He owns in his Anſwers, that he faw 
this Transfiguration, and likewiſe, that he 
made them deliver to him the Napkin with 
which they had wiped her Face, which re- 
preſented the Countenance of Cbhriſt in his 
laſt Agonies, and the Head-cloaths ſhe had 
on, which were alſo ſtain'd with Blood. 

The Pain ſhe felt by theſe Stigma's, made 
her apply Plaiſters to *em 3 but the Jeſuit 
reproved her for ſo doing, and made her 
pluck them off; after which, he kiſs'd them 

with great Warmth, eſpecially that on her 
Side, and, under Pretence that he had one of 
4 the ſame Nature within, frequently clap'd 
V. his Side cloſe to her's.

's On May the 8th, 1730, ſhe ſuffered a 
* ſecond Transfiguration like unto the former, 


and as Father Girard always foretold what- 
| - ever Extacies, Viſions, or T rances ſhe ſhould 
{ be in, not only to herſelf, but to ſeveral of 
his Favourites, they were, for the moſt Part, 
Witneſs of them, eſpecially Ila Guiol, and la 
Battarelle, and Father Grignet the Jeſuit, 
who being flPd with Aſtoniſhment at theſe 
Wonders, and at her giving him ſome Ad- 
vices, which proved ſhe knew the Secrets of 
his Heart, wrote her a Letter of Thanks, 
which was afterwards produced. 
At her coming to herſelf, ſhe found each 
time a Croſs by her, which Father Girard 
told her, were ſent to her from Heaven; 
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one of them he kept as a Proof of his Diſ- 
ciples Miracles, and the other was given to 
the Biſhop at his earneſt Requeſt. Nothing 
can be more plain, than that Father Girard, 
who was always alone in Miſs Cadiere's 
Chamber at the Beginning of theſe Tranſ- 
figurations, was the Angel that brought 
theſe miraculous Croſſes; but fhe, who 
believed them ſent from Heaven, to conſole 
herſelf for the Loſs of them, and to preſerve 
the Remembrance of ſuch ſignal Marks of 
divine Favour, cauſed three ſmall ones to be 
made, two of which ſhe afterwards gave 


away to the Lady de Rimbaud, Nun of St. 


Clare, at Ollioules, and kept the third herſelf. | 
Another extraordinary Paſſage muſt not 


be omitted; which was, That Father G1- 


rard having told her, That on ſuch a Day 
ſhe ſhould be lifted up into the Air, came 
at the Time to ſee his Prediction fulfill'd: 
He lock'd himſelf up with her in her Cham- 
ber, and being ſeated near her, the young 
Lady, who found ſhe was going up. into the 
Air, thought it her Duty to ſuppreſs ſo vain 
a Thought as juſt then began to enter into 
her Mind, and therefore held faſt by her 
Chair: He ſeveral Times bid her reſign to 
the Spirit, with which ſhe was actuated, 
and on her not obliging him, he flew into a 
Paſſion, and left the Room. This is proved 


by his own Anſwers. Soon after ſhe was 


viſited 
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viſited by la Guiol, who reproached her for 
refuſing to follow the Advice of her ghoſtly 
Father, and prevail'd with her to ask His 
Pardon. 

The firſt Time this poor Penitent went 
to Confeſſion, the Jeſuit told her, She had, by 
her Obſtinacy, committed a moſt heinous Sin, and 
that to expiate it he would viſit ber next Day, 
and injoin a Penance ſuitable to the Nature of 


Her Tranſereſſion , accordingly he comes next 


Morning, locks her Chamber Door, makes 
her kneel down before hun, and, with a a 


Scourge in his Hand, addreſſes her in theſe 
Terms. The Juſtice of Cod requires, that 


 fince you refuſed-to*be doathed with his Gifts, 


you ſhould be ſtripp'd Naked + Your Crime de- 
mands that the whole Worid ſhould be Witneſs 
of your Shame z but your gracious God conſents 
that none ſhould ſee il beſide my ſelt, and theſe - 
Walls, which are incapable of Speech : But firſt, 
continued he, ſwear Fidelity io me, that you 
coil keep this an inviolable Secret, for, my dear 
Girl, it wou'd ruin me if known. 

The poor deluded Creature, far from 
gueſſing his Intent, aſſured him of her Se- 
crecy 3 on which he order'd her to get up- 
on the Bed, put the Pillows under her El- 
bows to raiſe her up, gave her a few Laſh- 
es with his Scourge, and then kiſſed eagerly 
the Parts he had whipped. After this he 
made her riſe, and kneel a ſecond Time be- 
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fore him, then told her, God was not yet 
ſaligy' d, and that ſhe muſt be ſtripped ſtark 
naked before him. Alarmed at ſuch an In- 
junction, ſhe ſcreamed out, and fainted a- 
way, but as ſoon as ſhe came to herſelf, 
he overcame all her Scruples, made her un- 
dreſs to her Shift, embraced and kiſſed her 
with an Eagerneſs little becoming his Age 
or Function : What followed ſuch a Pre- 
lude 1s wy to be conceived, but not very 
proper to deſcribe. 

So great an Infatuation had he ſpread 


through all this Family, that nothing he 


did was ſuſpected, and was ſo abſolute a 
Maſter in the Chamber of Miſs Cadiere, 
that meeting her Brother there one Day, 
he took him by the Hand, and, without _ 


Ceremony or Excuſe for ſo doing, thru 


him out of the Room, and lock'd the Door 
after him; and when the young Gentle- 
man complain'd of this Uſage to his Mo- 
ther, ſhe impoſed Silence on him, ſo 
ſtrangely was ſhe poſſeſſed in Favour of 
this hypocritical Jeſuit, 

The frequent Viſits which this amorous 
Confeſſor made his Devotee, in a ſhort 
time occaſion'd ſome Signs of Pregnancy; 


on which, he being greatly alarmed, per- 


ſuaded her that her Blood was inflamed, and 
that in order to temper it, ſhe ſhould drink 
every Day, for a Week together, a "PIR 
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of Water, in which, he ſaid, he would min- 
gle ſome refreſhing Powders ;, ſhe, who was 
perfectly ignorant of the true Cauſe of her 
Diforder, anſwer'd, She would do as he di- 
refed e After this, he went into the Kitchen 
every Day to fetch her a Porringer of Wa- 
ter, not allowing either her Mother or the 
Maid to touch, much leſs to carry 1t to 
her, adminiſtring it always with his own 
Hands, after having put fometning in it 
which turn'd it of a reddiſh Tincture. This 
Draught being repeated every Day for above 
a Week, occaſion'd a ſtrange Alteration in 
her; ſhe now abounded in what before ſhe 
wanted, and ia ſoime Days made her bring 
forth an Abortion. Father Girard, who 
every Day examined into tae Conſequence 
of his Preſcription, taking up tae Utenſil 
in which it was Contiin'd, was on this Ob- 
Ject more particularly curious, and when 
Miſs Cadiere ordered her Maid to throw it 
out of the Window, he ſcem' very angry 
that ſhe ſhould truſt a Secret of that Im- 
portance to a Servant, and cry*:! out twice, 
Ob was there ever any thing i imprudent |! 

This Affair had ſo much w-akened Miſs 
Cadiere, that her Mother was reſolved to 
ſend for a Phyſician to enquir* into the Na- 
ture of her Indiſpoſition; but Father Gi- 
rard diſſuaded her from it, telling her, be 
Liſeaſe was ſupernatural, and nt to be re- 
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teved by their Art. But whether it were 
that he fear*'d ſome Diſcovery of what had 
happened, or for ſome other Motive, is un- 
certain, but he immediately after made uſe 
of all his Intereſt with the young Lady to 
go into the Convent of St. Clare, at Ollioules, 
without asking the Conſent of any Perſon 
belonging to her; and for that Purpoſe 


- wrote the following Letter to the Mother 


Abbeſs of that Convent, begging a Place 


in it for her. 


MapaAu, May 22, 1730. 


F OR theſe two Years paſt, when. the Di- 
vine Previdence firſt ſent me to Toulon, 

it has ut into my Hands the Conduct of a 
80:1, which it now calls to your Community, 
and for whom ] beg a Place of you. *Tis 
Mary Catherine Cadiere, 20 is little known 
to you, as I have heard her jay, and therefore 
1 fall not ſar any thing in particular of her 
Parts, Humour, or Vertue. IT ſhall only af- 
ſure you, that the is not a common Soul, 
and that our Lord has a ſingular Prede- 
lection for her. Her Health will be as it 
Pleaſes God, in order to accompliſh all his De- 
ius upon that Gentlewoman in your Houſe : 
But I will be anſwerable to you for the Good- 
neſs and Solidity of her Vocation, becauſe I 
have miconteſtioble Proofs of it. Du oil da 
the Girl a great Favour, in admitiing her into 
your 
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your Houſe : At the ſame Time I am perſuaded 
that God can hardly do your Houſe a greater 
Benefit in this reſpect, than by granting you, 
and ſending you juch a Subject. You will 
eaſily know this in a little while. I intreat 
yon abſolutely to keep ſecret, with regard to 
your Community, what 1 have the Honour 
to write to you, becauſe lis great odds but this 
Dean will take Air, and if once it reaches her 
Mother's Ears, fhe, and her other Relations, 
will do all that they can to keep her at Home, 
though I know that when once fhe is gone, they 
will ſubmit to the moſt Holy will of God. J ex- 
pert your Anſwer immediately; and I promiſe 
myſelf from your Piety, Zeal, and Prudence, 
that it will be favourable. I have the Honour

The Lady Abbeſs, who was no Stranger 
to the Reputation of Miſs Cadiere, wrote to 
Father Girard, That ſbe ſhould be very glad 
to receive her, and had no Objeftion againſt 
it, but the Averſion of her Relations. As he 
has a very perſuaſive Tongue, he at laſt 
prevailed on them to giv their Conſent, and 
accordingly, on the 6th of June he ſent Miſs 

Cadiere 
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Cadiere to the Convent, with this Letter, 
dated the 5th, for the Lady Abbeſs. 


"MADAM, Tune 5, 1730. 
B Ehold the Scul wich Jeſus Chriſt has 


reſerved for your Monaſtry, and which 
T ſend you. I willingly reſigu ber into ſuch 
Hands as jours; and] return you a thouſand 
Thanks for the Favour you do me in recetv- 
ing her. She is, by the great Mercy of 
God, in excellent Diſpoſitions z but had ſhe 
not been fo, ſhe would ſoon have acquired them, 
when ſhe came to live under your Eye, and 
your Dependance. Your Examples, your In- 
ſtructions, your Orders, and the Prayers you 
will have the Goodneſs to put up for her, 
will make her ſuch as ſhe ought to be, for the 
Accompiiſhment of our Lord's Deſigus in her 
Santtification, and to walk faithfully in the 
Footſteps of the worthy Nuns, at whoje Head 
the Divine Providence has jo wiſely placed 
ou. 
s dare not ast you, ſo very ſoon, the 
Favour of permitiing Mademoiſelle Cadiere 
to receive the Holy Communion every Day: 
Perhaps you will ſoon know that God will 
have it ſo; and that he does not think her 
altogether unworihy ſuch a ſingular Favour : 
But I beg, at leaſt, you will be pleaſed to let 
her Commuzicale often. A ſecond Favour,

in like Manner receive my Anfwers, without 
their being ſeen. Theſe Letters on both Sides 
ſhall relate to mothing in the World but the 
Dijpofitions of her Soul, and the Economy of 
her inward Part. T ſhall have the Honour, 
once within a Fortnight, to come myſelf, and 
to aſſure you of my Gratitude for your Fa- 
vours, and of the profound Reſpect, with

In laviſhing ſo many Praiſes upon Miſs 
Cadiere, and crying her up for a Saint, Fa- 
ther Girard had two Views: The one was 
to have the Glory of being a Maker of 
Saints; and the other, to facilitate his Ac- 
ceſs to his dear Diſciple, and remove all 
thoſe Suſpicions which might naturally 
ariſe from his officious Aſſiduity. But ob- 
ſerve, That before he lets her enter the Mo- 
naſtery, he makes his Terms with the Ab- 
beſs, and ſtipulates, That the Correſpondence 
between him and his Diſciple by Letters ſhould 
be a Miſtery, into which the Abbeſs ſhould 
not dare to lack; and, to perſuade her to con- 
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ſent to this. Condition, he tells her, their 
Letters ſhall turn only upon what related to 
her Salvation. But his Letter of Ju 22. 
immediately after, which is the only one we 
have left, proves juſt the contrary ; and in- 
ded, if their Letters were to contain nothin 
but what tended to Edification, why ſhoul 
he take the Precaution of excluding the Ab- 
beſs from a Sight of them? | 
Father Girard was not long before he 
went to Ollioules to ſee his dear Devotze, and 


the very firſt Viſit he ever made there, he 


asked the Lady Abbeſs, before the Lady de 
Leſcot, Miſtreſs of the Novices, if Miſs Ca- 
diere had not a Diſcharge of Blood. He was 
afraid the Portions he had given her had not 
diſſipated her Pregnancy. Such a Queſtion 
very juſtly ſurprized the Abbeſs, and che Mi- 
ſtreſs of the Novices; it was indeed a very 
extraordinary one, conſidering the Cha- 
racters of all concerned; and finding the 
two Ladies thought it ſo, he added, That 
when Miſs Cadiere was at home, ſhe had been 


ſtrangely diſorder d that way. 


The Plaintiff continued in this Convent 
from June 6. 1730, till September 17. fol- 
lowing, during which Time there was a 
continual Commerce of Letters between 
them ; and thoſe which he wrote to her, 
(excepting two or three that were deſign'd 
only to be-ſh wn, and contained — 
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but a few trifling Reflections) were fuch as 
might have been expected, not from a ſpiri- 


tual Father, but from a moſt paſſionate 
Lover; and as he well knew the Poiſon of 
them, he took Care not to ſign them. For 
Proof of this very material Point, it is ſuf- 
- ficient to produce here the Contents of his 
Letter of July 22. 1730. 


To Mademoiſelle Ca Dp TIERE. 


AY E E here, my dear Child, the third Letter 

in three Days: Endeavour to give me 
Time. God be praiſed, it will not be long, 
perhaps, before 1 ſhall not be able to do any 


Thing but for her to whom I write. This I 


know, however, that 1 carry her every 


where, and that ſhe is always with me, tho 


I talk and act with other Perſons. 

J render the Almighty a thouſand Thanks 
fer the Continuance of his Mercies : In Re- 
turn for them, my Girl, forget yourſelf, and 
ſuffer any Thing: Theſe two Words compre- 
hend the moſt ſublime Diſpoſition. Don't 
tell me a Sylable of what was recommended 
lo you by my Lord; we will jee one another, 
let them do or ſay what they pleaſe. He came 
to Town this Morning, and 1 have already 
talked with him about you occaſionally : I don't 
think he will go to Ollioules ; I told him, 
the Noiſe it would make, would be vaſtly in- 
convenient. I may, perhaps,- find an Oppor- 

| tunity 
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tunity of ſpeaking to him about the Holy Mafs. 
The Great Vicar and Father Sabatier will, in 
all probability, make you a Viſit on Monday. 

This laſt, after I had talłd with him, aſ- 
ſured me, that he would ast no Queſtions ; but 
if by Chance either of them ſhould take it into 
their Heads to do fo, even though it were in 
the Name of the Biſhop, or ſhould deſire to ſee 
any thing, you need only anſwer them, that 
yon are ſtrictly forbid to ſpeak or to act. Eat 
Fleſh when you pleaſe ; 1 write ſo to you. Les, 
my dear Child, I have need of Aſſurance ; 
you ſhall not be the Victim of it. Have no 
Will, and hear no Contradictian: You will 
obey in every thing, as my little Daughter, who 
thinks nothing difficult when *tis her Father 
that commands. 

1 have a very great Deſire to ſee you 
again, and to ſee every thing: Yu know 
_ that I ask nothing but my own, and lis 
a long time ſince ] have ſeen any Thing but 
by halves. I ſhall tire you; but what if I do! 
Don't you hkewiſe tire ne? It is but rea- 
ſonable that we ſhould ſhare in every thing: 
I hope that you will grow wiſe at laſt; and 
that ſo many Graces and Counſels will not be 
thrown away upon you. I am exceeding glad 
to hear that you like the Father Guardian ; 
Iwill recommend him to the good God. 

Do not you, on your Part, forget my Sick 
Girl, my Siſter, and the other Perſons I have 

recommended 
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recommended to you : Mademoiſelle Guiol 
found you Yeſterday half-dead ; To-day your 


Brother tells me you are well to a Miracle. 
You are inconſtant; it would be worſe if you 


ſhould grow a Glutlon, . Patience. I want 


to know whether you forbear Meat; Time 
will inform us: Always begin theſe Days of 
Abſtinence with Maigre; i it does not go off, 
or if you bring it up again, eat Meal immedi- 
ately: Follow this Rule; we ſhall dijcover 
the Holy Will of our Maſter. I you muſt go 
out, it will be a new and a great Grief both 19 
you and to me; but bleſſed be our good Maſter, 
we ſhall ſubmit, and be contented . 
what will happen. 

Good Night, my dear Child; can you 
read my Scrawl ? Depend upon it, this Letter 
tells you, that . you always come after me, and 
you are in Danger never to overtake me, unleſs 
you write to me twice a day. Adieu, my 
Girl ; pray for your Father, your Brother, 
your Friend, your Son, and your Servants.

The Confeſſor had ſo bewitched the 
Minds of the whole Family of the Cadiere's 
with his own and his Penitent's pretended 
Sanctity, that they never once imagined it 
poſſible there ſhould be any criminal Cor- 
reſpondence between them; and as Miis 

D Cadiere 
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Cadiere could write but very ill, having 
Juſt then learn'd, her Brothers, the Jacobin 
and the Clergyman, had the Complaiſance 
and Simplicity to write all her Letters as 
{the dictated to them, beſides the Memo- 
rial call'd Lent, as is proved by the Pro- 
ceedings. Father Girard knew it well e- 
nough ; for beſides the Difference between 
the Writing of a Girl or a Woman, and 
that of a Man, he was no Stranger to the 
_ Abbe Cadiere's Hand, who writ them all 
over fair, and was then a Student under the 
Jeſuits, of whom Father Girard was Rector. 

Father Girard, who was accuſtomed to 
ſee his Diſciple in her own Chamber, with- 
out any Reſtraint, was ſoon ſenſible of the 
Inconvenience of a Grate. To render it in 
ſome meaſure eaſier to himſelf, he per- 
ſuaded the Abbeſs to ask Leave for him to 
confeſs Miſs Cadiere, and viſit her in the 
Convent when ſhe was ſick; but fearing 
the Abbeſs would not do it ſoon enough, 
he went himſelf, and begg'd the Favour of 
Father Camelin, Provincial of the Obſer- 
vantins, on whom the Monaſtery of St. 
Clare depends. As ſoon as the Abbeſs had 
got it for him, he thank'd her in a Letter 
of the 26th of June, and acquainted her, 
that he had not been idle on his own Part, 


for that he had prevailed with Father Ca- 


melin to grant his Requeſt 3 aſſuring ets

This raiſed the Curioſity of thoſe 
who heard her, and eſpecially of the Lady 
de Rimbaud, a Nun, and the Lady de Leſ- 
cot, Miſtreſs of the Novices, whom Father 
Girard had requeſted to take an Account 
in Writing of every thing extraordinary 
that ſhould happen to his Penitent, that it 
might one Day ſerve, as he faid, for the 
Edification of the Publick. About Five next 
Morning theſe two Ladies went to Miſs 
Cadiere's Chamber, whom they found im- 
moveable in her Bed, having a bloody 
Crown about her Head, her Face covered 
with Blood, like an Ecce homo, or Chriſt 
crucified, and her Hands alſo dropping 
with Blood. Of this they immediately 
informed the Abbeſs, who preſently came 
with the whole Society, and ſaw her in this 
Condition, at which they were all aſto- 
niſh'd, believing it to be a Miracle of 
Grace; at the ſame Time they ſaw a Piece 
of the Hoſt, or conſecrated Wafer, enter 
her Mouth, but perceived no Hand to 
guide it. The Abbeſs inſtantly diſpatch'd 
an Expreſs to Father Girard; but he ar- 
riv'd at the Convent preſently after the 
Meſſenger ſet out. He was ask'd, F he 


met the Meſſenger that was ſent to him, and 
| anſwer'd, 
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anſwer'd, He did not; but that, as he was 
ſaying Maſs that Morning, his good God had 
informed him of what paſſed ; they told him 
of Miſs Cadier?'s Transfiguration, and that 
it laſted two Hours ; they deſcrib'd it to 
him, and told him, ſhe had ſuffered a 
great deal of Pain; he anſwer'd, That it 
was the Impreſſion of the Finger of God ; 
that they ought careſully to preſerve the Water 
with which her Face had been yaſhed, and 
which <was mixed with Bl:od , that it would 
afterwards produce miraculbus Effects; and 
added, That Mi/s Cadicre had already per- 
formed ſeveral Miracles at Toulon; and 
being told by one of the Nuns, that they 
had ſeen her communicate in a miraculous 
Manner in the Time of her Transfiguration ; 
he replied, Do you think I do net know that, 
when I, myſelf, gave her the Sacrament ? 
How could that be, ſaid the Nun, when 
you were at Toulon? Do not you know that 
there are ſuch Things as being tranſported in 
S/1rit, anſwer'd Father Girard; and when 
he went into Miſs Cadieres Chamber, who 
was then come to herſelf, he faid to her. in 
a pleaſant Manner, Nou little Glutton you, 
will you always come and take the Half of 
your Father*s Portion? 

That Morning Father Girard continu'd 
from Nine o' Clock till Noon, ſhut up in 
Miſs Cadiere's Chamber, nor did he think fit 
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to open 1t till Afternoon, and then having 
left the Door on the Jarr, the Lady Abbeſs, 
and ſome of the Nuns, entered one after ano- 
ther, with whom he ſtaid there till Five in 
the Evening. | 
The Avbe/s, who probably thought there 
was no great Edification in ſceing him ſhut 
up for three Hours together with his Peni- 
tent in her Chamber, would never after allow 
him to enter it; ſo that he found himſelf once 
more reduced to ſee her only through a 
Grate. But Love, which is very ingenious, 
diſcovered to him a ſmall Wicket in the 
Grate of the Parlour, which he taught his 
Dif. iple to open with a little Knife that he 
carried in his Pocket; and through this 
Wicket he put his Head, or made his Mi- 
ſtreſs put hers, ſometimes to kiſs her, and 
ſometimes to give her the Scourge. To 
how many criminal Liberties has that Par- 
lour- been Witneſs? Nay, fo far did he ex- 
tend the Uſurpations of his Luſt, that he 
ſometimes employed for theſe ſame Purpoſes 
the Wicket of the very Grate between the 
Choir and the Chancel, which is ſet apart for 
the moſt Sacred Uſes. What Monſtrous 
Abomination ! 

He found ſo many Charms in this Par- 
lour, that he went thither from Toulon twice 
or thrice a Week; nay, one Day he dined 
there with this Votary, and the Maid having 
{et 
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ſet the Table but a little way from the 
Grate, he asked her roughly, if he meant to 
ſeparate him from his dear Child; and taking 
it up himſelf, he puſnt it violently againſt 
the Grate : While he was at Dinner, he was 
ſurprized amorouſly ſqueezing the young 
Lady's Hand; and this ſhews his Reaſon 
for puſhing the Table nearer the Grate. 
One Day Father Girard happening to come 
after Evening Prayers were begun, deſired 
to ſee his Penitent, but the Abbe2s not think- 
ing it proper that ſhe ſhould leave Prayers 
to go into the Parlour to him, he could not 
help expreſſing his Uneaſineſs, and ſhewing 
his Reſentments, even to the Abbeſs, by the 
Coldneſs of his Behaviour. 

During Miſs Cadiere's Stay in this Con- 
vent, ſhe had ſeveral Fits of Poſſeſſion, and 
frequent Extaſies; ſhe knew the Secrets of 
the Heart; and ſo many extraordinary 
Things happened to her, and ſo much out of 
the common Courſe of Nature, that the 
Fame of them having ſpread to Toulon, and 
through all the neighbouring Country, 
gained her the Title of the Saint of Ollicules. 

Mean whule Father Girard was grown 
weary of his Miſtreſs, and reſolved to get 
rid of her, by ſending her either to the Con- 
vent of the Carthuſians at Premole, or that at 
Salette near Lions. With this View he fre- 
quently ſaid in the Convent at Ollioules, That 


, ſhe 
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ſhe had given Edification enough there, and 
therefore ought io go and do Good Jomewhere 
elſe, as is proved in the Proceedings. His 


Ambition had probably by this Time got 


the better of his Paſſion. | 

The Biſhop of Toulon being alarmed at 
the News of this Deſign, exclaimed loudly 
againſt Father Girard, for pretending to 
tranſplant to another Place, a Sprig of 
Sanctity which had grown up in his Dioceſe, 
and to which he had therefore a juſt Claim. 
He did Miſs Cadizre the Honour to write 
her directly a Letter, forbidding her, not 
only to go where her Director deſigned to 
ſend her, but even to confeſs any more to 
him, and ordering her to leave the Convent, 
and return to her Relations. And a few 
Days after he borrowed a Phaeton, which 


he ſent to Ollioules with the Abbe Camerle 


his Chaplain, and Father Cadiere, who took 
her up and carried her to Mr. Paugque's 
Houſe at la Baſſ ide, not far from Toulon. 
As ſoon as Father Girard had learnt what 
was doing, fearing that if the Letters he had 
written to her came to Light, they would 
make a full Diſcovery of the Myſtery of 
impious Love, between him and his Peni- 
tent, he reſolved to do his utmoſt to recover 
them before ſhe left the Convent. For this 
purpoſe, he ſent to her one la Gravier, ano- 


ther of his Devotees, to deſire ſhe would re- 


turn 
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turn them. Miſs Cadiere, with a great deal 
of Honeſty and Simplicity, delivered up, 
not only all Father Girard's Letters to her, 
but alſo all the other Papers that ſhe had 
in her Box, even the Minutes of her own 
Letters to him : But it pleaſed God, who 
will not allow ſo many Crimes, ſo highly 
injurious to holy Religion, to go unpu- 
niſhed, that the Letter of July the 22d 
was not in the Box with the reſt. 

Father -Girard thought fit to pretend af- 
terwards, that he, of his own Accord, re- 
fuſed the further Direction of Miſs Cadtere's 
Conſcience, becauſe he diſcovered her to 
be an Impoſtor ; but to prove the con- 
trary, and to ſhew that Miſs Cadiere firit 
deſerted him, to his great Regret, we need 
only produce the Contents of the Letters 
which he wrote to her Sept. 15. 1730. two 
Days betore ſhe left the Convent. 


Eſterday in the Evening, upon my Return, 
they deltver'd me your laſt Letter, which 
had nothing in it but an Invitation to Olli- 
oules. What was moſt particular in it, or at 
leaſt appeared ſo to me, my dear Girl, was the 
Article of a Confeſſor, upon the Neceſſity of 
which you inſiſt more than once. I have con- 
ſidered of it; and as on the one Hand your 
Demand is juſt and reaſonable, becauſe I am 
not at leiſure to go regularly and hear you in the 
Ccunity 
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Country whither you are going, and on the 
other Hand it is to be feared that two Con- 
fers would hinder one another, and torment 
von, by throwing you into vaſt Uncertainties, if 
they ſhould ſee Occaſion, as very probably they 
might, to give you different Advice, and thus, in 


Hort, it might be neceſſary for one or the other 


to retire : After having conſulted my good 
God, I have taken the Reſolution, as it ſeemed 
to me moſt proper, to give Place, and, without 
Noiſe, to leave the Field yy to any one you ſhall 
Chooſe, if you have not already choſen. I fhall 
ay nothing in relation to this Change, to any 
Perſon whatſoever that ſhall mention it to me, 
but that I had not Time to go and confejs you 
regularly in the Baſtide; and you may flick by 


the ſame Reaſon yourſelf. This need not hin- 


der, but if at any lime you ſhould think my 
Advice uſeful or neceſſary, you may, with all 
Freedom, apply to me; for I am ſtill diſpoſed, 
on my Part, to render you all the ſmall Servi- 
ces that lie in my Power. Much lejs ſhall it 
Hinder me from continuing my Prayers to God 
to pour down upon you the choiceſt of his Blej- 
ſings, and to give you Grace to accompliſh all 
his Deſigns with Fidelity and Conſtancy. J 
hope that in better Hands you will proceed with 
greater Safety and Speed; and that if I have 


committed any Faults with regard to you, you. 


will nevertheleſs remember that I had ſome good 
Will to affift you ; and that that Thought will 
engage 
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engage you, on your Part, to put up Prayers to 
our good God in my Behalf. I return you tw 
Books which belong to you, and which I reco- 
vered out of ſtrange Hands where you had left 
th:m. I am, and always ſhall be, entirely 
yours in the Sacred Heart of Jeſus Chriſt. 

GIRARD Feſuite. 


The Biſhop having moved Miſs Cadiere 
From the Direction of Father Girard, pla- 
ced her under the Care of Father Nicholas, 
juſt then appointed Prior of the bare. footed 
Carmelites at Toulon; to whom, he ſaid, 
I entruſt you with the Saint of Ollioules ; and 
it was by the Biſhop's Order that he went 
to confeſs her at Ia Baſtide. Father Gi- 
rard having perſuaded her there was no 
Crime in what had paſt between them, ſhe 
never ſo much as mentioned it to her new 
Director ; but as ſhe was from time to time 
obſerved to be in perfect Raptures about 
that Jeſuit, and twice or thrice endeavour'd 
to run away by Night to meet him at 
Toulon, the Prior begun to ſuſpect that 
ſomething more than ordinary had been be- 
tween them. | 

Upon this, he begun to ſound Miſs Ca- 
diere's Conſcience, who frankly own'd to 
him the Particulars above related. He ſaw, 
with Aſtoniſnment, that thoſe Things, 
which till then had been look'd upon as 

Won- 
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Wonders of Grace, were only Deluſions, 
and Tricks of the Devil ; and nothing real - 
in the Whole, but a horrid Complication 
of ſhocking Crimes in the Part which Fa- 
ther Girard had acted. 

The Biſhop went to make her a Viſit at 
la Baſtide, and having examined her him- 
ſelf, heard, with Horror, from her own 
Mouth, all the Wickedneſs of her former 
Director. Thereupon, being fired with a 
Juſt and holy Indignation againſt him, he 
declar'd, he would drive out that ravening Wolf 
from his Fold ; but Miſs Cadiere, all in 
Tears, threw herſelf at his Feet, and ear- 
neſtly intreated he would not take a Step 
which muſt unavoidably diſgrace her. Her 
Brother, the Dominican, who was preſent, 
joined with her in begging the ſame Favour, 
for the Honour of his Family; whereupon 
the charitable Prelate gave them both his 
Word, that the whole Story ſhould be ſunk 
in Oblivion ; and being — that Miſs 
Cadiere had ſtill ſome Fits of Poſſeſſion, he 
exorciſed her himſelf, and ordered her a 
new Confeſſor to continue to exorciſe and 
direct not only her, but alſo ſome other of 
Father Girard's Penitents, in order to rid 
them out of ſuch bad Hands. To the 
Effect of theſe Exorciſms, and of a gene- 
ral Confeſſion which Miſs Cadiere made to 
the Prior of the Carmelites, ſhe owes her 

Deli- 
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Deliverance from her Fits of Poſſeſſion, aud 
all thoſe Illuſions and Tricks of the Devil. 
Her Stigmas at the ſame time cloſed up, 
though the Scars of them may ſtill be plain- 
ly ſeen upon her Feet, and upon her Side. 
Mean time Father de Sabatier, a Jeſuit, who 
had formerly been Miſs Cadiere's Confeſſor, 
and ought, of all Men, to have wiſhed that 
this ſnameful Myſtery had ſtill lain conceal- 
ed, perſuaded the Biſhop to make it publick. 
In vain did all of the higheſt Rank in Toulon 
uſe their Intereſt to diſſuade him from it; 
Father de Sabatier was enraged, and, at his 
Inſtigation, the Biſhop of Toulon began the 
Proceſs Nov. 10. 1730. by interdicting Fa- 
ther Cadiere and the Prior of the Carmelites; 
and the 18th of the ſame Month he ſent the 
Chancellor, Proctor, and Regiſter of the 
Epiſcopal Court, attended by two Clergymen, 
to interrogate Miſs Cadiere judicially, con- 
cCerning what had paſſed between her and 
Father Girard. | F 
This poor young Lady was,doubrt!ic fs, ex- 
tremely ſurprized at ſuch a Viſit. The 
Chancellor having told her the Occaſion of 
it, ſhe at firſt refuſed to anſwer ; but at laſt, 
being obliged by a ſolemn Oath to ſpeak, 
ſhe generouſly preferred the Intereſt of Re- 
ligion, and the Satisfaction of the Public 
to that of her own Honour and Quier. Z 
oy her Anſwers declared the Whe » and 
E e My- 
ery 
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ſtery, which ſhe had, till then, concealed with 
ſo much Care. As ſhewas by no means prepa- 
red for ſuch an Account, ſhe threw the- Facts 
together as they came into her Mind, with- 
out any Regard to Order or Time, which 
is at once a Proof of her Surprize, and of her 
Integrity. There are ſome Facts which the 
Chance lor, who has all along behaved with 
great Partiality in this Affair, has not rela- 
ted exactly, and others which he has altered. 
We ſhall not point them out here, becauſe 
our Proceſs is grounded upon the Plaintiff's 
Declaration, of which we ſhall ſpeak pre- 
ſently; and becauſe we ſhall produce her 
Declaration, which contains a more exact 
Account. Is it not ridiculous now to al- 
ledge, that this is a Plot to defame Father 
Girard? ſeeing Miſs Cadiere did not publiſh 
the Scandal voluntarily, but, contrary to her 
Inclination, was forced to it by the Authori- 
ty of the Officers of Juſtice, and the Obliga- 
tion of her Oath. 

The Appellant ſeeing herſelf now diſgra- 
ced, and that ſhe had no Meaſures to keep, 
fince her Honour was loſt, thought it but 
reaſonable to ſue for Vengeance againſt her 
Seducer, who had committed ſo many Crimes 

upon her; and for that End, ſhe, the ſame 
Day y, laid her Complaint before the Crimi- 
nal Judge of Toulon. As the whole Pro- 
ceſs is founded upon it, we ſhall here pro- 
duce it Word for Word. Tie

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The DECLARATION: 


Nov. 18. 1730. 
E it known to all Men, that Mis 
Catharine Cadiere, Daughter of the 
deceaſed Mr. Joſeph Cadiere, Merchant 
of Toulon, being fworn, and having de- 
clared, That ſhe is of the Age of One-and- 
Twenty, depoſes, That her firſt Confeſſor 
was Mr. Giraud, Vicar of the Cathedra] 
Church of this City; that ſhe was next 
directed by Father Maurin, a bare- 
footed Carimelile, having a Call to be a 
Nun of that Order; but that the ſaid 
Father Maurin falling into a tedious III- 
neſs, ſhe made Choice of Father Sabatier 
the Jeſuit, for her Confeſſor, ſhe being 
at that Time between fifteen and ſixteen 
Tears old; that ſhe went to the Jeſuit's 
Convent to make Confeſſion to Father Sa- 
balier, but was told, he was not yet re- 
covered from his Illneſs, fo as to be able 
to receive it; this obliged the Deponent 
to take for her Director Mr. d' Oulonne, 
Prieſt and Lecturer of the Pariſh of St. 
Louis; but he being very much taken up 
with the Buſineſs of his Pariſh, ſhe could 
not confeſs ſo often as ſhe otherwiſe would. 
Her Brother Mr. Francis Cadiere, an Ec- 
cleſiaſtick, being a Studient then in Jeſuits 
E 2 College, 
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College, he told her of Father Girard

the Rector, who was, from that "Time, 
her Confeflor for two Years and an Half. 
She had confeſſed to that Father about 
a Tear before any thing extraordinary 
happened, excepting, that he inquired into 
the Deponent's Circumſtances, and who 
were her Relations. About that Time a 
Brother of hers, who is a Facobin, having 
lent Mrs. Mary Ann Sibon, Wife of Mr. 
94471, Merchant, a Book written a- 
gainſt the Jeſuits, the ſaid Sibon carried it 
to her Suter Saurin, an Urſuline Nun, and 
He pat it iato the Hands of the ſaid Fa- 


cher Sabatier, who complained of it to the 


Biſhop. The Biſhop endeavoured to get 
a Letire de Cachet againſt her Brother the 
Facobin, who, on the other Hand, did what 
he could to juſtify himſelf; and ſhe hav- 
ing ſpoke in his Favour to her Confeſſor 


Father Girard the Rector, he told her, 
Fhat were it not for the Reſpett he had for 


the Deponent, her Brother would have had 
2 Lettre de Cachet ; and having enquired 
how ſhe did, after an intermitting Fever, 
which had held her for a Fortnight, he 
kindly reproached her for not ſending to 

him when ſhe was ill. 
The Deponent anſwered, That ſhe was 
unwiiing to give him ſo much Trouble; to 
which Father Girard replied, Nou are 4 
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« filly Girl; that is a Tgouble which I take 
ea a great deal of Pleaſure : Will you not 
« for once give yourſelf up to me ? Then ſtoop- 


ing down, and putting his Mouth cloſe 
to hers, he breathed very hard upon her, 
which made ſuch a ſtrange Impreſſion in 
her Mind, that from that Moment ſhe 
felt a ſtrong Inclination for the Father, 
and told him at once, that ſhe gave herſelf 
up to him. And adds, that for above ſix 
Months before, he had frequently ſaid to 
her in the Chair of Confeſſion, Will you 
not give yourſelf up to me? 1 know that 
the gracious God requires ſomething of you ; be 
has great Deſigns to accompliſh upon you. 
And the Deponent asking how he could 
know that? the ſaid Father Girard an- 
ſwer'd, That he knew it, and had been ſenſi- 
ble of it for a great while; from that Time 
he ordered her to receive the Sacrament 
every Day, but to do it in different 
Churches, that it might not be taken 
Notice of. From that Time alſo ſhe 
begun to have frequent Viſions. Theſe 
Viſions conſiſted chiefly in ſeeing the Cœ- 
leſtial Glory 3 and Heaven opened with 
all the Saints placed according to the ſe- 
veral Degrees of Glory to which they 
are raiſed, Once ſhe had another Viſion, 
in which were repreſented to her three 
Heavens; St. John the Evangeli/h, who 
3 * Was 
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« was in the firſt, came to her Aſſiſtance, 
and open'd a huge Book with ſeven Seals, 
£ wherein ſhe ſaw him write in large Cha- 
« racters, Fohn Baptiſt, and Mary Cathe- 
< 7ime; after which, he ſhut the Book, and 
© carried it to the Throne of Jeſus Chriſt, 
inthe third Heaven; and then ſhe thought 
« ſhe ſaw Jeſus Chriſt lift his Hand from 
© the Book about three Palms, and heard 
him ſay, 1 fwear by m ſelf, that what is 
herein written, is unchangeable. At the 
© ſame Time there appeared a Croſs coming 
towards her, which Jeſus Chriſt held by 
« the upper End, who faid to her, That 
« her Love could crucify her before Righteouſ- 
« neſs had mage her perfect. Having after- 
„ wards had ſeveral Kinds of Viſions, ſhe 
always found the Effect of them was in- 
* Haming her Paſſion for the ſaid Father 
* Girard, who, by her Order, came to ſee 
© her every Day, and fometimes twice a 
Day. When this Deponent faid to him, 
I ut poſſible, Father, that T ſhould have ſo 
* great a Paſſion for jou; and does the Love 
* if God preduce ſuch ſi range Effetts © His 
per was, That ſhe ſhould not be uneaſy 
dot, for his gracious Cod had united 
* pet und bim; that he carried her in his 
Br/om, and in his Heart ; that ſhe was now 
bu one Heart cih him, and the Soul of 
his Seul ; that her Paſſion ought to give her 
| « Ho 
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no Concern, for it was God's good Pleaſure 
that it ſhould be ſo, and that ſbe ſhould love 
him dearly. All the while ſhe continued 
in this State, from firſt to laſt, ſhe was 
uncapable of vocal Prayer; and when ſhe 


complain'd of this to Father Girard, he 


told her, it was not neceſſary, to which 
the Deponent anſwered, That fe believed 
the Saints had not walked in that Way: 
Father Girard told her, This was an 
extraordinary Way; that wwe muſt not al- 
ways take the Saints for our Patterns, and 
that the Lord had different Ways of bring- 
ing Souls to himſelf. In another Viſion ſhe 
was ſhewed a Perſon in a State of mor- 
tal Sin, and Impurity, and, being teri- 
hed with fo diſmal a Sight, ſhe heard a 
Voice, which told her, That if ſbe had a 
Mind to deliver that Soul from the miſerable 
State in which ſhe ſaw it, ſhe muſt ſubmit 


to be poſſeſſed for a Tear. This ſhe com- 


municated to Father Girard, her Con- 
feſſor, who, notwithſtanding ſhe ſhew'd 


the utmoſt Averſion to it, forced her to 


ſubmit to be poſſeſſed; and immediately, 
upon giving her Conſent to it, ſhe found 
herſelf poſſeſſed with a great Number of 
horrible Idea's, which diſordered her Ima- 
gination, and took away her Senſes ; 
nay, governed them fo, that in ſpite of 


her, they made her pronounce Thouſands 


« of

of Curſes againſt the Saints, and Blaſ- 
* phemies againſt the Euchariſt, and all 
* our ſacred Myſteries. In this State of 
« Poſſeſſion the Devil diſcovered to her 
the Conſciences of ſeveral People, and 
brought to her Mind all that ever ſhe 
had done, even foretelling her Things 
that were to happen; he told her, That 
« Father Girard was a Sorcerer; that he 
« had made a Compa with him above forty 
« Years ago, to make him a great Genius, 
and give him the Gift of Preaching, pro- 
« vided he would ſecure to him as many Souls 
as he could. All this Time the Deponent 
had Intervals, in which ſhe was comfort- 
ed with pleaſing Viſions, and many Gra- 
ces, Which ſhe having told to Father Gi- 
* rard, he ſaid, That was a ſufficient Com- 
e penjation for all ber Sufferings. And adds, 
« That in this State ſhe ſaw nothing but 
Objects of Uncleanneſs and Abomination, 
« from which ſhe was relieved by ſome 
good Intervals, When ſhe was in 
the Confeſſionary, Father Girard order'd 
her to receive his Breath, though ſhe re- 
« ſiſted it as much as ſhe could, becauſe 


the more he breathed on her, the more 


« paſſionate and eager ſhe was to embrace 
him. And depoſes further, That the 
« ſaid Father Girard obliged her to be ac- 


« quainted with another Devotee, called 
Mrs, 
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Mrs. Guiol, who is a Joiner's Wife, and 
« a very pretty Woman, becauſe ſhe was in 
« the ſame Condition, as ſhe herſelf owned 
« to the Deponent, as well as Father Gi- 
yard, who, till laſt Lent, uſed to come 
every Day to the Deponent's Houſe 
« when ſhe was in her Fits of Con- 
vulſion. He went up to the ſecond

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Inſide, and as ſoon as he ſat down, her 
Fits of Convulſions became always more 
violent. She often found herſelf before 
him in indecent Poſtures ; ſometimes. he 
made her fit down on the Bed's-Foot, 
where he held her, and preſt her to his Bo- 
ſom for two or three Hours together, 
kiſſing her Face in a very amorous Man- 
ner, very frequently, and almoſt every 
Pay that he came. And adds, that the 
* laſt Day of Carnaval, in a Viſion ſhe 
heard a Voice, ſaying to her, I will lead

the Sins of Men, and that as ſhe was united 
40 Feſus Chriſt, ſhe ſhould, by Virtue of that 
Union, participate his Wounds, which ſhe 
JDould perceive by a Gajh on her left Side; 
and ſo it actually happened to her; for 
that Inſtant ſhe felt a Stroke on that Side, 
where ſhe found a Wound which conti- 


nued open for three Months. Father 


Cirard came every Day to the Deponent's 
Chamber, which he locked ; then hand- 
led her Neck and Breaſt, - and ſucked the 
Wound. The Biſhop having exorciſed 
her in the Month of September laſt ; the 
Wound, which had continued open for 


three Months, immediately healed, as 
well as' the Stigmas on her Hands and 
Feet, with the Crown on her Head ; and 


in the Place where it had been, the Hair 


grew again as before.

wet, and ſometimes ſwooned away ; that 


not knowing what all this meant, ſhe 


uſed to chide Father Girard about it, who 
only fell a laughing at her 3 that ha- 
ving miſs'd her Flowers for about three 
Months, ſhe acquainted Father Girard 
with it ; who,after that, frequently handled 
her Belly, and, for a Week together, 
made her take every Day certain Drugs 


of a reddiſh Colour, which cauſed an A- 


bortion, and, for eight Days, made her 


loſe a vaſt .deal of Blood, with which 
there came away a Lump of Fleſh: That 


having communicated this to Father Gi- 
rard, he told her, that it could not poſſibly 
be, and that it was the Devil had made her 
believe ſo. She adds further, That one 
Day Father Girard made her ſtrip to 


her Shift upon the Bed, faying, He 
+ muſt puniſh her for her Fault in not re- 


« ſigning herſelf ; and that then ſhe felt her

rivy-parts tickled, and all wet; that at 
other Times he would laſh her Buttocks 


with his Scourge, and then Kiſs hier Breech;

And 
alſo, that one Day, while ſhe was in the 
Monaſtery of St. Clare, at Ollicules, there 
being no Body in the Church but Father 
Girard and herſelf, he embraced her, and 
kiſſed her, as he did frequently in the 
Parlour, beſides fucking her Wound.

This is Miſs Cadiere's Depoſition, to which 
the Criminal Judge ordered an Information 
to be joined of all the Facts, and Circum- 
ſtances therein contained, and that the Chan- 
cellor of the Biſhop's Court ſhould be called 
in to proceed in Conjunction with him. Miſs 
Cadiere afterwards judicially proved and ad- 
ded to the Proceedings five of Father Gi- 
rard's Letters, which are thoſe produced 
before. 

The Proctor preſented a Requeſt, that 
an Information might be lodged of all the 
Facts and Crimes contained in Miſs Cadi- 
eres Anſwer*s to the Interrogatories put to 
her by the Chancellor: But inſtead of join- 
ing with her to convict and puniſh the Cri- 
minal, he, on the contrary, concerted an odi- 
ous Plot with the two 2 Father Gi- 
rerd, and Father de Sabatier, and by a Pre- 
var cation ſummoned no Witneſſes, but ſuch 
as he expected would give falſe Evidence in 
Facher Girard's Fayour, nor would hear any 
but 
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but thoſe who were entirely deyoted to the 
Jeſuits 3 nay, many of them were actually, 
at that very Time, Father Girard's Penitents. 

Every Night the Regiſter and Chancellor, 
in Perſon, carried the Depoſitions to the je- 
ſuits College, and ſhewed them to Father 
Girard, and Father de Sabatier. As by this 
Means they were acquainted with the Evi- 
dence given by Miſs Cadiere's Witneſſes, 
they next Day got the Proctor to examine 
ſome of the Jeſuits Devotees, whom they 
had engaged to ſwear Facts directly contra- 
ry to thoſe which Miſs Cadiere's Witneſſes 
had depoſed the Day before ; and thus have 
they acted through the whole Courſe of the 
Proceedings, ſo that of Forty-four Witneſſes 
examined by the Proctor's Order, there is 
not a ſingle one who has not endeavoured 
to vindicate Father Girard. Can this Par- 
liament ſee, without Horror, to what villai- 
nous Purpoſes the Officers of Eccleſiaſtical 
Juitice have proſtituted it, ſo greatly injuri- 
ous both to Religion and the -Common- 
weal ? 

As ſoon as the Proceedings were begun, 
M.iſs Cadiere was confined in the Convent of 
the Urſulines of Toulon, which is directed by 
the Jeſuits 3 and the Superior whereof, the 
Lady de Gerin, whoſe Brother is a Jeſuit, 
with ſeveral more of the Nuns, is actually 
Father Girard's Penitents ; and to wait up- 
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on her theyaſſigned hera Lay-Siſter, Daugh- 
ter to the famous /a Guiol, whoſe Confeſſor 
is Father Girard. And beſides, two more 
of Father Girard's Penitents, who were for- 
merly in the ſame Condition with Miſs Ca- 
diere, and whoſe Eyes were likewiſe opened 

to ſee the Illuſions and Debauchery of their 
Confeſſor, were clapt up in two ſeveral Mo- 
naſteries; and all this by Virtue of ſuperior 
Orders obtained by the Biſhop. 

Miſs Cadiere was obliged to attend the 
Biſhop three ſeveral Times, in order to 
have a Confeſſor appointed her, but could 
obtain none, except Mr. Berge, a beneficed 
Clergyman, a Man wholly devoted to the 
Jeſuits, as appears plainly from the follow- 
ing Paſſage. This Prieſt comes to the 
Convent of the Ur/ulzes, on the 21ſt of 
January laſt, with Pen, Ink and Paper, 
attended by Father de Sabatier and two 
Witneſſes; he goes into the Parlour, ſends 
for Miſs Cadiere, and tells her, He wwas come 
to receive her Confeſſion ;, but that ſhe muſt 
firſt make a formal Recantation of what he 
had depoſed againſt Father Girard, and de- 
clare, that it was all a Calumny, otherwiſe he 
could not confeſs ber; and upon her anfwer- A 
ing him, That ſhe was forced io make ber 
Complaint to the Officer of Fuſtice, and had 
ſaid nothing in it but the Truth,which ſhe could 


nt retraft, Mr. Berge went away with Fa- 
| ther 
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ther Sabatier and the Witneſſes, without 
hearing her Confeſſion. : 
The Jefuits and their Emiſſaries, finding 
there were no Hopes of bringing the Plain- 
tiff to retract her Depoſition, they endea- 
voured by other Arts to render her uſt 
Complaint fruitleſs. Not fatisfied to fur- 
niſh the Proctor with falſe Evidence, and 
their own Penitents, they likewiſe ſuborn- 
ed Miſs Cadiere's Witnefles. Father /e Sa- 
batier, and other Perſons, ſtaid in the Hall 
of the Biſhop's Palace, next to that where- 
in the Evidence was heard; and there, be- 
fore the Witneſſes were called in, they in- 
terrogated thoſe that were ſummoned, at 
Mrs. Cadiere's Inſtance, concerning the Facts, 
which they intended to depoſe; and when 
they Fs they had heinous Things to 
ſwear againſt Father Girard, they firſt en- 
deavoured to diſſuade them from it, and 
when they could not prevail that Way, they 
took their Summons from them. + and ſent 
them away without being examined: Nay, 
the Chancellor took Care, in ſumming up 
the Evidence, to leave out feveral very ma- 
terial Facts; of which the Re-examination 
of the Nuns of St. Clare of Ollioules, is a

In this the Jeſuits acted a Part which belong'd 

wy 3 2 1 the Court; and their Deſign was 
0 Make it believed, that though the Wit — 

peared they had nothing at alt to ſay. corn 
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clear Proof. This Subornation of Witneſſes 
obliged the Plaintiff to petition the Cri- 
minal Judge for an Information againſt it, 
which was granted her; yet the Jeſus af- 
terwards employed the moſt wicked Means 
to corrupt even ſeveral] Nuns; of which 
the Letter they wrote for that End to the 
Lady de Cogolin, Urſaline, Nun of Toulon, 
which we have lately proved, and which 
has made ſo much Noiſe, is an unanſwer- 
able Demonſtration. 

Ir would be tedious to relate all their un- 
fair Management, all the unjuſt Orders of 
Court, which they obtained againſt this un- 
tortunate young Lady. by their Intereſt 
with the Great, but we muſt not omit one 
very remarkable Piece of Conduct. They 
had ſuborned falſe Witneſſes againſt her, 
and endeavoured to corrupt the Evidence 
that was favourable to her; they had at- 
tempted many Ways to force her to re- 
tract her own Depoſition, but in vain: At 
laſt they tried this moſt wicked Stratagem. 
Having in her Examinations on Feb. 25, 
and 26. anſwered in every Thing agreeably 
to her former Depoſition, the next Morn- 
ing Siſter Guiol, who waited on her, made 
her drink a Glaſs of Wine before Breakfaſt, 
which taſted very falt, and threw her of a 


ſudden into ſuch a raving Delirium, that ſhe 
did not know even her own Mother.

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Mary Catherine Cadiere., 65 
cruel Attempt obliged her to petition the 
Parliament to have an Information filed 
againſt it; and though the Attorney Gene- 
ra] conſented to the Information, yet the 
Court did not think fit to do any thing in

However, the ſame Day that this Po- 
tion was given to the Appellant, ſhe was 
carried before the Committee of Parliament 
to anſwer their Interrogatories; and by 
Means of that intoxicating Draught ſhe 
had drank, and the Violence and Threats 
uſed to her in a Convent ſo devoted to the 
Jeſuits, they made her diſown all the Facts 
contained in her Depoſition, and ſay, they 
were not true , that Father Girard had led 
her in the Way to the higheſt Perfection, and 
that the Prior of the Carmelites had per- 
ſuaded her to form the Accuſation againſt him:

Im- 
mediately after theſe ſame Anſwers made 
by the Plaintiff; they proceed to a ſecond

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Examination of Father Girard, and as he 
was perfectly well informed of Miſs Cadier's 
Anſwers, he took Care now to own nothing, 
except, that he touched Miſs Cadiere's two 
Ribs, which, he ſaid, were raiſed above the 
reſt by a Superabundance of Graces ; but 
that, however, he only felt them through 
the Hankerchief which ſhe wore about her 
Neck. 2 
Upon this, ſhe was immediately re-ex- 
amined March 6. and declared, That ſhe 
inſiſted on the Truth of her laſt Anſwers be- 
ginning Feb. 27. and as to thoje ſhe had given 
in before, both to the Committee of Parliament, 
and to the Biſhop's Chancellor, as well as her

Is pity this fine Tale is contradicted by 
the whole Proceedings, by Father Girard's 
own Conceſſions, and by the Letters of both 
Parties. 

Mean while the Committee continued to 
confront Witneſſes with Miſs Cadiere, to 
the Number of Forty-ſix ; and as the had 
been treated with great Violence and

Clare, among whom Miſs Cadiere had 
lived for three Years and an Half; ſhe be- 
ing, upon that Occaſion, allowed a little 
more Liberty, made, before them, a Re- 
nunciation, upon Oath, of all that ſhe had 
ſaid, from Feb. 27. till then, in Contradic- 
tion to her Depoſition and Anſwers of Feb.

The 
Regiſter of the Biſhop's Court ſet out be- 
fore them, nor could the Rain ſtop him 3 
his Buſineſs was to carry two Letters to Ol- 
licules, one to the Ladies of St. Clare, to 
perſuade them to retract what they had 
ſworn, and the other to the Superior of the 
Ur/ulizes, into whoſe Hands Miſs Cadiere 
was to be put, in which ſhe was deſired to 
leave nothing undone to force her to a freſh 
Recantation in Favour of Father Girard, 
and for that purpoſe to uſe all Kind of 
Means, even ill Treatment: In effect, when

Is founded on the Authority of ſeveral 
Acts of the Parliament of Paris, and alſo 
of that of Provence, as they are recorded 
by Corbin ad Boniface, and many other Au- 
thors ; by which all Judges are forbid to 
enter the Houſe of any Perſon, even in 
a Caſe of Robbery, with Warrants, or 
Wr1:s of Search, till an Information be 
previouſly lodged ; and that the Eccleſia- 
ſtical Judges are under an indiſpenſible 
Obligation of obſerving the ſame Rules, 
=; accord- 
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according to Articles 34, 35, and 79, ef 
tbe Liberties of the Church; on which Ar- 
ticles Pitou has admirably remark'*d, in his 
Treatiſe of Tranſgreſſion, Book 1. Chap. 9. 
as has alſo Ducaſſe, in his Book, entitled, 
Eccleſiaſtical Furiſdiftion, in Part 2. Chap. 2. 
he plainly ſays, That the Church is Part of 
the State, and ſubject to the Laws of the State, 
becauſe in the Parliament, which enacts thoſe 
Laces, the Power of the Prince is depoſited. 
By conſequence, therefore, the Entrance 
of the Chancellor, and his Officers, into 
the Houſe of Mademoiſelle Cadiere, and 
compelling her to take an Oath, by which 
ſhe was bound to anſwer to all their Inter- 
rogatories, was abſolutely a Defiance of the 
ſeveral Acts of Parliament made againſt 
ſuch Proceedings, and an Outrage to the 
Appellant. 


Second Occaſion of Complaint,

Power of a malicious, and indiſcreet Judge,

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of the Church, to bring at his Pleaſure, 
perpetual Diſhonour on a young Lady, by 
| approaching her with ſuch Officers, and in 
| ſuch a Manner, as befits only the meaneſt 
(Criminals. 


Third Occaſion of Complaint. 


That the Judge began his Proceſs by 
Interrogatories, which ought not to have 
been made till after the Information, as 1s 
proved by ÞFevret, in his Treatiſe of Errors, 
in theſe Words: The Eccleſiaſtic Judges 
ought always to objerve the Forms which are 
prattiſed in the ſecular Courts on a Criminal 
Proceſs. Fa Judge begins the Proceſs againſt | 
a Prieſt, or other Eccleſiaſtick, ab interro- 
gatione, it is an Error, and ſo decreed by 


the Parliament of Roan. Book 8. Chap. 3. 
Fourth Occaſion of Complaint, 


Is, That the Proctor, in his Supplica- 
tion, comprehends Miſs Cadiere in theſe 
Words, Let the Criminal be brought to con- 
dizn Puniſhment; ſhe is the Accuſer, not 
ihe Accuſed, and if there be any Shadow 
of her appearing Guilty, it can be only 
raiſed by his, the faid Proctor's, Suppoſi- ) 
tion, who ought to have limited his Pro- [ 
ſecution to the Father Girard, and a con- 

trary 
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trary Behaviour is an inexcuſable Encroach- 
ment on Royal Juſtice ; to which, alone, 
Miſs Cadiere owns herſelf ſubject. 


Fifth Occaſion of Complaint, 


Is, That the Moment Miſs Cadiere was 
obliged to lay her: Caſe before the Lieute- 
nant of Ton ; the Proctor inform'd Fa- 
ther Girard what Evidences were to appear 
againſt him, the Sum of their Teſtimony, 
and gave him all neceſſary Inſtructions for 
his Juſtification 3; whereas it is forbid iu 
the Law of Ordinances, that any one ac- 
cuſed ſhould be acquainted with the Na- 
ture of his Accuſation, or the Perſons who 
are to appear againſt him, till after the 
Commencement of the Proceſs, Vide Ar- 
ticks 34, 35, and 79 of the Liberties of the 
Church. The Sentiments of Monſieur de 

farca, Book 4. Chap. 20. Of Feoret, 
Book 1. Chap. 9. And of Dacaſſe, Part the 
Second, Chap. the Second, who all agrec; 
That as Ecdlefiaſlicks are ſubjeft to the Law, 
as well as other Men, they are not lo be ſa- 
voured in any Point which may conduce to 


ſuffer them to go unpuniſh*d when Guilty. 
Stxth Occaſion of Complaint, 


That Miſs Cadiere compell'd to accuic, 
yet, under that Compulſion, alledging no- 
G 2 thing 
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thing but what is proved by a more than 
ſufficient Number of Witneſſes, and even 
by the own Hand-writing of the Perſon ac- 
cuſed, has, the whole Time of the Proceſs, 
been treated as the only Criminal; and all 
manner of private Cruelty, as well as pub- 
lick Hlegallities, practiſed upon her. That 
thoſe excellent Laws made for the Pro- 
tection of the innocent, and Conviction of 
the Guilty, have been perverted to throw 
the Odium of thoſe Facts, ſhe has fo ſe- 
vereiy fuitered by, on herſelf, and to ſcreen 
the real Offender from the due Chaſtiſe- 
ment of his Crimes. This, and all other 
Grievances, ſhe humbly hopes will be re- 
drefs'd by the auguſt Aſſembly, on which 
alone ſhe depends for Juſtice. 


Here follow the many Errors and Trre- 
gularities made uſe of in the Proceedings 
againſt Miſs Cadiere, which ought, accord- 
ing to Law, to render the Whole invalid, 
as "they were drawn up in Form by her Ad- 


vocate. | 
ERROR the Firſt. 


In obliging the Appellant to give in her 
Anſwers, while ſhe was under Confinement, 


and conſequently what ſhe ſaid rendred 1n- 
valid, 


ERROR

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ERROR the Second, 
Conſiſted in the Decree of Meſſieurs the 


Eommiſſioners, for beginning this extraor- 


dinary Proceſs againſt Father Girard and 
Miſs Cadiere, leaving out the Names of the 
Father Carmelite, and the Brother of this 
unfortunate Appellant, who were all Three 
aſterwards ſerved with a Writ of Appear- 
ance. This Diviſion is, that dividere Con- 
tinentiam, ſo much reproved by Law, and 
ought to make of no Effect the whole Pro- 
cceding. 


ERRO R the Third. 


In confronting Miſs Cadiere with Father 
Girard before the Witneſſes had given in 
their Evidence, whereas the Law poſitively 
ordains the Witneſſes to be examined firſt. 


ERROR the Fourth, 


Is, that the Witneſſes ſummoned on the 
Part of Miſs Cadiere, were privately exami- 
ned by the Proctor, before they were ſuffer- 
ed to appear in Court, and many of their 

epolitions ſtifled, contrary to Equity. 


ERROR the Fifth. 


That of Sixty-cight Witneſſes againſt 
Father Girard, but Thirty-eight were per 
G 3 mitted 
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mitted to confront him; ſo that the others 
were rendred of no Effect, becauſe the 8th 
Article of Criminal Ordinances fays, That 
the Depoſition of any Perſon who is not confron- 
bed with the Accuſed, ſball not ſtand good, or 
any way contribute toward the Deciſion of the 
Cauſe. 

All theſe Errors are effential and noto- 
rious. The Appellant therefore expects the 
Court will have Regard to them, and re- 
eſtabliſh the Rules of Judicature, ſo pub- 
lickly violated. 

What can be more truly term'd Op- 
preſſion, than that which runs thro' the 
whole Courſe of this Proceeding, as ap- 
pears by her Complaints, and the Errors 
remarkꝰ'd by her Advocate? Can the Treat- 
ment ſhe has received, be look*d on as any 
otlier than the moſt ſhameful and bare- 
fac'd Injuſtice ? Have not both the Ec- 
clæſiaſtick Judge, and his Proctor, acted 
all along with a View of favouring the Cri- 
minal, and cruthing the Innocent. Wit- 
net; the Violence and Menaces with which 
ticy have harraſs'd this poor your, Wo- 
man, yer a Minor, deſtitute of Friends, 
Counſel, and Support, under the Direction 
of tae Jeſuits, and of a Superior, whoſe 
Zrother is of that Order, and where moſt 
of the Nuns are actually Father Girard's 
Penitents, particularly the Lay-Siſter Gu 

WhO 
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whowaited on her, and who was ſo much de- 
voted to that pernicious Conſeſſor, that ſhe 
would neglect no Means, fair or foul, to 
procure him Impunity. And nöôthing is 
more certain, than that ſeveral Letters were 
ſent from this Monaſtery to that of St. 
Clare at Ollioules, in 2 W to ſuborn the 
Nuns there. How dreadful an Idea muſt 
this give to all the diſintereſted Part of the 
World, of the whole Order of Jeſuits, 
when they ſee a Wretch accuſed, nay, 
convicted of Quietiſm, Enchantment, and 
Sorcery, a Raviſhment, ſpiritual Inceſt 
with his Penitents, a Procurer of Suborna- 
tion and Perjury, fcreen'd by their Power, 
uſed with the utmoſt Lenity, and, in open 
Contempt of Religion and Juſtice, protect- 
ed ; and all the Puniſhment due to his com- 
plicated Guilt, endeavoured to be inflicted 
on the Innocent Perſon he had fo infamouſly 
. ſeduced. 

Bur ſince we have particularized the ſeve- 
ral Branches of his moſt unheard-of Wick- 
edneſs, let us take aView of them ſeparately, 
and firſt of Quietiſm. 

Oetiſm is an Error, which, under the 
Pretence of an immediate and intimate 
Union wit:God, places thehigheſt Perfection 
of the Soul in a patſive and indolent Con- 
templation; conſiders the Exerciſe cf the 
Chriſtian Virtues, and Vocal Prayer, not 

only 
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only as uſeleſs, but alſo as Imperfections, 
and Obſtacles to the Operation of the Di- 
vine Spirit; takes away all Will in the 
Creature, and its Co-operation; allows all 
Inſtances of Debauchery as indifferent Acti- 
ons, which ought not ſo much as to be de- 
liberated on, or rather, ſhould be conſi- 
der'd as advantageous; orders the frequent 
Uſe of Sacraments, and even daily Com- 
munion, without the leaſt Preparation for 
it. This is the infernal Mother of a mon- 
ſtrous Brood, and the moſt fatal of all He- 
reſies; it ſtrikes at the very Foundation of 
Chriſtian Morality, prohibits che Practice 
of all the Gofpel Virtues, and authorizes 
the utmoſt Propenſity to all Vices. 

The Origine of it is attributed to ſome 
Eaſtern Monks, but it has been revived in 
almoſt every Age of the Church. It made, 
however, the greateſt Progreſs by the 
Means of Michael Molinos, who wrote two 
Books in Favour of it, entitled, The /piri- 
tual Guide, and, The Daily Communicant ; by 
which, and by his Manuſcripts, his Ser- 
mons, and his Direction, he cauſed it to 
be long reſpected, even round the Throne, 
and before the Eyes of the Vicar of Chri/t. 
Then it was, that under the ſpecious Pre- 
tences of Devotion, and the moſt dazzling 
Piety, Rems fav the moſt execrable Crimes 
committed by Molinss and his Followers, 

even 
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even in Places conſecrated to Divine Wor- 
ſhip. The prodigious Progreſs of this Con” 
tagion, which had already infected ſome o 
the higheſt Heads, obliged the Inquiſition, 
with the Aſſiſtance of Pope Innocent the 
11th, to put a Stop to ſo ſpreading an 
Evil, by puniſhing the Author of it. There- 
fore, by a Bull in 1687, this moſt abomi- 
nable Hereſy was anathematized, and Mo- 
{i205 condemn'd to perpetual Impriſonment, 
in which he died. *Tis to be ſuppoſed, that 
the Protection which the Nature of his 
moral Doctrines had procured him, pre- 
ſerved his Body from the Flames it fo well 
deſerved, 

This Error is too agreeable to a corrupt 
Heart, to be eaſily rooted out where it has 
once got Poſſeſſion, and accordingly it was 
ſoon revived in France by ſeveral Books. 
The Author of the Explication of the Max- 
ms of the Saints, having adopted ſome of the 
Principles of Quietiſm , Lewis the 14th, a 
Prince who made himſelf truly Great, no 
leſs by his Virtues, and his Zeal for Religi- 
on, than by his immortal Actions of Valour, 
requeſted the Condemnation of them from 
Pope Innocent the 12th, who pronounced 
it by his Bull of March the 12th, 1699. The 
King thank'd his Holineſs for that Favour, 
in Terms which ſhewed how much he had 


the Cauſe of God at his Heart, and by a 
Pro- 
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Proclamation regiſtred in the Parliament 
of Paris, immediately ordered his Sentence 
to be executed; and in 1700, the Dull was 
received by the whole Clergy of Fance. 
The Author of this Rook, being afterwards 
convinced, or feigning to be ſo, wiped off by 
his Submiſſions, great Part of the Stain his 
Adherence to this Error had caſt on his 
Merit. 

Will any one ſay, That Father Girardd is 
not convicted of Quietiſm, and of havi 
taught all the pernicious Principles of that 
Hereſy to his Penitents, whom he has ſo 
throughly, and ſo carefully, inſtructed in 
them, that the profoundeſt Divine among 
the Quietiſts could not have ſpoke more 
learnedly on it, than did ſome of thoſe 
Ladies in their Depoſitions, and in their pri 
vate Arguments with their Friends. 
Monſieur Girard, Curate of the Cathe- 
dral, depoſes, That having asked Ja Reboub, 
one of the Penitents of Father Girard, If 
foe communicated every Day, ſhe anſwered, lf 
That fhe did. How can you, reſumed he, 
when you are every Day making Parties of 
Pleaſure, hoth in the Town and Country! 
She told him, She had ſometimes a little Scru- 
tle at mingling the Sacred with the Prophane, || 
but feeing others more Holy did fo, ſhe followed || 
their Example. You Pray frequently, however, 
laid the Curate: No, replied ſhe, 7 ; a 

ong. 
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toug Time ſince I had the Power of uttering 
any Prayer. Nor do you hear no Sermons * 
again demanded he, nor aſſiſt at any of the 
Pariſh Inſtruftions ? She then told him, She 
did not. What do you then? cried he, amaz- 
ed, or how can you approach the Aar? I 
akoays walk, anſwered ſhe, in the Preſerce of 
God. 

The ſame Curate added alſo, That hav- 
ing ſpoke to la Laugier, another of Father 
Girard's Penitents, concerning the continual 
Round of Pleaſure he heard ſhe indulg'd 
herſelf in, ſhe ſaid to him, 1s it forbidden 
that wwe ſhould take Diverſion ® No, repiy*d 
the good Man, not when we do not paſs the 
Bounds we ought to objerve: But when ce 
walk with God, reſumed ſhe, Ye are allowed 
every thing, and have nothing to fear. This 
was a plain Proof of Quietiſm. 

He depoſed alſo in his Confrontatien 
with the Abbe Cadizre, and Father Cadiere 
the Dominican, that La Almande had told 
him, That fince ſhe had been under the Di- 


reftion of Father Girard, fhe had nos only ne- 


ver made uſe of Vocal Prayer, but was 4400 
capable of it. 

Monſicur Gandalbert, another Curate of 
the Cathedral, alſo depoſed, That the ſame 
La Almande had told him, She had not the 
Power of Prayer ever ſince ſhe had been under 
te Direction of Father Girard, 

Tle 
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The Lady Mariaune d' Aubert, Abbeſs 
of the Monaſtery of St. Clare at Olloules, 
depoſed, That Miſs Cadiere could not join 
in the Duties of the Community; that ſhe 
never heard her pray, nor ſaw her give her 
ſelf the leaſt Mortification. And when 
confronted with Miſs Cadiere, ſhe added, 
That Father Girard had ſail before her, 
That we are not attach'd to God by Vocal 
Prayer, but united to him by the Spirit. This 
is the 1ſt Tenet in the Doctrine of Quie- 
tiſm. 

Anne Batlcrelle depoſed, That being un— 
der the Direction of Father Girard, ſhe im- 
mediately found an Inability of Prayer, and 
an inward Deteſtation of all the Duties of 
Religion: That when ſhe confefs'd the 
ſame to him, he bad her be of Comfort, 
for ſhe was now united to God, to which End 
Prayer cas only the Means ; and that as 10 
ber other Actions, they were indifferent, ſhe 
being now arrived at a State of Perfect, 
which nothing could deſtroy, but the Auxiely 
for any thing that had happend, or ſhould 
hereaftcr happen do her. 

Here are certainly ſufficient Evidences to 
prove Father Girard guilty of Quietiſm, 
beſides the Words of his own Letter to 
Miſs Cagiere, July the 22d. Forget vourſell 


aud be entirely palſive. 
Now 
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Now let us examine into the Validity of 
the Charge brought againſt him of En- 
chantment and Sorcery. 

Tis certain that weak Minds frequently 
impute to Sorcery, what is only the Effect 
of a diſtemper'd and irregular Imagination; 
but this does not at all imply, that there is 
no ſuch thing as Sorcery; as ſome who at- 
fect to be great Men would have us believe. 

To what Purpoſe are the Puniſhments 
in both Civil and Eccleſiaſtical Courts de- 
creed, if there be no ſuch Crime in reality, 
and conſequently can be no Delinquents ? 
But not to give ourſelves the Trouble of 
fetching Arguments from the various Au- 
thors who have treated on this Subject, or 
Examples, with which the Hiſtories of all 
Ages abound, of this abominable Practice, 
thoſe Texts in holy Writ, which make 
Mention of it, and are known by almoſt all 
Degrees of People, are an unqueſtionable 
Sanction for our Belief, and put the Caſe 


beyond Diſpute. 


If it be a Fault, therefore, to impute too 


much to Sorcery, it is =” a greater to im- 


pute nothing at all; Since the Old Tefta- 


ment, and the New, in the Goſpels, and 
the Acts of the Apoſtles, contain ſo many In- 


| ſtances of it; and it would be robbing the 


Son of God, and his Apoſtles, of the Glo- 
ry of their moſt celebrated Miracles, to 


1 deny 
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deny the Poſlibility of it. The Roman Law, 
the Cannon Law, the Counſels, and the 
Statutes of all Nations, which have ſo care- 
fully determined the Puniſhment of Szrcery, 
will not permit us to believe it is an Art 
without Exiſtence, Were it fo, why 
ſhould the Church have appointed the Form 
of exerciſing ? Ought we to pay no Regard 
to the dying Confeſſions of ſo many Crimi- 
nals condemned for Magick and Sorcery, 
which they have ſealed with their own 
Blood? And what muſt we think of all the 
Sentences pronounced by the ſeveral. Par-. 
liaments of France, upon ſuch as have been 
convicted of this Crime, and particularly 
upon ſuch a Number of Prieſts who prac- 
tiſed it for the ſame Purpoſe as Father Gi- 
rard ? Muſt the Account of them be treat- 
ed as fallacious by this Jeſuit, who now 
affects to act the Unbeliever out of Policy, 
und deny the very Being of an Art in which 
he is a perfect Maſter. 

Add to all this the Teſtimony of the Fa- 
thers, will he treat them as Viſionaries too? 
Let us then oppoſe him with Authority of 
greater Weight, and convince a Jeſuit out 
of the Mouths and Writings of Jeſuits. 
T;ravs, in his Treatiſe de Demoniacis, Dal- 
irio in his Treatiſe Diſuiſitiurum Magica- 
rum, Theophilus Raynard in his Treatiſe de 
Sligniatiſo ſatro & fro hauo, and various 

others 
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others, prove the Exiſtence of Magick and 
Sorcery by unanſwerable Arguments. Do 
they not all agree, that it is acquired by an 
expreſs, or tacit Compact, with the Devil, 
and that the moſt ſacred Things in Reli- 
gion, even the Hoſt itſelf, are often uſed 
in Enchantments : For which Reaſon the 
Counſel of Latran ordered the Box, in 
which the Hoſt is kept, and the Holy Oyl 
for Baptiſm, to be carefully guarded un- 
der Lock and Key, leſt it ſhould be abu- 
ſed by Sorcerers and Wizzards. 

Several Phyſicians affirm, that their Art 
teaches the Knowledge of Simples and 
Drugs, which have Power to excite the 
Paſſion of Love, but it is ſtill more cer- 
tain, that this is frequently the Effect of 
Szreery 3 and therefore the Emperor Con- 
ſtautine made a ſevere Law againſt thoſe, 
who, by that Means, violated the Chaſtity 
of any Woman, or enſnared her into a Cri- 
minal Paſſion, We find in Baſſet, that the 
Curate of Perſane, falling in Love with the 
Lady of that Place, procured the Enjoy- 
ment of her by a Sugar Plumb he gave her 
to eat, which ſhe had no ſooner ſwallowed, 
than ſhe became tranſported with the ut- 
molt Fondneſs for him, and immediately 
gave herſelf up to his Embraces ; for which 
Crime the Parliament of Grenoble ſentenced 
him to be burnt alive. Is it not alſo prov'd 
G 2 by 
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by the Proceedings againſt Gaufridy, who 
was burnt, by Order of the Parliament of 
Provence, m 1611, for having enchanted 
his Penitent Magdalen de la Palud, by 
breathing upon her, and ſo got Poſſeſſion 
of her Perſon. The Examples which are 
recorded by Saint Gregory of Nazianza, are 
celebrated on this Matter. 

We need not, therefore, be ſurpriz'd 
that Father Girard, that fatal Day he 
breathed upon Miſs Cadiere, in the Jeſuits 
Pariour, ſhould have inſpir'd her with fo 
ercat a Paſſion for him, that ſhe ar once 


confeſs'd herſelf vanquiſh'd, and yielded to 


his Deſires. 

And, indeed, it 1s ſcarce credible, that 
a young Maid of Eighteen, as Miſs Cadiere 
was at that Time, : ſhould, without the Aid 
of Witchcraft, be ſo much charm'd with 
an old Prieſt of Fifty, who, it muſt be 
acknowledged, has nothing in his Perſon 
to infatuate a young Beauty, that ſhe 
ſhould be poſleſs'd of ſo violent a Paſſion 
for him, as ſhould leave her Power to de- 
ny him nothing, and even to run away after 
him from la Baſtide, to Toulon, by Night, 
as ſhe would have done, if not prevented. 
As to the frequent Viſions Miſs Cadiere 
had, it is prov'd by the Proceedings, that 
ſeveral more of Father Girard's Penitents 


had the ſame ; particularly /a Guiol, la 
Laugier 


a " 
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Laugier, la Gravier, L' Alemande, la Bat- 
terelle, and la Reboul. It lies upon us now 
to examine to what Cauſe ſuch Viſions 
ought juſtly to be attributed. 

It muſt be confeſs'd, that an Imagina- 
tion, too much heated with Devotion, 


or, to ſpeak more properly, a Mind poſ- 


ſeſs'd with Enthuſiaſm, and the reading 
certain Books, may produce them; nay, 
that they are a neceſſary Effect of Quietiſm, 
as may be found in the Lives of ſeveral of 
that Sect ; ſuch as Maria of Areda, and 
Margaretta Maria, or Maria Quoque, who 
had frequent Extaſies and Viſions of the 
ſame Nature with thoſe of Miſs Cadiere : 
Among others, that of Maria Quoque has 
a perfect Reſemblance ; ſhe ſaw her Heart 
cemented, in a Viſion, with that of Father 
de Lacolombiere, the Jeſuit, her Director; 
and in the Works of la Dame Guyon, that 
famous Quietiſt, there are Viſions yet 
more extraordinary than any contain'd in 
the Lent of Miſs Cadiere. 

We own alto, that there are ſome Souls 
ſo pure, and for that Reaſon fo highly fa- 
voured by the Almighty, that he gives 
them frequent Taſtes, while on Farth, of 
that Glory they ſhall enjoy the Fulneſs of 
hereafter : V/hy may we nat tien aſcribe 
the Viſia::s of Vit Cadiere to ſuch a Cauſe, 
as Father Girard himſelf did during the 

1 Time 
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Time of her Poſſeſſion ? But the Detection 
of his ſecret Intrigues with her, forbid ſuch 
a Conſtruction ; and fince theſe Viſions 
therefore cannot be attributed to an Angel 
of Light, whence muſt they proceed, but 
from an infernal Spirit, and be a con- 
vincing Proof, as well as Effect, of the 
Jeſuits Sorcery ? And to the fame Cauſe 
muſt we likewiſe impute the Poſſeſſions 
with which ſeveral more of our Confeſſor's 
pretty Penitents were afflicted. 

It is viſible there is little Room for this 
wicked Jeſuit to deny that he has been the 
Author of theſe Poſſeſſions: Firſt, becauſe 
his being convicted of Sorcery, makes it 
highly reaſonable he ſhould be the Author, 

Secondly, Miſs Cadtere's Anſwers to the 
Exorciſms, prove it upon him: Monſieur 
Gandalbert, Curate of the Cathedral, de- 
poſed, That on the 17th or 18th of No- 
vember laſt, about Ten at Night, he was 
ſent for by the Mother of Miſs Cadiere; 
that taking with him Monſieur Giraud, 
another Curate of the fame Church, they 
found that young Lady on the Floor, with- 
out Speech or Motion; that Caudeiron, the 
Surgeon, endeavoured to force - open her 
Mouth, to oblige her to ſwallow ſome- 
thing, but could not do it with all his 
Strength; that ſome time after recovering, 
Monſieur Ciraud drew near, and demand- 

ing 
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ing in what Condition ſhe now found her- 
ſelf, ſhe anſwer' d, I am bruiſed all over, 
He then asked her, F theſe fort of Accidents 
had often happened to her, and how long ſhe 
had been ſubje to them ? A Year and a Hall, 
ſaid ſhe, at which Time I received the Breath 
of a Perſon, but I fhall ſay no more, nor 

_ ought a publick Confeſſion be expected from me. 

On which, and perceiving ſhe would re- 

veal no more, the two Curates took their 
Leave, but were ſoon after recalled, on 
Account of her being relapſed. At their 
Return, ſhe was in Bed, and in molt ter- 

rible Agonies. Monſieur Giraud began an 
editying Diſcourſe to her, but ſhe inter- 

rupted him, crying out, That his Preſence, - 

with that of Monſieur Gandalbert, made | 
her ſuffer more than ordinary, and fell, that | 
Inſtant, into Convulſions, which ſoon took 
away her Speech, and the Uſe of all her 

Senſes. Then they put the Stole over her, 

ſaid ſome Prayers, and the Litany of Saints, 

all the Company in the Room being on 

their Knees. Miſs Cadiere remain'd entire- 

ly immoveable, and without any Mark of 
Knowledge, till Monſieur Giraud came to 

theſe Words of the Litany, Sancta Trin- 

tas Unus Deus, when the ſaid Cadiere ap- 

peared in Emotions, the moſt ſhocking 

and violent, and tore herſelf in ſuch a Man- 

ner, that three or four People were few 


enough 
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enough to reſtrain her. Monſieur Giraud 
repeating three times the ſame Words, the 
ſame Agonies each Time return'd upon 
her ; as alſo when he ſaid, Sana Catherina, 
Sancta Johannes Baptiſta, and whenever he 
uttered any Words which expreſſed the My- 
ſteries of Zeſus Chriſt. After the Litanies 
were over, Monſieur Giraud asked her, 
If ſhe did not believe the Myſtery of the 
Holy Trinity ® No, faid ſhe, with a trou- 
bled Voice, I believe it not at all; and when, 
before they had ſaid Sanfta Trinitas Unus 
Deus, ſhe cried out in Latin, Non Credo Nego. 
However, the Curates ſtaying with her a con- 
 ſiderable Time, and forbearing any further 
Speech, till they ſaw her Diſorder was en- 
tirely diſipated, Mounſieur Giraud made 
the ſame Interrogatory, I ſhe did not believe 
in the Hely Trinity, join'd with ſome Reproaches 
fer the Anſwer ſhe had made; on which ſhe 
aſſured him, That ſhe had not the leaſt Re- 
membrance of any ſuch Diſcourſe, and that ſhe 
believed in her Soul all the Miſteries of that 
divine Union: After this, the two Curates 
retired to another Apartment in the ſame 
Houle, to avoid being again expoſed to the 
Inconverience of the Night; and in Caſe a 
third Accident, of the like Nature with 
the former, ſhould again require their Pre- 
ſence,which, indeed, ſoon hipened,ar* they 
were called into her Chamber to bci.old her 

| in 
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in Diſtortions more frightfull than before. 
On their refuſing to exorciſe her, the Abbee 
Cadiere took the Stole, and began the Pray- 
ers appointed for that Ceremony; but when 
he came to thoſe Words præcipio tibi ut di- 
cas mibi Romen Tuum, Miſs Cadiere cried 
out, with a Tone elevated above its ordi- 
nary Pitch, Girard Fean Baptiſte, and con- 
tinued repeating the Name ſeveral Times; 
on which her Brother bidding her ſubmit, 
ſhe anſwered, I wil! not Submit: He then 
added, Non mibi Miniſtro Chriſti : ſhe ſaid, 
in a very low Voice, Conſtraint. When 
Mounſieur Girand began to Pray, as he 
had done before, ſhe took no other Notice, 
than to make Signs with her left Hand, 
as a Perſon who refuſes ſomething. 
Monſieur; Gandalbert finiſh'd his Depo- 
ſition, by faying, That during thoſe Acci- 
\_dents he had taken Notice, that the Body 
of this young Woman was extremely {tiff 
and inflexible, her Neck conſiderably 
ſwell'd, and the Skin like that of a Drum 
and that when ſhe came to herſelf, ſhe ſaid, 
ſhe had not the leaſt Idca of what had befallen 
ber. 
This is not only proved by the Depoſi- 
tion or the two Curates whoſe Teſtimony 
is unqueſtionable, but, a great Numbe : 
of other Witneſſes; particularly, by Leis

To prove that Miſs Cadiere was not the 
only Perſon who ſuffer'd by. the Sorcery of |

pretty late, being called with many others 
to the Chamber of la Laugier, they found 
her in great Convulſions, litting her Hands

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Anne Beloane depoſes, Thathaving waited 
on la Laugiere in her Sickneſs, ſhe frequently 
beheld her in the bittereſt Agonies; and that 
then ſhe would cry out, Good Father,good Fa- 
ther Reftor,] am damned: When the Father 
Rector came, he was accuſtomed to ſhut 
himſelf up with her in her Chamber. 

Catherine Laugiere, near Relation and 
Friend of the Poſſeſſed, depos'd, That ſhe 
has ſeen her in Extacizs and Convulſions, 
which ſeemed not to proceed from any na- 
' tural Cauſe z and that when ever ſhe was in 
this Cendition, ſhe cried ont for Father 
Girard to be ſent for; ſaying, Bring that 
Devil the Father Reftor to me, that he may 
eaſe me of this Mijery, ſince he put me into it. 
Then this Deponent brought her the Scapu- 
lary, ſome Holy Water, and a Crucifix, all 
which the Poſſeſſed rejected with her Hand, 
and ſpit at the Crucifix, ſtill crying out for 
tne Father Reftor. 

The ſame Witneſs alfo depoſes, That on 
her asking, What kind of Diſeaſe this could 
be called? they told her, it was the ſame Miſs 
Cadiere was troubled with, and that, one Day, 
when ſhe, la Laugiere, bebeld that young Lady 
/% tormented, fhe put up a Prayer jor her 
Delrverance, on which the Demons quitted Ca- 
diere, and took Poſſeſſion of ber, in ſo much 
that they had more Diſficulty to held her than 
tey had | efore in holding the other.

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Elizabeth Gaite depoſed, That going to 
viſit la Laugiere one Day, ſhe found her 
extremely well in Health, as ſhe thought, 
but in a Moment after, fell into moſt vio- 
lent Tranſports, foaming at the Mouth, 
tearing her Headcloths and Shift-neck, and 
crying out, Strange me, Strangle ne: But 
the Father Rector being come, ſhe imme- 
diately had Eaſe, and appeared tranquil as 
before. 

Mademoiſelle Thereſa Villeneuve depos'd, 
That paſſing an Afternoon with la Laugiere, 
at the Time when ſhe had her Extacies 


and Fits, out of meer Charity and Compal- 


ſton, ſhe had not been there long before ſhe 
ſaw her fall into ſuch Emotions as fill'd her

ſelf out of the Window, and, ſpeaking to 
ſome inviſible Being, which, doubtleſs, ſhe 
ſaw with the Eyes of her Imagination, and 
could be no other than the Devil, Voll, 
ſaid ſhe, thou ſet me, I give myſelf to thee, 
art thou content? then Mademoiſelle Ale- 
mande ſaid to her, *Tis not to the Devil, but 
to God, you ought to give yourſelf: On which, 
la Laugiere wept bitterly, and reply'd, 
Alaſs ! «what an Affair is this ! it muſt be to 
the Devil I am given. This Deponent con- 
cludes her Evidence, with ſayiug, that when- 
ever Father Girard was prevailed upon to 
come, every-body went out of the Cham- 
ber; and that after having paſs'4 a Quar- 
ter of an Hour alone with her, ſhe return'd 
to her natural State of Mind and Body. 

Tyrereſa Lionne depoſed, That ſhe had 
frequently ſeen la Laugiere in theſe Extaſies. 
in which three or four Perſons could 
ſcarcely hold her, and that ſhe would cry 
out, Tis eaſy to abuſe a Maid of Twenty-two, 
1 wy the Devil, I have the Devil in my 

ody. 

Ma edalen Alemande depoſed, That ſhe 
had ſeen /2 Laugiere in ſuch Convuliions, 
as ſne thought would immediately take a- 
way her Life; and whenever the Crucifix 
was preſented to her at thoſe Times, ſhe 
I would 
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would reject and ſpit at it, crying out, Go, 


fetch me that. Devil of a Father, - who has put 


me into ihis Condition. 

[Theſe Depoſitions are ſufficient to prove 
Father, Girard guilty of Sorcery, and that 
he had not only practiſed that diabolical 
Art on Miſs Cadiere, but others alſo, who 
had put their Conſciences under his Di- 
vection. | 

Nor can the Condition which ſhe, and 
ſome others of Father .Girard's Penitents 
were in, be look'd on as any other than 


Poſſeſſion, as may eaſily be made manifeſt 
by many Arguments. 


Firſt, When Miſs Cadiere was exorciſed, 


ſhe anſwered in Latin, which being a Lan- 


guage ſhe never learn'd, or underſtoo!, 
makes it evident that what ſhe ſaid was 
dictated by a Spirit within her, and the 
Nature of it, that it could only be by a 
diabolical one. 

Secondly, Her Contempt of Prayer, and 
the Diſquiet ſhe expreſs'd when any were 
repeated in her Chamber, tho' in ſo low a 
Voice, that ſhe could not poſſibly hear a 
Word, is an undoubted Proof of her Poſ- 
ſeſion, and that ſhe ſtood in no need of 


the Senſes to inform her what paſſed. 


Tlirdly, The Encreaſe of her Convulſions 
redoubliug when any Part of divine Service 
was 
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was uttered; is alſo a Demonſtration that 
ſhe was poſſeſſed of a Dzmon, according. 
to Tyr eus, Chap. 26. 

Fourthly, Her Limbs becoming hard, like 
Wood, and the ſupernatural Strength ſhe 
was Miſtreſs of in thoſe Extaſies, the a- 
bove-mention'd Author tells us, are certain 
Proots of her being poſſeſſed. 

Fifthly, It is alſo an undeniable Argu- 
ment of being poſſeſſed, when a Perſon, 
who makes not a Profeſſion of Impiety, 
{hall ſpit at, and deſpiſe the Holy Croſs, as 
was done by la Laugierec. 

Sixthly, Beſides, it was prov'd by the 
Oaths of three of the Convent of St. Clare, 
at O.lioules, which were, the Lady Leſcot, 
Miſtreſs of the Novices, the Lady de Rim- 
baud, and the Lady Guerin, that Miſs Ca- 
diere had been frequently beaten, and miſ- 
uſed by Demons, and that the Marks of it 
appeared afterwards on her Body. | 

Nothing ſure can be more obvious, than 
that ſhe was poſſeſſed of a Devil, and that 
by the Means and Witchcraft of Father 
Girard, How comes it elſe, that her Con- 
vulfions and Pains encreaſed when they 
came to thoſe Words in the Litany, Sana 
Johannes Baptiſta, which is the — of 
this Confeſſor, and Sana Catherina, which 
is her own ? How comes it that, when the 
Prieſt who exorciſed her, ſaid to her in La- 

I 2 tin, 
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tin, dic Mibi Nomen Tuum, ſhe anſwered, 
Jobn Baptiſt Girard, and repeated it as of- 
ten as ſhe was ask'd the Queſtion ? How 
comes it that, when the Prieſt commanded 
the Devil to come out of her, and faid in 
Latin, Who hii:ders thee from coming out ? 
She replied, Uncleanneſs : Is not this De- 
monſtration that the Bond of this horrid 
Union between the Director and the Peni- 
tent was Sorcery, the Intent of it Unclean- 
#5, and the Contriver Father Girard? 
How comes it that 4a Laugiere, in her 
\ Tranſports, and furious Fits of Poſſeſſion, 
cry'd out, Go fetch that Devil, the Father 
Refer, that he may deliver me out of this 
Condition, ſince he has put me into it. How 
comes it that we hear of none but this Fa- 
ther's Penitents who labour under theſe Mi- 
ſeries? And laſtly, How comes it that 
Miſs Cadiere, in her Letter of Ju 24. 
which the Confeſſor himfelf produced, re- 
proached him as the Author of the Condi- 
tion ſne was in, particularly of her being 
poſſeſſed, and that he, in his Letters, never 
diſowned it? 

Ought he not to own himſelf convicted 
by Miſs Cadiere's Anſwers to the Interro- 
gatorie3 put to her on this Head? On be- 
ing asked, What were the Effects of her Pol 
gion? She anſwer'd, Inward Horrors, and 


exterior Pains, There are alſo four F acts 
which 
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which are glaring Proofs that ſhe was under 
the Power of Sorcery: Firſt, Her Inability of 
Prayer. Secondly, The Crown of Thorns 
on her Head, and thoſe Stigma's which 
appeared in her Hands and Feet. Thirdly, 
Her Transfigurations. Fourthly, Her 
knowing Things by intellectual Means, 
and without the Afliſtance of any of the 
Senſes. 

We do not, indeed, deny that God may 
impreſs Stigma's on ſuch as he is pleaſed 
to favour, ſeveral of the Saints have been 
honuured with them, as alſo with the Gift 
of ſeeing into tne Secrets of Hearts, but 
Miſs Cadiere's inability of Prayer, her pro- 
phaneExclamations in her Fits of Poſſeſſion, 
leaves not the leaſt Room to imagine her 
Emotions could proceed from any other 
than an infernal Cauſe. 

All theſe Facts, therefore, being fully 
proved in Court, by a greater Number of 
Witneſſes than perhaps ever before at- 
tended any one Cauſe, are ſufficient to fix 
the two Charges of Quietiſm, and Sorcery, 
on Father Girard ; by means of theſe, he 
deluded and abuſed thoſe poor unhappy 
Innocents who put their Truft in him; fo 
that the aforeſaid Crimes are here to be con- 
ſicler'd, as Conducements to, and Agra- 
vations of, the Spiritual Inceſt committed 
by him oa the Body of the Plaintiq. 

14 As 
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As Inceſt, Adultery, Fornication, and 
other Crimes of the like Nature are acted 
in private, the Law does not expect, or 
require, the Teſtimony of Eye-witneſſes for 
Conviction, . but is ſatisfied with Circum- 
ſtances and Preſumtions, and the Proof of 
particular Facts, from which the Perpe- 
tration of the Crime may be reaſonably in- 
ferr'd: For it is certain the moſt ſhameleſs 
Libertines, and even thoſe who take a 
Pride in their Debauches, will avoid giving 

any occular Proofs of their Guilt; much 
more are all that belong to the Church, and 
eſpecially of that Order which ſets up for 
the Practice of the ſevereſt Virtue, and moſt 
perfect Imitation of Jeſus Chriſt, obliged 
by their Profeſſion to be ſtill more careful 
to ſave all Appearances that might caſt a 
Blemiſh on their Reputation. For this 
Reaſon all the Caſuiſts are of Opinion, 
that many ſtrong Preſumptions are a ſuffi- 
cient Proof of ſuch Crimes. Cum clam & 
occulle Committi ſcleant Adulteria & prohibit 
Concubitus, ſint que ob id diſicilis probationis, 
factum binc eſt ut Præſumptionibus & con- 
jefturis f robari poſſint, ſays the learned Me- 
noch in his Treatiſe of Preſumptions, Book 
5. Ic is our Buſineſs then to enquire whe- 
ther the Facts proved upon Father Girard, 
and the Preſumptions againſt him, are of 
ſufficient Force to convict him of the ra 
Tic 
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ritual Inceſt and Procurement of Abortion 
he ſtands charg'd with. Never were there 
a greater Number of Witneſſes, nor never 
did any Witneſſes give in a more full Evi- 
dence in a parallel Caſe, and he muſt be 
blind, either through Nature, or Deſign, 
who can reſiſt the Strength of it. 

The firſt Preſumption is taken from the 
Jeſuits own allowed Principles: We are 
ſorry to enter into general Reflections, of 
which there are enough in every bodies 
Hands; but we ſhould betray the Confi- 
dence Miſs Cadiere has repos'd in us, and 
ruin her Cauſe, if we did not give her 
. thoſe Advantages may be drawn from their 
moral Writings, which very plainly ſhew 
how ready they are to indulge this favourite 
Paſſion: And if the Inclinations of the 
Heart to Pleaſure be ſo natural, and if the 
moſt rigid Virtue is ſometimes too weak to 
ſuppreſs it, what can ſtem the Rapidity of 
this Paſſion, in a Heart unfurni ſh'd with 
any Principle to curb the Career; and when 
we immagine we very little tranſgreſs in 
gratifying 1t, methinks the very Character 
of an Criminal half proves the Accuſation 
Juſt, 

The Second Preſumption againſt him is 
juſtly founded on his continual frequenting 
the Company of Miſs C. licre, for more 
than cightgen Months together. ö A 
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Is the Conſcience of a Devotee like a Ship 
in ſtormy Weather, which will never per- 
mit that the Pilot ſhould be from the 
Helm? Were theſe daily Viſits the Fffects 
of a Confeſſor's Charity? Are not the Ca- 
nons which forbid Eccleſiaſticks to converſe 
with Women, as binding on the Jeſuits, as 
on any other Order? Are thoſe Precautions 
only neceſſary to ſecular Prieſts, and other 
Regulars? Are the Jeſuits to be ſuppoſed 
Men who are inſenſible of the Power of 
Beauty? No, the Author of weir Inſtitu- 
tion was of another Oginion when he or- 
dam'd, that they ſhould not be allowed to 
viſit Women, but in Caſes of an extraord1- 
nary Nature, or in hope of a great Advan- 
tage: He ſeemed to think, the Company 
of a Woman might be ful! as dangerous to 
the Chaſtity of a Jeſuit, as of any other 
Churchman. And 1s there no Reaſon to 
apprehend, that a Confeſſor, let him be 
of what Order he will, may, by an aſſidu- 

us Attendance on a fair Votary, by little 
and little, carry the Immitation of a Lover 
into the Reality? 

The third Pre ſumption is founded on his 
being ſo conſtant in his Viſits to her at 
Ollioales, where he ſpent whole Days; his 
locking kinſ-lf up with her in her Cham- 
ber, in the Parlour, and in the Church, toge- 
ther wich his whole Behaviour while he was 

chere, 
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there, eſpecially when he thought himſelf in | 
Private, as 1s proved by ſeveral of the De- 

poſitions, beſides Miſs Cadiere's own De- 
claration. 

The 4th Preſumption is drawn from his 
writing to her every Day while ſhe was at 
Oltoules, tho* he made her ſuch frequent, 
and ſuch long Viſits: What Opinion can 
the World entertain of a Confeſſor, who 
carries on ſuch a conſtant Correſpondence 
with a handſome young Deyotee, and, par- 
ticularly, how a Jeſuit can defend this, who 
is fo ſtrictly forbid, by the Rules of his 
Order, to write to any Woman, except in 
Caſes of the utmoſt Neceſſity. 

The fifth Preſumption ariſes from the 
Nature of Expreſſion in thoſe Letters. If 
the Number be a Preſumption againſt him, 
certainly the Manner of that Correſpon- 
dence muſt be a greater; nay, amount even 
to Detection. All the Caſuiſts agree, That 
if Love Letters be found in the Cuſtody of 
a Woman, that alone 1s a ſufficient Proof 
of a criminal Correſpondence ; and if the 
Jeſuit had not, by an unparalell'd Deceit 
and Artifice, recover'd the Letters of this 
young Penitent, we ſhould have had a full 
Journal of this Amour, and ſaved the Trou- 
ble of any farther Demonſtration of his 
Crime: But the Letter of July the 22d, 


which, by a kind of Miracle, happened not to 
be 
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be returned with the others, is a ſufficient” 
Evidence of what the reſt contained, as to 
the Nature of them. We ſhall quote ſome 
Paſſages out of it, and make ſhort Reflecti- 
ons on them.

And 1s not this that 
downright Quietiſm which Father Girard 
preached and recommended in ſo ſtrenuous 
a Manner to his Penitents; in order to ba- 
niſh all their virtuous Scruples ? what goes 
before, and after, this Paſſage, renders it 
ſtill more obvious.

done with this Letter; he goes on in this 
Manner : 


I hope you will, at laſt, grow wiſe, and 
that ſo many Favours ill not be thrown a- 
way upon you. You are an inconſtant Crea- 
ure; *twould be much worſe ſhould you turn 
Glutton,--- Good Night, my dear Child; can 
you make Senje of this Scratol? 

Is not this pretty trifling ? Does not he 
behave rather like a meer Droll, than a 
grave Director of Souls? And again: 

Be aſſured, as this Letter tells you, that 
you are always behind-hand with me, and are 
in Danger of never overtaking me, unleſs you 
write to me at leaſt twice a Day. 

Is this the Language of a Confeſſor, or 
Lover? What more could the moſt paſ-

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ſionate of the latter Claſs ſay to the Woman 
his Soul adores? And this: 

Adieu, my dear Child, pray God for your 
Father, your Brother, your Friend, your Son, 
and your Servant. Sure all theſe Titles are 
ſuffictent to engage a good-natur®d Heart. 

How well acquainted is this inſinuating 
Teſuit with all the Acceſſes to the Heart 
and how $kilFd is he in every Artifice to 
move it 

In fine, all his Behaviour denoted the 
moſt paſſionate Aﬀection, and well con- 
firm'd the Purport of his Letters. The 
Abbeſs of the Convent of St. Clare, at 
Ollioules, depoſed, That Father Girard ha- 
ving made a long Viſit to Miſs Cadiere, in 

the Morning, came again at the Time when 
ſhe was at Yeſpers, and the Porter having 
told him how ſhe was employed, he ex- 
preſs*d the utmoſt Inquietude, and would 
have her call'd, which being refuſed, he 
diſcovered not only in his Countenance, but 
Words alſo, a very great Reſentment, and 
ſaid to the Abbeſs, 7ou are Miſtreſs here, 
Madam *T1s good to preſerve Regularity,--- 
but I came a great Way, and had much to 
communicate to my Penitent. Does not this 
prove, that the Motive of his Viſit was 
only the Pleaſure of entertaining Miſs Ca- 
diere, and that he thought all the Time 
loſt ſhe was at Yeſpers * & 
e 
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The Siſter Iſabella Pratt alſo depoſed, 
That ſhe had frequently ſeen the Church- 
Door ſhut, and the Key taken on the In- 
_ fide, when Father Girard and Miſs Cadiere 
were there alone together. Maria Mate- 
ron, and Lucreece Materon, depoſed the 
ſame Thing. 

Bur to return to his Writing : We dare 
appeal to all Mankind, if any thing can be 
dictated by a more delicate and paſſionate 
Affection? May it not then well be ac- 
counted among the Number of thoſe Love- 
Letters which all our Caſuiſts agree is the 
undoubted Detection of an unlawful Com- 
merce? And if this Argument holds good 
with the Laiety, how much ſtronger muſt 
it be between a Confeſſor and his Penitent? 
A Confeſſor, who wore the Air of the 
moſt rigid Mortification, and a Penitent 
who aim'd at the Title of Saint, and pre- 
tended, that our Saviour had bleſs'd her 
with ſuch uncommon Marks of his Favour, 
for the Puriry of her Soul, and her Inte- 
grity of Mind. When we conſider the 
many Reaſons which ought to have re- 
ſtrain'd Father Girard from giving under 
his own Hand ſuch evident Demonttrations 
of his Guilt, we muſt conclude, that his 
writing in ſuch a Manner, could be en- 
forced by nothing but the Violence of his 
Paſſion, which would not ſuffer him to

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liſten to any Dictates but what ſerv'd to 
mdulge it, and were inſpir'd by it. He 
could not avoid, however, being ſenſible of 
the Danger of it, and for that Reaſon for- 
bore ſubſcribing his Name to it. 
| Of the ſame Stamp were moſt of thoſe 
he wrote to Miſs Cadiere, while ſhe was 
| in the Convent of Saint Clare at Olioules, 
| and which he artfully got out of her Hands 
by the means of la Gravier. 
It is in vain that he pretends to have de- 
liver'd to the Commſſioners of the Parlia- 
ment, ſixteen of the real Letters his Arti- 
fice recover d; and that, as they contain no- 
thing unjuitifiable, we ought to form by 
them our Judgment of that of the 22d of 
July; for in tac firſt we defy him to juſtify 
that Letter by any Evaſion whatever. 
Secondly, How comes it, that of above an 
hundred Letters wrote by him to Miſs Ca- 
diere during the three Months and a Fort- 
night that ſhe remained in the Convent of 
St. Clare, he produces no more than Six- 
teen? Why are not all the reſt laid before 
thoſe honourable Judges? His Pretence for 
it is, indeed, an excellent one, and of a Piece 
with his other Behaviour on this Affair. 
They have ſome Relation, ſays he, to the Plain- 
1 tiffs Confeſſions, and therefore muſt not be ex- 
= paſed. But there ſeems to be little Proba- 
6 bily, that they ſnou'd treat of any Matters 
relating 
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relating to Divinity, when we ſee their Cor- 
reſpondence tu upon Things of a vaſtly 
different Nature. What Occaſion had he 
to write any thing to her about her Con- 
feſſions, when he viſited her twice, or thrice, 
or oftner every Week? Or, indeed, what 
Occaſion had ſuch a Proficient in Quietiſm, 
which makes all Actions indifferent for any 
Confeſſions, or Confeſſor at all? This is 
the worſt Excuſe he could have made, and 
to Convince the World that there 1s not the 
leaſt Truth in it, and to ſtop his falſe Mouth 
at once, ſhe challenges him to produce 
them, on whatever Subjects they relate; and 
1t muſt be confeſt, ſhe has no Meaſures to 
keep, as the Caſe ſtands with her. 

Thirdly, It cannot be doubted that the 
ſixteen Letters he preſented to the Com- 
miſſioners of the Parliament, are not thoſe 
he fent to Miſs Cadiere, but Counterfeits: 
Jobe convinced of this we need only reflect, 

Firjt, If thoſe Letters had contained no- 
thing, but what was for Edification, and 
Pure, and Holy, where was the need of his 
taking that Precaution, when he plac d her 
in the Monaſtery of Saint Clare at Ollioules, 
to ſtipulate with the Abbeſs, that ſhe ſhould 
not examine the Contents of his Letters to 
her, nor hers to him? Would he not have 
avoided giving ſuch a Cauſe for Suſpicion, 
by letting them paſs as they ought

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to have done, by the Rules of the Convent, 


thro' the Hands of the Abbeſs, if they had 
not been on a Subject highly improper ſhe 


ſhould be made acquainted with ? 
Secondly, If thoſe Letters had been con- 


fined to pious Exhortations, why did he 
take ſuch Pains to get them out of her Hands, 


as ſoon as he was informed, That the Biſhop 
had ordered her another Confeſſor? Why 


was he in ſuch a Hurry to fend Ja Graviere 
Expreſs to her for that End, as is fully 
proved in the Proceſs? Is not this Step an 


unanſwerable Demonſtration that theywere of 
a Piece with that of July the 22d? And that 
he ſent for them with ſo much Care, in order, 
not to produce, but to ſuppreſs them? And 
that thoſ: he has prod ced are not the ſame, 


but others ſubſtituted in their Place. 


Tr:irdly, The Father Girard was accu- 


ſtomed to write two kinds of Letters to his 
tir Penitentz ſome contained only Moral 
Reflections, and were dictated with -a De- 


ſign to be ſhewed about, and thoſe he ſign- 


ed: But the others were fill'd with Ex- 


53 ſuch as bcirted the Violence of 


his Paſſion for her, and to thoſe he cauti- 
ouſly forbore to put his Name, and took 


care they ſhould be deliver'd to her in pri- 


vate: This Fact is filly proved in the Pro- 
ceſs two Ways; Firſt, By his Letters of 


July 22d, and of September 15: The firſt of 
which, 
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which, as we have demonſtrated, was a 
Love Letter, and without ſigning: The Se- 
cond, which contain'd nothing of Conſe- 
quence, is ſigned. Secondly, by Ia Batta. 
relle in her Confrontation with Father Gi- 
rard, ſaid, That ſhe brought at one Time 
three Letters from him, one to the Lady 
Abbeſs, and two others to Miſs Cadiere, one 
of which had nothing material in it, and was 
ſhewn to the Abbeſs, the other ſhe deltuer*d in 
private to Miſs Cadiere. 

Fourthly, Why does he not produce thoſe 
he wrote to her 7#ly 20, and 21, 1730? 
Will he pretend he wrote her none on thoſe 
Days? that of 7% 22, See here the Third 
Letter in three Days, proves he did, and if 
he does not produce them, it is becauſe 
they are too near a Kin to the other, and 
— en more full of Venom than the ſuc- 
ceeding one, and which, therefore, would 
be beſt explained by them. 

Fifthly, Why does he not produce that, 
wherein he tells Miſs Cadiere with an Air 
of Gajety, that if ſhe were not diſcreet ſhe 
ſhould be whipped, and that her dear Father 
would do it with his own Hands? and that 
other, in which he gave her Inſtructions 
what ſhe ſhoull ſiy in Confeſſion to the

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he did write two ſuch Letters, is evident! 
proved, by the Depoſition of the Lady 
 Leſcot, Miſtreſs of the Novices, who made 
Oath, that ſhe jaw and read the former: 
And to the other, Mademoiſelle Victoria 
Aubert depoſes, That Miſs Cadiere ſhewed 
her a Form of Confeſſion ſent her by Father 
Girard. Both theſe Facts, and eſpecially 
the Form of Confeſſion, clearly prove the 
criminal Commerce there was between the 
Director and his Penitent ; elſe wherefore 
did he ſend her ſuch a Form, and forbid 
her ſaying any thing more to the Guardian 
of the Ob/ervantines, than was contained, but 
for fear ſhe might otherwiſe diſcover his 
abominable Secret. 
 Sixthly, Reaſon will not permit us to 
make any Doubt but the real Letters which 
he recovered and ſuppreſſed, muſt have 
been extremely tender; for tho? there is a 
vaſt Difference between the ſixteen forged 
ones which he laid before the Commiſſio- 
ners, and that dated the 22d of July, yet 
could he not forbear mixing an Air of Gal- 
lantry which ſhews how much he had been 
accuſtomed to write only ſoft Things to his 
fair Votary. 
Seventhly, That tho? he ſeems to direct 
the Warmth and Fervency of his Expreſ- 
fions to God, yet is there mixed thro? 
them all, a certain Fondneſs which ſeems 
more 
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more properly applied to the Creature than 
the Creator; could we get a Sight there- 
fore of thoſe real Letters once in Poſſeſſion 
of Miſs Cadiere, is it not reaſonably to be- 
| lieve we ſhould find them the fame with 
that of July 22, in which he ſeems to be 
under no Reſtraint? But who can believe 
that thoſe who deny the Precept which 
commands the Love of God, ſhould be a- 
nimated with ſuch warm and lively Expreſ- 
ſions of that Love? And is it not evident, 
that by a horrid Abuſe of Religion, this 
wicked Jeſuit has endeavoured to vail under 
that facred Name, the impure Fires with 
which he was enflamed for his Penitent ? 
What a vaſt Field of Reflection would not 
his Letters, tho* Counterfeits, to favour his 
Defence, as well as thoſe of Miſs Cadiere, 
whoſe Notions he had fo throughly cor- 
rupted, open to us, had we Time to employ 
in it, or were not the Subject too groſs. 
But we muſt not paſs over in Silence, the 
Letter wrote by la Guiol to Miſs Cadiere, 
Auguſt 30, 1730. occaſion'd by a little 
Quarrel between this tender Confeſſor, and 
his dear Penitent, and which this good 
natur'd 4a Guiol was induſtrious to re- 
concile.

LT. Monday about Noon 1 arrived at 
Toulon, and aligbted at the Jeſuits Con- 
vent, where 1 had a Sight of our dear Father, 
whom I found in the utmoſt Diſtreſs: He told 
me, That if I had any ill News for him, I 
ſhould not fay a Word, but go without fail 
and write to him inſtantly, and bring my 
Letter at Night, after the Sermon preach'd 
before the Ladies of St. Urſula. Which Com- 
mand I obeyed, tho* not without a great deal 
of Difficulty, and ſet downto write what our 
great Ged inſpired me with, I went this 
Morning to ſee him after his Return from the 
Country, where he has been ever ſince the E 
of St, Auguſtine : I do not believe, hat in the 
jt Moments of bis Life, he can more reſemble 
Death than at this preſent. I asked him what 
was his Indiſpoſition, and if his Melanchol 
continued? and he told me, with great Confi- 
dence, That his Agonies encreaſed every Mo- 
ment, and that on waking this Morning, 
he found himſelf quite overcome with Grief, 
ſo as to be deprived of Speech. My dear 
Siſter, I leave you to judge, how greatly I was 
troubled to ſee the two Perjons in the World 
whom moſt I love and eſteem, reduced to the 
laſt Extremity, and who is the Cauſe of all 
this ? *Tis you, my dear Siſter 5 If you had he” 
Frnue 
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turned an Anſwer all would have been well : 
When you told me, That God did not approve 

our giving any Anſwer, after the Order you 
ad received from your dear Father, you 
appeared worthy of my Compaſſion for you. 

He recetved your Letter at Nine on Sunda 
Morning, and has Reaſon to be highly Diſſatis- 
fied with it, for you ſay nothing in your own 
Vindication, but caſt the wwhole Blame on him. 
God be Praiſed! May it pleaſe him io open your 
Eyes once for all. However it be, the Charity 
of our dear Father will bring him to ſee--you 
next Friday at Ollioules, after having 2 
Maſs here at Toulon. My dear Siſter, Iconjure 
you by the Merits and Sufferings of JeſusChriſt, 
that you will ſpeak to him with all poſſible Sin- 
cerity , and ſince he is deſirous to comfort you, 
let him, in return, receive ſome from you 
you are not wnorant that the Part I take i: 
this Affair, proceeds entirely from my Friend- 
ſhip, I ſhould not elſe ſpeak and att with ſo 
much Freedom, and therefore I truſt, my gcod 
Dear, that you will pardon it. I conclude, 
with aſſuriug you, that I rejoyce at the Conſo- 
lation you will receive on Friday, a Day de- 
ſtined to be one of your happy Ones. My deareſt 
Sifter, I heartily embrace you, and am every 
Day more cloſely united with you, never quit - 
ting you at the Foot of the Croſs of our Bleſſed 
Sa vigur Jeſus Chriſt, Good Night.

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This Letter unſubſcribed, and dictated by 
Father Girard (for how ſhould the Wife of 
a Joyner be capable of writing ſuch a one, 
and interſpers'd, according to his Cuſtom, 
with Expreſſions of Piety and Devotion, is 
a compleat Demonſtration of his paſſionate 
Affection for Miſs Cadiere, ſince a little af- 
fecred Indifference, or a Letter ſomewhat 
leſs tender than uſual, was ſufficient to throw 
him. into that Exceſs of Melancholly deſ- 
cribed in it; and at the fame time, gives us 
a perfect Idea of the Function of Ja Guiol, 
who took ſuch unfeigned Pains to bring the 
two Lovers together again, and was ſo ex- 
tremely pleaſed with the bare Imagination 
of the Happineſs they were to partake, in 
the firſt Interview deſign'd for a Reconci- 
liation of their late Difference. | 

The ſixth Preſumption againſt Father 
Girard is founded on the direct Evidence 
produced in the Proceedings, that when 
he was alone with Miſs Cadiere, at the Grate 
of the Choir, or of the Parlour, he made 
her open a little Window of the Grate with 
a ſmall Knife he lent her for that purpoſe, 
and put her Head through, where he em- 
braced and kiſſed her, as is demonſtrated 
by the following Witneſſes.

The Lady Maria Guerin depoſed, That 
the laſt Time Father Girard ſaid Maſs in 
the Monaſtery of St. Clare, at Ollioules, 
he went to the Grate of the Choir, Mus 

Ca diere 
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Cadiere being within, and the Rector with- 
out, and that ſhe ſaw the ſaid Cadiere put 
out her Hand, and afterwards her Head, 
which obliged the Deponent to ſay, ſpeak- 
ing to Cadiere, That if the Siſterbood ſato as 
much, they would put an ill Conſirnt?ion on it; 
and ſome of the Nuns coming immect!t- 
ately, the ſaid Cadiere withdrew to her Side, 
as did the Father Rector to his. 

Thus it is plainly proved by four Wit-

Panorme adds on the Chapter Preterea, 
and after him Monſieur the Preſident d' Ar- 
gentre, that Kiſſes and Embraces are the 
accuſtomed Preludes to the Crime, and ve 
near a-kin to it, Ad huc plus dico quod Pro- 
Bala erit fornicatio fi Viderunt Virum & Mu- 
lierem in latebris fi ofculantes & amplexantes, 
quia iſta ſunt attus propinqui ad afium. The 
Doctors of the Society, whoſe Authority 
ought to be of the greateſt Weight, were 
of the ſame Opinion. Leſſius, in his Trea- 
tiſe de Juſtilia, Book 4. Chap. 3, ſays, that 
Kiſſes are an undoubted Proof of an amo- 
rous Converſation, and neceſſarily imply a 
Conſent in both Parties to gratify the ut- 
molt Wiſhes of that Paſſion : Oſculum ut 
eſt deleftabile Carni Naturd ſud, eſt ſignum 
Copule vel inſtantis, vel future , ilaque in 
eo Coniineri Videtur, tacitus quidam Conſenſus 
in Coruam. The Embraczes and Kiſſes then 
which this Director gave his Devotee at the 
Grate of the Choir, and Parlour, are a ſuf- 
ficient Proof of their Guilt ; and it is not to 
be doubted, that all manner of criminal 
Liberties paſſed between them, when they 
had no Witneſſes to overlook them but the 
Walls and the Grates. 

Nothing can be more certain, than that 
all theſe Preſumptions and Facts amount 
to a Conviction of this Confeſſor's ſpiritual

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inceſt with his Penitent; but whether they 
do, or do not, the next Proof we ſhall pro- 
duce, renders all the reſt ſuperfluous ; which 
is, that Father Girard lock'd himſelf up 
alone with her in her Bed-Chamber for 
Hours together, once in the Convent at 
Olliou les, and above a Hundred Times at 
Toulon, before ſne came to the Monaſtery. 

For Proof that he was ſhut up with her 
in her Chamber at the Convent of St. Clare, 
at Ollionles, the Day of her Transfiguration, 
13 proved by five undeniable Witneſſes ;

The Lady de Guerin depoſed, That on 
the Day of Cadiere's Extaſy, the Father 
Girard came into the Convent, and the 
Nuns having conducted him to the Cham- 
ber of the ſaid Cadiere with the Father of 
the Olſcrvanlins, their Confeſſor, they all 
retired, and left the Father Girard alone 
with Cadiere; after which, he lock'd the 
Door, and continued ſhut in wich her the 
greateſt Part of the Day. This Deponent 
alſo adds, That when he went out of the 
Convent, Ceadire, who followed him, diſ- 
covered a mere than ordinary Gatety in 
her Countcnance, on which he, the fail 
Father Girard, op ing turned his Tea d to- 
wafes her, cry'd, Ab, my lilile Giri 

Marianne Wicterone depoſed, Ther the 
Day of tie Trangfiguration of Miß Ca- 
diere, the Father Rector was ſhut up with 
her in her Chamber from about Nine or 
Ten in the Morning, till Afternoon.

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Extaſy, remained lock'd up with her in her 
Chamber from that Time till Four in the

It is, moreover, proved in the Courſe of 
the Proceedings, by a great Number of 
Witneſſes, particularly by Peter Meifret, 
by Siſanna Galotte, by Clare Sauvaire, and 
Marianna Calas, that while Miſs Cadiere 
was at Toulon, in the Houſe of her Mo- 

ther, the Father Girard hud been above a 
Hundred Times alone with her in her 
Chamber, which he, for the moſt Part, 
lockꝰ'd, taking the Key on the Inſide. Theſe 
cloſe Conferences began about the latter 
End of Nevember, or the Beginning of De- 
cember, 1729, and from thence we date the 
Epoche of her Poſſeſſion; but we will now 
proceed to judge the Accuſed by his own 
Anſwers to the Interrogatories put to him. 

By the Fifty-ſixth Interrogatary, he 
Was asked, Jf he had ever jeen Cadiere in 
Ped, during her State of Poſſeſſion? To 
which he anſwered, Zes; but that fhe had 
ber Claths cu. 

The Fitty-ſeventh Int-rrogatory was, If 
in thee Convulſions ſhe never jul herſelf in any 
 emmecdeſt cr undecent Poſtures? To which 

he anſwered, No; he only ſaw her Arms 
grew hard and ftiff, and her Neck felled, 
and heard her complain piultzufly of what ſbe 


| fuffered. 
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The Fifty-eighth Interrogatory was, If 
he was ever alone with ber, and what he 
did? To which he anfwered, That he wait— 
ed iu her Chamber till her Fits were over, 
that he igt ſteuæ to her of Ged. 

The accuſ:d here confeſſcs, that he was 
alone with Miſs Cadiere in her Chamber 
when theſe Accidents happen'd, and pretends 
that he waited only till they were over to 
ſpeak to her of God; but we would fain 
know how he was employ'd while her Fits 
laſted upon her; he could not then ſpeak 
to her ot God, becauſe He was out of her 
Senſes 3 and wherefore did he remain alone 
wich her, and not ſuſter any other Perſon 
to come into the Room? certainly her Mo- 
ther, her Servant, or her Brothers were more 
proper, and more uſeful, to have been 
with her at thoſe Times, than he could be. 

He ſays alſo, That ſhe was dreſt, tho in 
her Bed, aiid that ber Convulſtons threw her 
to no indecent Paſtures; but every-body 
elſe avers, that ſhe was frequently undreft 
tho? as to the Matter of her being dreſt, 
or undreſt, it is of little Signification, for 
he cannot perſuad2 us, that thoſe Fits did 
not diſtort and wreath her Body into dit- 
ferent Poſtures, ſome of which, it was high- 
ly improper, according to all the Rules of 
Modeſty and Prudence, for 2 Conteſſor to 


expoſe his Chaſtity to the Sight of. 
By 
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By his Anſwer to the Eighty-third Inter- 
rogatory, he acknowledges himſelf to have 
been ſhut up with Miſs Cadiere in her 
Chamber, and that the Key was on the 
Infide. Theſe are his own Words. 

T confeſs, ith the ſame Simplicity and Pu- 
rity of Intention I then had, that it is true, 
I bas in the Chamber of Cadiere, and that 
the Docr was locted; but this was after 
Eaſter, and not aboue eigbt or nine Times at 
nioſt; but whether it vas Cadiere or myſelf 
who. ſhut the Door, I do not Tell remember; 
but which ever it was, the Thing was frivale, 
and without Scandal. | 

Does not this Confeſſion teſtify, that the 
Morals of Father Girard made him look 
on the Sin to conſiſt only in the Scandal ? 
But all he ſays on this Article is falſe, both, 
as to the Time, and the Number of thoſe 
private Conferences, ſince it is proved by 
the Proceſs, and by many Witneſſes, that 
he was ſhut up with her more than an Hun- 
dred Times: But let us fee in what Man- 
ner he pretends to have employ'd thoſe 
Hours he was locked up with her. 

Eighty - fourth Interrogatory. I bat 
Reaſon had he lo be ſhut up with her ? 

Anſwer. It happened fo now and then, on 
Account of her Wounds, but that was not 
above four or five Times, 

We 
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We are not to believe he confined his 
Curioſity to four or five Times; but was 
not this a very becoming Employment for 
a Confeſſor, to lock himſelf up with a 
handſome young Devotee, in order to exa- 
mine her Body from Head to Foot, and 
contemplate her Marks or Stigma's, eſpe- 
cially that on her right Side, of which he 
gives a very curious and exact Diſcription, 
in his Anſwers, where he tells us, /t was on 
the falſe Ribs, about four Inches below the 
left Pap, inclining to the left Side. In ano- 
ther Anſwer, to the Interrogations made 
him, he contradicts the former, and pre- 
tends he never ſaw the Ribs, nor the Breaſt 
Bone, that were lifted up above the reſt, 
by an abundance of Graces which ſhe re- 
ceived as a Reward for her extraordinary 
Love of Jeſus Chriſt, but only felt them thro? 
her Handkerchief, and found them ſuch as 
are recorded to have been ſeen on the Body 
of Philip de Neri. He alſo adds, in this fa- 
mous Anſwer, That the right Side of bis 
Breaſt was alſo bigher than the other, and 
that it aroſe from the ſame Cauſe. 

Was not this a kind of Offer, to ſhew 
her his Ribs, and, doubtleſs, made with a 
View of engaging her to ſutfer him to feel 
and fee her's, without any Scruple. 


But 
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But were what he alleges true, that he 


never ſaw thoſe Ribs, bur only felt them in 


the Manner he confeſſes : Can ſuch Touches 
be allow'd conſiſtent with Modeſty, what 
Preſervative againit Temptation was a 
Handkerchief, which is ordinarily made of 


Muſlin, or thin Lawn? While he even thus 


ſuffered his Hands to wander over the Sides 
of his fair Penitent, how could he be ſure 
no Inclinations would ariſe prejudicial to the 
Chaſtity he was ſworn to obſerve ? What 
an Employment was here for a Confeſſor to 
ſpend io many Hours in meaſuring the Di- 
ſtance of a Stigma from a young Woman's 


left Pap! and the Elevation of her Breaſt. 


Is it thus the Jeſuits pretend to imitate the 
Purity of Angels, ſo recommended to them 
by tne Founder of their Order? quam ſit 
perfecre cher vanda Caſiitas, nempe enitends 
Evdugelicam 7uritant imitari? Js, it thus our 
Rector fulfils his O! bligations laid on him, 
in Rezulorim Nectoris, in giving a good Ex- 
ample to the reſt of the Society 3 ; ut Orati- 
ene S Saiiltts deſideriis tolum Collegium ve— 
lut kumerts ſuis ſuſtineas? 

Oh!] all ye Doctors of the Church, ye 
great Maſters of Evangelical Morality, ye 
3 Directors, who believe that by 

he leaſt Glance of a beautiful Eye, or the 
2ait private Liberty with a Woman, all is 
loſt, and ihat Chaſtity can never triumph 

but 
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but by Flight, here avow your Ignorance and 
cauſelefs Fears. Behold an Angelof Purity 
is come to inſtruct us how we may gaze up- 
ona lovely, and beloved, Woman, when even 
ſtript ſtark-naked ; nay handle her all over, 
and give-her the Diſcipline, without being 
ſenſible of the leaſt Carnal Emotion, or the 
Danger of any: What Prodigies of Chaſti- 
ty muſt fuch Men be 

Not ſo the Canons, the Cafuiſts, and the 
Inſtitutions of the Jeſuites themſelves direct ; 
and they are ſo far from believing that a 
Man who is often ſhut up with a Woman, 
or a Maid, in a Bed-Chamber can be m- 
nocent, that they require no other Con- 
viction of his Guilt. How then can Father 
Girard, who confeſſes he has ſeveral Times 
been in that Circumſtance with his Peni- 
tent, pretend, that he had no corrupt 
Inclinations, or, indeed, did not make uſe 
of thoſe Opportunities to gratify them ? 

"Tis a Maxim generally atteſted by all 
Doctors, in particular by Bartho! on the 
Law cle Furtis ; and by Baldeon the Law, 
non hoc Cod, unde Legitimi; by Triaqueau 
in his Treatiſe, De legibus connubialibus ; 
and by all the Cannoniſts on the Chapter, 
Præteria de teſtibus, of Decretals. Quarta 

eſt Conjeftura & preſumptio perpetrati Adul- 
terii, quando ſolus cum ſold in loco ſecreto & ab- 
dilo inventus eſt, *

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_ "Hence it is that the Canon /ed ſi forte, 
'Diſtinct. 8 1. ordains, that no Prieſt ſhall 
viſit a Woman, even though. ſhe is ſick, 
without taking a Companion with:.him, who 
ſhall ſtay the. whole Time, and be Witneſs 
of all that paſſes. . Sane ad Viſttandum mu- 
lierem infirmam Nullus, clericus ingrediatur 
niſi cum duobus aut Tribus. Hence Pope 
Gregory, in his Canon Oportet of the fame 
Diſtinction, ſays, That for Churchmen 
to frequent the Company of Women, is 
contrary to all the holy Canons: Contra 
fanforum Canonum ſancita, Who are cri- 
minal, if thoſe are not; who, in that Si- 
tuation, lift up corrupted Eyes and Hands 
to Heaven, and offer up: Sacrifice to God 
with a Heart directed another Way ? 
Offerentes.ad Altare meum Panes pollutos, 
non eſt mibi Voluntas in vobis, dicit Dominus; 
& Sacrifictium non accipiam de Manibus ve- 
firis, quia polluti eſtis. Hence the Canon 
Clerici, taken from the Council of Afrique, 
forbids Clerks, and all other Eccleſiaſtic ks, 
and, eyen Biſhops themſelves, to make any 
Viſits to Women, without a Companion. 
Clerici vel Continentes ad Viduas, vel Vimgines, 
niſi ex Tuſſu vel permiſſæ Egiicoporum, non ac- 
cedant; & hoc non ſoli faciant, ſed cum Con- 
clericis, vel cum quibus Ex iſcopus aut Presby- 
ter ji ſrit: Nec ipſi Ejiſcopi & Presbylert 
oli habeunt acceſſum ad hujuſmed!

; nw: it is that the Canon in Omnibus, of 
the ſame Diſtinction, eſtabliſhes it for a ge- 
neral Rule, that to be excluded from all 
Suſpicion of the Crime of Adultery or 
Fornication, a Church-Man muſt not even 
ſpeak to a Woman, but in proper Times 
and Places, . and before Perſons whoſe Pre- 
ſence may remove all Doubts : In omnibus 
obſervare convenit, ut certus quis, & certo 
Tempore, & certo Loco, & certis Perſons, vel 
apparere Clericus, vel loqui, debeat Mulieri- 
bus, ut excludatur omnts nefanda Solf icio. 
And this Canon 1s poſitive, that a Clerk, 
or Prieſt, who ſhall be found ſhut up with 
a Woman in a Chamber, ſhall be convicted 
of having conſummated the Crime with 
her: For he adds, That there is no Rea- 
ſon, no Point of Religion whatſocver, 
that cin render it neceſſary, or con- 
ſequently be a Sanction to it. Cerre ſolum 
& ad ſolam accedere nulla Religionis Ralig 
fermitiit. 

Hence alſo it is, that St. Charles Borre- 
mes, in his Inſtruction to Confeſſors, Ch. II. 
forbids them to go to Women, unle's to 
confeſs them in Time of Sickneſs: And 
then he orders, that the Door of the Cham- 
ber may be left open, that thoſe in the ad- 
Jacent Rooms may ſee what's done. And 
M 2 in 
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in the Inſtitutions of the Jeſuits, under the 
Title De Regulis Sacerdotum, Numb. 18. it 
is particularly prohibited for any Jeſuit, 
who is ſent by his Superior to take the Con- 
feſſion ofa Woman in her own Houſe, or for 
anyother pious End, to go without aCompani- 
on, who is never to leave them alone a Mo- 
ment; and that the ſaid Jeſuit ſhall take care 
never to ſpeakto a Woman with the Door ſhur, 
or in a private Place, or without Witneſſes. 
Quando quis d Superiore mittitur ad Confeſ- 
ſiones Fuminarum audiendas, vel alia de cauſa 
eas adierit Socius quem Superior ipſi deſignabit, 
guandiu cum Fæminis Sacerdos loquetur, eo in 
Loco erit, unde videre eos, ſed non que Se- 
creta eſſe oportet audire palſit, quantum Loci 
Diſpoſitio patietur; quod fi non pateretur, 
curet omninò Sacerdos ne Oftium fit clauſum, 
nec Locus obſcurus. 

The Confeſſion, therefore, which Father 
Girard makes of being alone with his Pe- 
nitent in her Bed-chamber, and the Door 
locked, is ſufficient to convict him of ſpt- 
ritual Inceſt with her; becauſe, according 
to the Canons and the Rules of his own Or- 
der, a Preſumption Juris & de Fure has 
no need of any other Proof, and ſilences all 
Evidences, whatever may be brought a- 
gainſt it. But if this be true in general, if 
any Man, or any Prieſt, be deemed to have 


enjoyed the Woman with whom he is found 
| locked 
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locked up alone, and to have had no other 
robable Motive for locking himſelf up a- 
| — with her; what are we to think of 
one who is at once both a Jeſuit and a Quie- 
' tiſt ? Who looks on the greateſt Crimes as 
indifferent Actions, and believes all Plea- 
ſure, of whatever Nature, to be lawful ; 
who teaches his Penitent no other Principles 
of Morality than 70 forget herſelf, to be en- 
tirely paſſive, and to baniſh all Scruples. A 
Jeſuit whoſe Reaſon ſeems ſwallowed up in 
his Paſſion for his Penitent; who viſited her 
with the utmoſt Aſſiduity while at Home, 
and twice or thrice every Week at the Mo- 
naſtery of St. Clare at Ollioules; who wrote 
to her every Day in the molt paſſionate and 
tender manner; who was incapable of doing 
any thing but for ber; who carried her with 

him whereſoever he went; and with whom ſhe 
was always Preſent, ibo be was obliged to con- 
verſe with others ; who longed impatiently to 
ſee her again, and to ſee all, to tire her, and 
be tired by her, and to go an equal Share with 
Her in every Wing; who knew ſo well how 
to engage her Affection by the tendereſt 
Titles of Son, of Brother, of Friend, and 
Servant ; who gazed with ſo much Tranf- 
port and Fondneſs upon her Marks, her 
Ribs, and her Breaſt, and, like thoſe Prieſts 
mentioned by Plutarch, in the Life of Nu- 
ra Pompiius, with his own Hand ſcourged 
| M 3 his 
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his Veſtal as a Penance for her Fault, ana 
then ſo ſenſually kiſſed the Part he had cha- 
ſtiſed; a Jeſuit, whoſe Paſſion for his Pe- 
nitent was ſo unbounded, that neither the 
Bars of a Grate, nor the Sanctity of the 
| moſt holy Places, could reſtrain him from 
kiffing and embracing her. If the Church, 
if the Preſence of whatever is moſt ſacred 
and moſt awful, could be no Shock to his 
ungovernable Appetite, nor hinder him 
from gathering the Fruit of his unlawful 
Love, can we believe the Bed-chamber of 
his Beloved, or the full View of her naked 
Limbs, had the Virtue to work fo great a 
Miracle? or that he would omit taking the 
Opportunity of enjoying a Conqueſt he had 
ſo long been aiming at, had employed ſo 
much Artifice to obtain, and which the 
Nature of the Place, and the Inſenſibility 
of the fair Victim, render'd fo eaſy. 
Theſe are all invincible Proofs of the 
Truth of Miſs Cadier“s Complaint againſt 
him, and of all thoſe Exceſſes of Lewdneſs 
contained in her Depoſition, the Detail of 
which muſt be ſhocking to a modeſt Ear, 
and fill a Heart, uncorrupted with the ſame 
Deſires, with Horror. | 
Ir is farther proved in the Courſe of the 
Proceedings, that at a Time when her Ve- 
racity could not be ſuſpected, and long be- 
fore th13 Suit againſt him began, ſhe — 
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moſt of the Particulars which ſhe now char- 
ges him with, in Confidence, to ſeveral of 
Father Girard's Penitents, particularly to 
La Guiol, La Laguiere, La Graviere, LA. 
lemande, La Battarelle, and La Rimboul ; 
who, in return, informed her that he had 
taken the fame criminal Liberties with 
them. She alſo told it to ſeveral of the 
Nuns of St. Clare, while ſhe was among 
them, as is proved by the Teſtimonies of 
the Lady de R cimban, by the Mother of 
PAlmande, by Magdelen Allemande, her 

__ Daughter, and by the Lady 


We ſhall not here repeat all the monſtrous 
and ſhameful Actions of Uncleanneſs com- 
mitted by this Confeſſor with his Penitent, 
leſt we ſhould render our Memorial too 
groſs and obſcene, and taint the Imaginati- 
on of our Readers: We cannot avoid being 
perpetually in fear, that we muſt injure Mo- 
deſty by ſaying too much of the Truth; 
or, by mincing the Matter, wrong the 
Cauſe we ſhould defend. Prevaricandum 
mihi eft, fi pudorem habeo. All that we al- 
ledge is certain Fact, and what we know, 
yet do not repeat, exceeds in Practice all 
that Sanchez has fo luſciouſly repreſented in _ 
Theory. 

Father Girard is guilty, not only of de- 
' bauching his Penitent, and committing _ 

ritua 


- 
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ritual Inceſt with her, but alſo of procuring 
Abortion, which 1s a new, and ſuper-abun- 
dant Proof of the former Crime. | 
When Father Girard knew that his Pe- 
ni tent had ſuffered Two Suppreſſions of 
thoſe Marks which exclude Pregnancy, he 
began to be alarmed ; but caſting in his 
Mind which way to remedy 1t, the Devil, 
his Prompter, ſoon furniſhed him with one: 
He perſuaded Miſs Cadiere that her Blood 
was inflamed, and told her, ſhe muſt drink 
for the Space of ſome Days a Porringer of 
Water, which he conſtantly adminiſtred to 
her himſelf, after having put in a little Pow- 
der, which he made her believe was only 
of a refreſhing, comfortable Quality ; ſhe, 
who was perfectly innocent of the Matter, 
and knew not that ſhe had conceived, aſ- 
ſured him, ſhe would do in every thing ac- 
cording to his Direction; and accordingly 
took from his Hand every Morning, for 
eight Days together, the Water, and the 
deſtroying Powder he had mingled in it, 
which iu a ſhort time wrought the deſired 
Effect, and procured an Abortion. The 


Day it happen'd, Father Girard, who was 


preſent in the Chamber, took the Pot, and 
carried 1t to the Window, where he was 
very curious in the Examination of what jt 
contained ; and when ſhe ordered her Maid 


to throw 1t out of the Window, who im- 


mediately 
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mediately obeyed, he cried out, with an 
Air of Surprize, and great Vehemence, Ob, 
what Impruden ce! to truſt a Secret of that 
Nature to a Servant] As the Mother of 
Miſs Cagiere was far from gueſſing at the 
true Reaſon of her Daughter's Indiſpoſition, 
ſhe was for ſending for a Phyſician ; but he 
oppoſed it with all his Might, and at length 
diſuaded her from it, by telling her, That 
Miſs Cadiere*s Illneſs was ſupernatural and 
divine, and that all human Remedies would 
De ineffeftual. _ 
After this, the firſt Time he went to viſit 
her at Ollioul:s, where ſhe was ſent by his 
Contriv ance, he asked the Mother Abbeſs, 
and the Lady de Leſcot, Miſtreſs of the 
Novices, if Miſs Cadiere had not an Effu- 
ſion of Blood, being ſtill alarmed that all 
was not over: For Proof of this, take the 
following Teſtimonies, and the Confeſſion 
of Father Girard himſelf, in his Anſwers to 
the Interrogatories put to him. | 

Clare Berarde, the Servant of Miſs Ca- 
diere, a neceſſary and natural Witneſs of this 
Fact, depoſed, That in the Beginning of 
June, the Father Rector of the Jeſuits came 
every Day to ſee Miſs Cadiere in her Cham- 
ber, and that they were ſhut in together; 
that he conſtantly went every Day into the 
Kitchen, and fetched a Porringer of Water, 
which he carried up to the ſaid Cadiere, not 

| ſuffering 
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_ ſuffering any Perſon but himfelf to perform 
that Office, tho* not only ſhe, the Depo- 
nent, but likewiſe the Mother and Brother 
of Cadiere, offered to do it: She further. 
adds, That two or three Days after Eaſter, 
about an Hour after Father Girard had 
been in the Room, Miſs Cadiere called this 
Deponent, and, opening the Door half way, 
gave her a Pot full of Blood, which ſhe or- 
dered her to throw away; and that as ſhe 
was going: to do it, ſhe heard Father Girard 
cry out, in an angry Tone, Oh, what In- 
prudence! to truſt a Secret of this Nature to a . 
Servant! Fheſe Words were twice repeated. 
This Depoſition: contains Three Proots 
that an Abortion was procured, and that it 
was done by Father Girard. The firſt is 
the Water which that Father would needs 
carry himſelf to hisDevotee,allowingno body 
to touch it, becauſe of the Powder he mingled 
in it; for what other Reaſon coulda celebra 
ted Preacher, a famous Confeſſor, have for 
debaſing himſelf into the Character of a 
| Nurſe? Why did he not rather leave that 
Office to her Mother, or her Maid, whom 
it would have more become? The ſecond is, 
The great Loſs of Blood Miſs Cadiere ſu- 
ſtained, which was ſufficiently proved in the 
Proceſs, and which Father Girard himſelf 
told the Abbeſs, and the Miſtreſs of the 
Novices, exceeded Twenty Pounds. =o 
i 
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third is, That when Miſs Cadiere ordered 
her Maid to throw away a Pot full of Blood, 
when Father Girard was in the Room, he 
ſaid, twice over, Oh ! what Imprudence, what 
Imprudence, &c. Terms which demonſtrated 
there was ſome Myſtery in that Pot not fit 
to be truſted to a Maid: And beſides, 
ought it not to be looked on as an evident 
Demonſtration of their unlawful Commerce 
together, that Miſs Cadiere, a young Wo- 
man of the moſt modeſt Behaviour, ſhould 
have the Confidence to give ſuch a Thing to 
her Maid, in the Preſence of her Father 
Confeſſor, a Liberty which a married Wo- 
man would be very loth to take before her 
Husband ! OLE: 

The Abbeſs of the Convent of St. Clare 
at Ollioules depoſed, That the firſt Time 
Father Girard came there, he was ſcarce 
fat down before he asked her, and the Mi- 
ſtreſs of the Novices, F Mis Cadiere had 
not loſt a great Quantity of Blood, and that 
they were both extremely ſurprized at ſuch 
a Demand. 

The Lady de Leſcot, Miſtreſs of the No- 
vices, gave in her Affidavit in the very ſame 
Words. 

The Fact of procuring Abortion is alſo 
proved by ſeveral other Witneſſes, who 
were Miſs Cadtere's Confidants, and to 
whom ſhe told it both before and after 8 
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had began the Proceſs : But we ſhall paſs 
them over, and come to the Words of the 
Accuſed himſelf, in which we ſhall find a 
compleat Conviction of his Guilt. 

The hundred and ſecond Interrogatory. 
ff he had not given Miſs Cadiere a Potion to 
procure Abortion ® 

Anſwer. No. | 

The hundred and third Interrogatory. 
1f he could deny that he had carried Water up 
to her every Morning for a Week together, or 
more ; and if the ſaid Cadiere had not com- 

ained to him that ſhe found herſelf much in- 

iſpoſed, and had no Appetite io her Meat ? 

Anſwer. That it was true that Cadiere 
Had ſeveral times complained to him of an ill 
State of Health, and that ſhe was very much 
altered, which he imputed to her Pc ſſeſſion, 
ſince it was about the Time that her Fits began 
40 ſeize her; and that he had ſometimes given 
her a Porringer of Water out of Charity, 

He would not allow what he gave Miſs 
Cadiere to drink ſhould be called a Potion ; 
and affected to miſtake the Time in which 
he was ſo aſſiduous about her, in order to 
confound the Judgment of thoſe who exa- 
mined him. 

The hundred and ſeventh Interrogatory. 
If the ſaid Cadiere had not ſhewed him a Pot 
of Blood ? and if he had not conſidered it with

Anſwer. 
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Anſwer. That one Evening, towards the 
End of April, /he took a Pot, in which there 
was a Liquor of a blackiſh Colour, and gave 
it to her Maid to carry away. 

Here he confeſles to have ſeen the Pot, 
and what it contain'd ; the Curioſity on his 
Part in looking into it, and the Liberty on 
her's in ſhewing it, are convincing Demon- 
{trations of their too great Familiarity. 

In the Confrontation of the Accuſed with 
the Abbe Cadiere, he confeſſes to have diſ- 
ſuaded the Mother of Miſs Cadiere from 
taking the Judgment of a Pyſician on her 
Daughter's Indifpoſition 3 and we would 
fain know what Motive he could have for 
ſo doing, but that of the true Cauſe being 
diſcovered. | 

In fine, the Letter of Father Girard the 
3oth of July, is a full Argument of his 
Guilt in this Point. He ſays in it to his Pe- 
nitent, Let me know when and how your 
Bleifings return'd; 1 humbly implore him ch 
ts he only Source of them, to ſhed them upon you 
in greater Abundance, and that the Stop which 
has been nut to them by your Sins, may be, at 
laſt, as a Damm breten down, after which 
the Waters overflow, and carry all before 
them. 

Theſe Expreſſions, tho pretty much 
perplexed, and dark, can by no Contiuc- 
tion be applied to her Stigma's, as the Je- 

{uit 
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ſuit pretends in his written Notes, wherein 
he diſcovers but little Judgment, or ſolid 
Reaſoning, Can it be the Stigma's that 
were to return, and be ſhed in greater A- 
bundance ? Could they be like a Damm 
broken down, after which the Waters o- 
verflow, and carry all before them ? No, 
tis plain thoſe Words could allude to no- 
thing but thoſe Tokens which exclude Preg- 
nancy, the Return of which was Matter of 
Rejoicing to our pious Confeſſor, becauſe 
it was a certain Proof that ſhe was not with- 
Child, and fo eaſed him of all his Appre- 
henſions. The Satisfaction he conceived at 
It, 1s manifeſt by his own Letter to her, 
which he concludes with theſe Words: 7 
am in Him the very ſame that you thought me, 
in our Dans of greateſt Happineſs and Tran- 
quility, Thus is he convicted of having 
procured her Abortion, even by his own 
Confeſſion. 

Nor muſt we believe that this rapacious 
Director confined his amorousInclinations to 
Miſs Cadiere alone, tho' for ſome time ſhe 
was his principal Favourite: His capacious 
Heart had room to entertain a Plurality 
of fair Idea's, and liberally he extended his 
Deſires to ſeveral others of his Penitents, 

with whom he took the ſame Liberties he 
did with her. It is not only notoriouſly 


known at Toulon, but alſo proved in the 
Proceſs, 
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Proceſs, that this chaſte Confeſſor had a 
little Seraglio of ſtigmatiz*'d Devotees, who 
took their Turns of Pleaſure with him: 
We ſhall only mention ſome Proofs which 
were occaſionally introduced by having a 
kind of Relation to the ' Abuſe put upon 
Miſs Cadiere. | 

Clare Berarde depoſed, That: the Mo- 
ther of Miſs Cadiere having ſent her to the 
Jeſuits College, as ſhe was coming in at the 
great Door, ſhe faw Father Girard kiſs 
la Guiol. | 

La Battareile,, in her Confrontation with 
the Father Carmelite, on his interrogating 
her, avowed, That being one Day at the 
Houſe of la Guiol, the ſaid la Guizl ſaid to 
her, My Husband is gone to Beaucaire, and 
J expect the Father Rector to come, --- ſtay 
with me, and we will meaſure him. 

Father Girard, in his Anſwer to the 
Hundred and Forty-firſt Interregatory, con- 
feſſes, That one Day la Batarelle embrac'd 
and kiſs'd him in the Houſe of Cadiere: But 
this was not the only Time he had been 
enibrac'd and kiſs'd by her; for not only 
the Lady Boyer, the Hundred and Eigh- 
teenth Witneſs, ſays, That la Battarelle told 
her, ſhe had embraced Father Girard in 
the Confeſſional, but alſo Ja Battarelle her- 
ſelf depoſes, That being, one Day, in the 
Confeſſional with the Father Rector, ſhe

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felt the utmoſt Inclination to be united to 
him; and having told him ſo, obtained his 
Conſent in Words, which, ſhe ſaid, ſhe 
could not well remember : She farther adds, 
That being another Time in the Confeſ- 
ſonal, ſhe was poſſeſs'd with the fame 
Emotions of Fondneis for him, and paſ- 
{:onately longed to embrace him, and ma- 
king no Scruple of declaring it, he cry'd, 
You love me loo much no; and then took 
ner Hands and laid them on his Shoulders, 
and preſenting his Face to her at the ſame 
lime, the Deponent kiſſed him; and after 
he had ſaid ſome Words, the Meanirg of 
winch ſhe did not comprehend, fhe retir'd 
very well content. Thus much for ia Bat- 
aft; now for la Lavgiere. 

Mademoiſelle Julica, the twelfth Wit- 
nei3, depoſed, That being one Day in the 
Chamber of la Langiere, when the Father 
Girard came to viſit her, ſhe retired and 
left them together, on which the Door was 
inſtantly ſhut, and the Key taken on the 
Inſide: She adds, That another Pay there 
were a great Number of the ſaid Father's 
Penicauts, dancing, ſinging, fealting, and 
carouſing o the Fiealth of tne Jeſuit.

Catherine Laugiere, the Fifty- third Wit- 
neſs, depoſed, That when Marianne Lau- 
giere had her Fits of Poſſeſſion, the Father 
Rector came to viſit her, and whenever he 
was alone with her in her Chamber, ſhut 
the Door; but for what Reaſon the Depo- 
nent does not pretend to determine. 
Magdelen Allemande, the Hundred and 
Third Witneſs, ſays, That Ja Laugiere con- 
feſs'd to her, that Father Girard, having 
abuſed her, had been the Occaſion of her 
Fits of Poſſeſſion, and that ſhe was with 
Child by him. 

Can all this be denied to be plain Proofs 
of this Confeſſor's libidinous Inclinations ? 
What a Scandal w himfelf, and his whole 
Order, has his Conduct brought 

He is not, however, the firſt Jeſuit that 
has corrupted his Penitent; The Story of 
Father Mena has too near a Reſemblance to 
his to be omitted in this Place. He was a 
Man of very extraordinary Talents, made 
excellent Diſcourſes in the Pulpit, and even 
his common Converſation was always of God 
and Eternity. He appeared alſo entirely 
mortified to Things of this World, was 
pale, thin, and hollow eyed, wore Garments 
little better than Rags, and a huge Roſary, 
This Jeſuit becoming amorous of a young 
Penitent he had at Salamanca, who was ve 


ſilly, told her, I was the Will and Pleaſure 
N 3 of 
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of God that they two ſhould live together in 
conjugal Union, but that it was abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary to keep it a Secret from every Body. 
She did not immediately give Conſent, and as 
he imagin'd ſhe would confult the Doctors 
of the Univerſity, he reſolv'd to take ſuch 
Precautions as ſhould prevent her being the 
better for it. Accordingly he went and 
told them, That he had a very ſcrupulous 
Penitent who intended to conſult them, and 
that if they gave any Encouragement to her 
firſt Demands, ſbe would be continually trou- 
bling them, he therefore deſir'd, that they 
would not liſten to what ſhe had to ſay, but ar- 
der her implicitly to obey the Injunctions of her 
Director, which was himſelf. As he had the 
Reputation of uncommon V irtue anc! Piety, 
they did not in the leaſt ſuſpect the Pu- 
rity of his Intentions, and, therefore, when 
the young Lady applied to them, as ſhe 
did ſoon after, they would not ſuffer her to 
relate the Caſe, but told her at once, That 
ſhe could not do better than comply with every 
thing Father Mena ſhould adviſe her to. On 
which, the poor dcluded Girl no longer 
doubted, but it was the Will of Heaven, 
and ſo, without farther Delay, conſented 
to marry her Confeſſor. He had ſeveral 
Children by her, yet ſtill continued to fa 
Maſs, Preach, Confeſs, and perform al 
other Exerciſes of Devotion; read 1 
0 
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of Morality to the College of Jeſuits, 
and kept his Miſtreſs in an adjacent Her- 
mirage. 2 

But the Thing in time taking Air, the 
Inquiſition was informed of what had paſ- 
ſed. Father Mena was ſeized, and put 
into Prifon 3 which Procceding againſt 
him, made a Noiſe in the World, propor- 
tionable to the high Reputation he had ac- 
quired by his pretended Sanctity. The 
whole Society engaged in his Defence, and 
by Means of ſome Certificates, that Father 
Mena was very ill, obtained Leave to re- 
move him to their College, under Pre- 
tence, that he might be better taken Care 
of, and at the fame Time be under the 
Guard of the Inquiſition. As they found 
there was no Poſſibility of clearing him, or 
ſtifling an Affair which had made ſo great a 
Noiſe in the World, and had ſo many Cir- 
cumſtances to prove, they made uſe of this 
Stratagem to prevent a publick Tryal, and 
the Scandal it would bring on their Order. 
They gave out that he was dead; his Knell 
was rung; and having made up a Body of 
thin Laths, with a Face and Hands of 
Paſtboard, they dreſt up this Image in the 
Habit of a Jeſuite, put it into a Coffin, and 
buried it, with all the Funzral-Ceremontes, 
while the real, and living Father Mena, 
was ſet upon a Mule, and never ſtopped * 
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he arrived at Genoa, where he publickly ex- 
plained the Law of Moſes to the Fes. 
Thus was the juſt Puniſhment of his 
Crime eluded, and the World deprived of 
an Example, which might have been a Ter- 
ror to all future Offenders in the like Man- 
ner. 

The Jeſuits are a Sort of Men, who 
know very well how to abuſe, not only 
thoſe who are really poſſeſſed, as Father 
Girard did in the Caſe of Miſs Cadiere, and 
thoſe others of his Penitents, whom he had 
put into that Condition, but alſo to bring 
about their vile and lacivious Purpoſes, by 
pretended Poſſeſſions. The Story of Fa- 
ther Dubois, of Nevers, 1s yet recent, and 
ſufficiently publick : Every-body knows 
the Fruits of his charitable Viſits to one of 
his Penitents, who feigned to be poſſeſſed, 
was a great Belly, and that he was ſurpriz d 
one Night in Bed with her. A fine Exor- 
ciſm indeed! Theſe Examples are of dread- 


fu] Conſequence, when they go off with Im- 
punity 3 for if the firſt that had been found 


_ guilty, had received the due Reward of his 


Crime, ſo many ſince, and Father Girard 
among the reſt, would not have dared to 
tread in the ſame Steps. But however 
that be, the laſt is fully convicted of having 
committed Spiritual Inceſt with Miſs Ca- 
diere, and ſeveral others of his — 
an 
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and of havirg procured an Abortion; we 
have now no more to do, than to demon- 
ſtrate in what Manner he has been guilty of 
ſuborning the Witneſſes. 

In the Firſt, then, fuch Arts have been 
uſed to render of no effect the Proſecution 
of the Piaintiff, and to ſcreen the Offender 


from the Sentence of the Law, as are little 


leis odious in the Eyes of Heaven, and all 
good Men, than thoſe Crimes the Jeſuit 
as at firit accuſed of. 
Ihe Moment Miſs Cadiere had carried 
to the Criminal Judge, her juſt Complaint 
of Inchantment, Rape, Spiritual Inceſt and 
Abortion, ſhe was ordered to be confined 
in the Convent of the Urſaliaus at Tout, a 
Place wholly devoted to the Jeſuits, as we 
have fully proved : She 1s there treated 
with all manner of Cruelty and Violence, 
in order to force her to retract what ſhe 
had ſaid : She is refuſed the Confeſſors ſhe 
deſires, and compell'd to accept of Mon- 
ſieur Berges, or to have none; and, indeed, 
it was the ſame ching, for he being no 
more than a Creature of the Jeſuits, goes 
to play the Part of a Contefor to this young 
Creature, attended by Hager Sabatier, and 
two W itnefies, with no other View, than to 
oblige her to withdraw her Complaint, and 
tells her, That <vithout ſhe begins with that, 
there is neither Confeſſiun nor Abjolution to be 
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permitted ber. How violent, how illegal, 
and how cruel a Proceeding was this from 
Church-Men ! 8 

Nothing being to be obtained this Way, 
the Proctor of the Biſhop's Court enters 
himſelf into the Service of the Jeſuits, and 
by a Prevarication, worthy of all the Se- 
verities of the Law, produces no Wit- 
neſſes but ſuch as he knew were likely to 
favour the Jeſuit's eſcaping the Sentence of 
thoſe Crimes, which he ought, according 
to the Equity of his Function, to have pur- 
ſued with the ſevereſt Vengeance. The 
Regiſter, and the Chancellor, carry the 
Proceedings every Night to the Jeſuits 
3 Convent; where they ſhew them to the 
Ws Accuſed, and Father Sabatier, who know- 

ing by that, what the Plantiff's Witneſſes 
had depoſed, produce other Evidences, 
which ſhould puzzle the Cauſe, if not ren- 
der invalid all that the former had ſaid. 
This unfair Practice has been continued 
through the whole Courſe of the Proceed- 
ings, which one need only examine, to be 
convinc'd of the Truth of. Now let us 
enquire what Sort of Witneſſes they were 
that the Proctor, and the other Emiſſaries 
of the Jeſuits, procured, why, even Father 
J Girards own Penitents, and moſt of them 
ſtigmatiz'd Devotees, with whom he had 
taken the ſame Criminal Liberties he =

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done with Miſs Cadiere, who were the Ac- 
complices of his Debaucheries, whom he 
all along confeſs'd, and ſtill confeſſes, at 
the Head of whom is the famous Ja Guiol, 
his Confident ; for ſhe was the firſt Evi- 
dence produced by the Proctor, and was 
ſoon followed by la Laugiere, la Riboul, 
la Gravier, and la Berlue. The reſt are 
the Penitents of Father Sabatier, who is an 
intimate Friend of the Accuſed, and the 
Prime Author of this Proſecutton, and 
who now 13 chief Sollicitor for him, tho? ſo 


many Rez ſons, well known to the Publick, 


ought to have hinder'd him from meddling 
at all in the Affair. 
Tis thus that this wicked Jeſuit, not 


content with abuſing the Sacraments, and 


every Myſtery of our holy Religion to 
ſeduce his Devotees, and commit upon 
them the fouleſt Crimes, ſtill continues to 
abuſe them, by ſuborning Witneſſes to lay 
the whole Blame on them, and procure 
Impunity for himſelf. | 

In the mean time, Miſs Cadiere ſummons 
her Witneſſes, and when they offer to de- 
poſe at the Biſhop's Court, they find Je- 
ſuits, aad others, there ready, who offer 
to ſuborn them; but being Proof againſt 


all ſuch baſe and clandeſtine Attacks, ſome 
of them are forced to reſign their Sum- 


mons and go away without being heard :

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It cannot be doubted but that Father 
Girard procured, if not dictated, this Let- 
ter, both becauſe the main Purport of it

them what to do. In the Evidence this 
Lady herſelf had given, before the Receipt 
of this Letter, ſhe had not ſpoke a Word

This Man, who had a Siſter 
in the Monaſtery of St. (Lire at Ollioules, 
and a very great Intimacy with four or five 
other Nuns of that Place, ſeemed the pro- 
pereſt Perſon in the World to engage 
to any-thing in Favour of Father Gi- 
rard: They, therefore, got him recalled, 
and a general Indemnity granted him, on 
Condition he would do all in his Power to 
bring off the Jeſuite. It is very natural to 
be zealous in the Service of choſe who are 
like ourſelves, eſpecially when our own In- 
tereſt combines, as it ſtrongly did in this 
Caſe, and, accordingly, this Prieſt perfect- 
ly well executed the Conditions of his Par- 
don. The Contrivance of the Plot for 
bringing it about, was chiefly owing to 
himſelt, and the Lady de Beaufhere the 
younger, and was executed in the follow- 
ing Manner. "3; 

They judged it would very much invali- 
date the Depoſition of Marianne Materone, 
the Maid of the Convent, if Witneſſes were 
brought to Swear chat ſhe told them, That 
when ſhejureriz:d the father Rector kiſſing Miſs 
Cadicre in the Parloun, fhe ſas what ajjed 
betwern thein throvi/) a Hole ia the Latch 
of the Dor, hadi cut the Cord that as 
throvoh it; ani if tied s nmefes Wand 
arther add. hat ts Fact muit be Ile, 
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becauſe at thatTime there was noHole in the 
Latch for a Cord to paſs through, but that 
three or four Days after, they did find a 
Hole newly made, and another bored half 
through. The Plot thus concerted, was 
executed by the Lady de Beaufhere the 
younger, Mounſieur Portals the Prieſt, 
the Lady de Camelin the younger, Witneſ- 
ſes all "> Side as mentioned in the Lady 
de Cogolin's Letter, and by Father Aubany, 
who being extremely intimate with the 
Lady de Beaufſiere the elder, eaſily drew 
her into the Contrivance alſo, being ſtre- 
nuouſly aſſiſted in it by the Sollic itations of 
her Siſter, who was commiſſioned to ſpare 
no Pains to bring her over. 

Accordingly, the Lady de Beauſſiere the 
elder, and the Lady Camelin the younger, 
in their Depoſitions, and the Lady de 
Beauſſiere the younger, in her Re- examina- 
tion, fłiled not to aver, that the Maid had 
told them, that having cut the Cord which 
went through the Latch of the Parlour Door, 
je peeped through it, aud ſaw Father Girard 
k&ijs Mis Cadiere; and that they, not very 
readily believiag this Aſſertion, reſolved to know 
the Trath, and not only went themſelves to ex- 
amine the Door, but alſo cauſed Mounſicur 
Portalie, and an Obſervantin Father to do 
the ſume; and that there was no ſuch Thing as 
a Hole ; but that to or three Days after they 

went 
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went again, and found one newly made, and 
another juſt begun. Mounſieur Pcrtalis is 
very full in his Examination, and ſwears 
directly, that he went twice, at the Re- 
queſt of the Ladies, to examine the Door, 
and that the firſt Time there was no Hole, 
but the ſecond Time there was one, and 
half another, | 

But that which ſeems moſt ſingular, is, 
that Father Aubany, of whom, neither the 
Lady de Beauſſiere, nor the the Lady Came- 
lin, had ever made mention, but only ſpoke 
of an Obſervantin Father, ſhould riſe of a 
ſudden, and, by his Depoſition, ſubſtitute 
himſelf in the Place of that ſame Friar, 
to perform the Office of a Surveyor, in 
Conjunction with Mounſieur Portals, and 
the Ladies, and affirm, that he examined 
the Door twice over. Can any thing be 
more pitiful and rediculous than this Ma- 
nagement? Are not the Plot, and the Su- 
bornation, eaſy to be diſcerned, even by 
thoſe who are Jeaſt capable of Penetration? 

For, in the firſt Place, none of theſe 
Facts were ever thought of till after the 
Receipt of the Lady de Cagolin's Letter, 
which contained the Perſuaſions and Di- 
rections of this Subornation; not one of 
them is even hinted at in any of their for- 
mer Depolitions 3 and thoſe of the Nuns, 
who had already given in their Evidence, 
never 
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never ſo much as thought of them till their 
Re- examination. 1 

Secondly, What a ſilly Piece of Affec- 
tation it 13 in the Lady de Beaulſſſiore the 
younger, and the Lady Camelin the younger, 
to pretend, that they had made ſo parti- 
cular an Examination of the Door? What 
Reaſon could they have for being ſo very 
curious, or why did they endeavour to ren- 
der the Maid's Evidence of no Effect? 

Thirdly, Father Aubany, who had been 
Guardian of his Convent, on a ſudden 
metamorphoſes himſelf into a Brother 
or a Friar of the Order, on purpoſe 
to fill up a Vacancy, and perform the 
Part of a Surveyor, in Conjunction with 
Mounſieur Portals, tho' the Nuns, who 
had ſpoke of theſe Surveyors, did not men- 
tion him, but only ſaid ic was a Father who 
had very good Eyes. 

Fourthly, What renders the whole Story 
of the Hole in the Latch entirely uſcleſs 
to thoſe who contrived it, is, that the 
Maid did not fay, that ſhe f. What paſ- 
ſed between Father CI end and Miſs Ca- 
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diere through a Hole in che Latch, but by 


opening the Dear ri; art that {he 
ſurprized them ther Time in the fame 
Poſture at rie rate of the Choir. All 
this is, therctorc, a Fable, or, more 


propert:” 
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properly, an ill-concerted Impoſition of 
no Force. 

In fine, the Teſtimony of Marianne 
Materone 1s coroborated by three other un- 
queſtionable Witneſſes, as has been proved; 
and from all this it muſt be naturally in- 
ferred, that the Proctor, Chevalier de 
Latran, is the main and principal Inſtru- 
ment of this Subornation, ſince it is ob- 
vious he took the Depoſitions of ſeveral 
of theſe Witneſſes, on the Affair of the 
Hole in the Door, and the Penſion pretend- 
ed to be promiſed to the Maid, by the 
Relations of Miſs Cadiere, for no other 
Purpoſe, than to procure a Juſtification 
of Father Girard. What a ſhameful Proſ- 
titution was this of Juſtice, and of a pub- 
lick Office. 

But we have ſtill another, and ſtronger 
Proof of the Jeſuits Subornation of Dy ; 
they made Siſter Gaudin, Siſter Portalis, 
and the Lady de Cogolin (whoſe Letter 
ſufficiently ſhews her Attachment to Father 
Girard, her Director, and her Concern for 
the Succeſs of his Affairs) aver, that they 
had heard Magdalen Pauque ſay, that 
when Miſs Cadiere was at la Baſtide, the 
Country Seat of the Seiur Pauque, ſhe uſed 
frequently to lock herſelf up with the Prior 
of the Carmelites. However, this Mag- 
dalen Pauque, who has been ſworn, plainly 

gives 
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gives the Lie to this Calumny, and neither 
in her Depoſition, nor Re-examination, 
ſpeaks one Word of any ſuch Matter; 
and this is of itſelf ſufficient to deſtroy all 
the Evidences of theſe three ſuborned 
Nuns, according to that Maxim in Law, 
which ſays, That a Witneſs depoſing, that 
he 'eard a Perſon ſay any thing, is not to be 
credited any farther than the ſaid» Perſon con- 
firms that Evidence by his own : But we 
have ſtill plainer Proofs that this Story 
is without any Foundation, which is the 
Words of Magdalen Pauque, who in her 
Confrontation with Mil; 3 affirmed, 
that ſhe never ſaid any ſuch Thing to 
theſe Nuns, and that it was an utter Falſ- 
hood. 

Laſtly, It is undeniably proved by the 
Proceſs, and by the Depoſition of Marga- 
ret Ainaud, the Wife of Joe Dumas, the 
hundred and twentieth Witneſs, tnat Fa- 
ther Aubany, and the Father Boulier an 
Obſervantine, both of them Creatures and 
Emiſſaries of the J-fuits, had abuſed the 
Name of the Biſhop of T-!/on, in telling 
the Mother Abbeſs of St. Ciure at Ollionles, 
and ſeveral of the Nuns, hat the ſaid Pre- 
late Was extremely incenſed againſt them for 
#ufferins their Maid to appear againſt Father 
Girard, aid threatned ij any of them ſhould 
offer to give Evidence againſt that Feſuit, he 
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wottid turn them out of the Convent in four 
and twenty Hours; which gave the Lady 
Abbeſs Occaſion to anſwer, that her Mo- 
neſtery, being a Royal one, had no Depen- 
dance on the Lord Biſhop of Toulon, and 
that neither ſhe, nor ſhe believed any of that 
S1fterbood, would refuſe declaring the Truth 
when Fuſtice required it of them. 

Theſe are all evident Proofs af Sobot- 
nation, and ſufficient to convict the Father 
Girard, and his Adherents, of it, without 
mentioning thoſe which are not yet entirely 
come to our Knowledge, and can therefore 
be only termed reaſonable Suppoſitions; 
but we need not be ſurprized, tis the ordi- 
nary Reſource of the Jeſuits in all criminal 
Proſecutions, eſpecially in thoſe of this 
Nature, nor 1s their Conduct difterent from 
their Maxims. The Length of this Me- 
morial will not permit us to inſert many 
Inſtances of the Truth of this Accuſation 
againſt them, but it is neceſſary we cite 
one which appears to have a near Reſem- 
blance with the Caſe before us. 

The College of Jeſuits at Granada having 
an Eſtate at a Place called Caparacer a, 
about ſix Miles from Granada, committed 
the Care of it to a certain Friar of their 
Order. The Friar fell in love with a mar- 
ried Woman of the Place, and, in order 
to carry on an Amour withher, em * 

the 
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the Husband in manuring the Ground, and 
even doubled his Wages, that he might, b 
this Means, keep him conſtantly at wor 
in the Fields, and ſo have both a freer and 
ſafer Acceſs to his Wife. He improved 
his Time ſo well, that he ſoon got Poſ- ; 
ſeſſion of her. The Husband, notwith- 7 
ſtanding his double Wages, could not 
help being a little jealous of the Friar ; and 
to make himſelf eaſy, reſolved to ſpoil the 
Intrigue - But how to effect it was the 
Difficulty ; for the Friar was very fond of 
his Wife, and ſhe was far from diſlik ing 
him. One Day our Friar took a Trip 
from Granada to viſit his Miſtreſs, and 
never doubting but her Husband was buſy 
in the Fields, went directly to the Door, 
alighted and went in. The Fair-One was 
not coy, nor the Gallant ſlow in improv- 
ing the Opportunity; but in the midſt of 
their Happineſs, the injured Husband, who 
probably had ſome Notice of the Friar's 
intended Viſit, and, for that Reaſon, had 
concealed himſelf in the Houſe, went up 
to his Wife's Bed-chamber, and caught 
them in the very Act, ſtabbed the poor 
Friar, and then throwing up his Cap, 
cry'd out, Away go Horns. As there was 
nothing but Juſtice in the Husband's Con- 
duct, which was, moreover, authorized b 
the Law, and the Friar was the only _ 
minal, 
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minal, he immediately commenced an Ac- 
tion, in which he fully proved the Friar's 
unlawful Commerce with his Wife, and 
made it appear, that he killed him in the 
very Act with her. The Rector of the Je- 
ſuit's College at Granada was no ſooner in- 
formed of what had happened, but he pre- 
ſented a Petition deſiring, that an Informa- 
tion might be lodged concernirg the Mur- 
der of this Friar ; and what by Preſents, 
and what by Promiſes, prevailed with all 
the Witneſſes, who had been heard at the 
Husband's Requeſt, to retract their Depo- 
ſitions; and produced others to ſwear on | 
one Hand, that the Woman was in Years, | 
in order to make it be believed that ſhe was 
old, and ſo to remove all Suſpicion of an | 
Amour with her, tho' ſhe was then but f 
Eight- and- twenty; and on the other, that x 
the Friar was a perfect Saint, and had his ” 
Beads always in his Hand, inceſſantly put- | 
ting his Prayers up to God. Theſe Evi- 
dences, who ſtil] perſiſted in their Accuſa- 
tion of him, were rejected without any Pre- 
tence of Reaſon. In ſhort, they carried it 
with ſo high a Hand, that the poor Huſ- 
band was found guilty, and condemned to 
be hanged for Contumacy, After this 
Sentence was paſſed and executed, the Je- 
ſuites cauſed it, and the Proceedings from 
which it reſulted, to M printed, in Honour 
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to theMemory of their chaſte and holy Bro- 
ther, as well as the Society of which he was 
a worthy Member. | 
What a ſtrong Reſemblance is there be- 
tween this Caſe and ours? In both we find 
the ſame Arts employ'd, the fame Lan- 
guage in the Mouths of the ſuborned Wit- 
neſſes, and particularly the ſame Encomi- 
ums of Wiſdom, Prudence, Virtue and 
Sanctity laviſhed upon Father Girard, tho? 
Ca by above T hreeſcore unexcep- 
tionable Witneſſes, by his own Confeſſion, 
and Letters under his Hand ; the Deſign 
is the ſame in both; with this only Differ- 
ence, that in ours they have not yet been 
able entirely to ſtifle the Truth, nor the 
glarirg Proofs of it, produced in the Pro- 
ceedings, in his Letters and Anſwers, 
notwithſtanding all the unfair Means that 
have hitherto been uſed, whether by the 
Subornation of Evidence, or the ill Treat- 
ment, Violence and Threats with which 
this poor young Creature has been haraſſed 
almoſt out of her Life; and by which they 
ſorced her to retract the Truth, and betray 
Jerſelf, notwithſtanding all thoſe other In- 
ſtances of Violence and Oppreſſion which 
has ſo much irritated all the impartial 
World, that the Reflection every-body 
makes upon our hard Caſe, is, that Inno- 
cence is viſibly cruſhed in every reſpect, my 
| chat 
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that Vice enjoys all the Advantages of Vir- 
tue. And * who can, without Indig- 
nation, behold a Villain convicted of five 
or fix capital Crimes, the leaſt of which 
deſerves a cruel Death, barely ſummoned to 
make his Defence, enjoying his full Liber- 
ty, ſaying Maſs, preaching, and confeſ- 
ſing publickly at Toulon, the Scen2 of his 
Debaucheri?s, to the great Scandal of the 
whole World; while Miſs Cadiere, whoſe 
only Guilt conſiſts in being forced to accuſe 
a Criminal. who is too powertully protected, 
is bound over to a perſonal Appſſrance, 
has been all along, and ſtill is confined to a 
Convent, ignommiouſly tranſported from 
Place to Place by the Sherift*s Officers, and 
abandoned to that Shame and Diſtreſs 
which ought to have been the Criminal's 
Portion. Shall the Jeſuits then, the Jeſuits 
be the only Subjects of his Majefty, whoſe 
Crimes the publick Juſtice of their Coun- 
try, dare not chaſtiſe? and muſt the Pu- 

niſhment juſtly due to them, recoil upon 
their innocent Accuſers? 

Further; Is it not very ſurprizing, that 
the Society, inflead of diſowning ſo ſcanda- 
lous a Member, and abandoning him to 
the juſt Reward of his Actions, ſhoul.l 
adopt his Guilt, by employing the ſtrong- 
eſt Solicitations, and the baſeſt Arts, to 
bring him off with Impunity, and to cruſh 

FI that 
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that Innocence which he had abuſed ? In 
the Name of God, allow they might have 
defended him before he was legally con- 
victed, while he was yet only accuſed of 
ſuch horrid Crimes, and while the faint Re- 
mains of a dying Reputation, in ſome mea- 
fare, favoured his Innocence; but when his 
Guilt 1s evidently proved by the Proceed- 
ings, of which they 3 ignorant, by 
his own Confeſſion, and by Letters under 
his Hand, is it not both for the Intereſt and 
rhe Honour of the Society to give up a 
Membagwho is ſo great a Diſgrace to it? 
By ſuch a Conduct the Character of that 
venerable Body would not have been ſullied 
in the Jeatt 3 but now, do not they protect 
him as a guilty Criminal, and becauſe he 
is ſo? And when we obſerve the Pains 
they take to procure him Impunity, have 
we not good Reaſon to ſay, that he has of- 
fended no otherways than as a Jeſuit, and 
that the whole Society is bound to fave him 
harmleſs ? 

After all that has been ſaid and proved, 
will the Delinquent pretend, that this is no- 
thing but a Conſpiracy formed by Miſs Ca- 
diere, her Brothers, and the Prior of the 
Carmelites, with no other View but to ruin 
his Character? The Evaſion would be very 
ridiculous : For, 
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In the firſt Place, whom will he perſuade 
to believe that a young Woman, whoſe Re- 
putation is, in every other Reſpect, un- 
blemiſhed, ſince even the Calumny of this 
Jeſuit, and his Emiſſaries, can find nothing 
in it to cenſure? That a young Lady of a 


good Family, with no inconſiderable For- 


tune; who, out of the moſt perfect Cha- 


ſtity of Inclination, refuſed ſeveral very 
honourable Matches, ſhould have formed 
the ridiculous Project of accuſing him in 
ſuch a Manner, out of pure Malice to him, 
or Partiality for his Enemies, without the 
Hopes of reaping any other Fruit by 1t,than 
Diſhonour to herſelf ? That two Brothers, 
Prieſts, whoſe Lives have always been very 
regular, ſhould reſolve to diſgrace their 
Siſter, diſgrace themſelves, and their whole 
Family? That the Prior of the Carmelites, 
who was but juſt come to Toulon, and was 
no otherwiſe, no farther concerned in the 
Aflair, than in Obedience to the Biſhop's 


Commands, who intruſted the Direction 


of this young Penitent to his Care; that 
he ſhould combine with them to accuſe a 
Jeſuit, whole Crimes every-body knows 
it is very difficult to puniſh? And that 
all of them ſhould wantonly and raſhly 
expoſe themſelves to all the Conſequences 
of ſuch an Accuſation, and all the Trouble 
they have ſince undergone ? One muſt have 
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the Imagination of a guilty Jeſuit to pro- 
duce Ideas ſo monſtrous, that they ſhock 
both ſound Reaſon, and D 

Secondly, There can be no ſuch Plot, 
unleſs Father Girard be innocent, and the 
whole Charge againſt him an infamous Ca- 
lumny. But he is convicted of all the 
Crimes of which he was accuſed, not only 
by above ſixty Witneſſes, but by his on 
Letters, and by his own Confeſſion. How 
is the Pretence of a Plot to be reconciled 
with ſuch ſtrong Conviction ? 

Laſily, If Miſs Cadiere could be ſuppo- 
ſed to have wantonly laid her Complaint 
before the Criminal Judge, when ſhe might 
have buried her own Shame, and the Vil- 
lany of her Confeſſor, in eternal Oblivion, 
we will grant her Conduct might have been 
ſuſpected not of a malicious Plot, but of 
extravagant Folly : But it was not ſhe that 
revealed this Myſtery of Iniquity ; it was 
the Chancellor himſelf, who, in Violation 
of the Laws, and by an Abuſe of his Of- 
fice, that deſerves to be ſeverely puniſhed, 
forced her, upon Oath, to diſcover it. Did 
not both ſhe and her Brother throw them- 
ſelves at the Biſhop's Feet, begging him, 
for God's fake, not to publiſh their Diſho- 
nour ? Did not they employ the moſt pow- 
erful Intereſt in Toulon, to diſſuade him 
fromit? And did not he give them his 

| Word 
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Word of Honour he would not do it ? 
Yet in Deſpight of that, did not the Je- 
ſuits themſelves, directed by that Spirit of 
Infatuation, which always attends great 

Crimes, prevail with him to proclaim the. 
Scandal, which it was ſo much their Intereſt 
to ſuppreſs ? If it were poſſible to imagine 
any Conſpiracy in this Aﬀair, how many 
Reaſons are there to ſuſpect one has been 
formed againft this unfortunate young Lady, 
to rob her of her Fortune, and her Quiet, 
as well as her Honour ? 

Father Girard has the Aſſurance to pre- 
tend, that Miſs Cadiere's Appeal againſt 
him ought not to be received, and that 
none has a Right to proſecute him but the 
Attorney General. This is the Refuge of 
a Criminal, who, conſcious of his Guilt, 
would have none to ſue for the Puniſnment of 
it. Shall an Action of Raviſhment, which 
by the only Law in the Code, De raptu vir- 
ginum, as well as by our Statutes, 1s allowed 
to all Women, married or unmarried, that 
have been debauched, be refuſed, in Sub- 
verſion of all Rules, to a Penitent againſt 
her Confeſſor, who, by an Abuſe of his 
ſacred Office, has deluded her, whom he 
ought to have directed in the Paths of 
Virtue. 

If then Father Girard is convicted of the 
Crimes of Quietiſm, Enchantment, Sor 
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cery, Raviſhment, Spiritual Inceft, Pro- 
curement of Abortion, and Subornation of 
Perjury, is it not a Violation of all the 
Rules, that he ſhould be barely ſummoned 
to make his Defence, as if he were accuſed 
of no more than a ſimple Riot, or Breach 
of the Peace ? Ought not every Sentence 
to be proportioned to the Nature of the 
Crime, and of the Evidence, as directed 
by the Laws, and particularly, by the Sta- 
tute of 1670, according 10 the Quality of 
the Crime, of the Evidence, and of thoſe con- 
cerned, the Parties pal be ſummoned to a 
Hearing, enter wie a Kecegmſance for their 
perjonat Anpearatiice, or ther Ferions ſhall be 
feized. On the bare Oath of the meaneſt 
Peaſant, the Perſons of Men of the firſt 
Quality have been ſcized for a Rape, of 
which an Hundred Inſtances might be pro- 
duced: And here a Penitent accuſes her 
Director of Raviſhment, Spiritual Inceſt, 
and ſeveral other horrible Crimes, of which 
he is fully convicted in Form, and yet he is 
barely ſummoned to take his Trial: What 
can, if this cannot, be called a Deriſion of 
Juitice? 

But for what Reaſon, or upon what Pre- 
tence of it, is Miſs Cadtere obliged to enter 
into a Recognizance for her perſonal Ap- 
pearance ? Alas! the Plaintitf in an Action 
of Raviſhment, who voluntarily reſigns _ 
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ſelf, and her Cauſe, to the Judgment of the 
Court, need not, nor never can be ſo treated) 
unleſs ſhe has the Character of a icanda- 
lous Proſtitute; and even then, the worſt 
that can be done, is to rejzct her Complaint z 
and wherever any Doubt ariſes about her 
Character, the Law preſumes, that ſhe 
would not have yielded to the Temptations 
of her Seducer, but by the Force of violent 
- Solicitations. 

Were Molinos's Penitents, who gave them- 
ſelves up to his Pleaſure, and whom he de- 
luded by his Quietifm, involved in his Sen- 
tence? Was not he looked upon as the 
only. Criminal, and was not he alone pu- 
niſned? In this Caſe the Delinquent is ſo 
much the more criminal, and the Plaintiff 
ſo much the more innocent, that in order 
to ſeduce her, he employed not only Quie- 
tiſm, but Sorcery and Enchantment, odioſis 
arlibus Circumvenit eam. By Means of theſe 
he firſt entangled her Affections, and cor- 
rupted her Heart ; and then " Treachery 
and Surprize debauched her Body at a Time 
when a Fit of Poſſeſſion or Extaſy had de- 
prived her of her Senſes. Of what a Com- 
plication of Villany does this Monſter ſtand 
convicted ? But with what Crime can the 
poor unfortunate young Lady be upbraided ? 
Is it not enough that ſhe is for ever diſho- 
noured ? Is it not ſufficient that ſhe is ruined 
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by her Confeſſor's Luſt, unleſs ſhe be fa- 
crificed to his Malice ? 

The Court fees that the Procedure made 
by the Chancellor, at the Requeſt of the 
Proctor, is a litigious and vexatious Suit, 
for the ſeveral following Reaſons. Firſt, 
Becaufe the Officials are not allowed to 
ſerve ſuch Writs, eſpecially on Lay-women 
and Spinſters. Secondly, Becauſe the Chan- 
cellor commenced his Proceſs by Interro- 
gations. Thirdly, Becauſe the Proctor, 
in his Petition of Complaint, comprehends 
Miſs Cadiere under ambiguous Terms, as 
the Event has fully demonſtrated. Fourthly, 
Becauſe, inſtead of purſuing with Ven- 
geance the Crimes committed by Father 

Girard, he only ſummoned ſuch of the 
Witneſſes as ſerved for his Juſtifi ation and 
Impunity; and this unfair Practice has 
continued from the very Commence ment of 
the Proceſs. Fifthly, Becauſe tas Pro- 
cedure confounding the Accuſer with the 
Accuſed, occaſioned the Citation of Miſs 
Cadiere, and laid the Foundation of her 
Anſwers, her Re-examinatioa and Con- 
frontation. Sixthly, That the Proceedings of 
Meſſieurs the Commiſſioners are alſo full of 
Errors, and the Anſwers of the Appellant 
void, becauſe forced from her at the Time 
of her Delirium, and without any Petition 
on her Part. That the Order of this extra- 

ordinary 
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ordinary Proceſs againſt her and Father 
Girard only 1s void, becauſe by that the 
Proceſs is divided, and, therefore, occaſi- 
ons the Abrogation of the Whole. That 
her Anſwers, ſince the 27th of February, 
her Re-examination, and her Confrontation, 
were only the Effect of Menaces, and the 
Violence with which ſhe was uſed. That 
the Decret d Aſſignee againſt Father Girard, 
and Ajournement perſonel againſt herſelf, 
were a direct Violation of all the Rules of 
Judicature, becauſe the Nature of theſe 
Decrees ought always to be proportioned to 
that of the Crimes and Proofs 3; and here 
Father Girard, who is convicted of 
Quietiſm, Enchantment, Rape, Spiritual 
Inceſt, Abortion, and Subornation of Wit- 
neſſes, which are all capital Crimes, and at 
the leaſt deſerve that the Offender ſhould be 
ſeized, is only ſummoned to make his De- 
fence, either himſelf, or by Proxy; and 
Miſs Cadtere, who is found guilty of no 
Crime, is bound over to a perſonal Ap- 
pearance. 

We could with we had been able to 
abridge this Memorial: *Twas with the 
greateſt Reluctance we were forced to enter 
into ſuch a circumſtantial Detail of Facts 
and Proofs ; but we found it neceſſary, to 
ſtop the Mouths of the Jeſuits, to fix once 
for all the State of this important Affair. 

and 
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and to give aclear and true Idea of it to both 
the Courts of Juſtice and the Publick, whoſe 
Intereſt is principally concerned in the Event 
of it. We areonly ſorry that we were ob- 
liged to draw it up in ſo great a Hurry, 
that it is not fit to be offered to the Pub- 
lick ; but its Faults will, we hope, be can- 
. didly excuſed, ſeeing, by an unprecedented 
Precipitation, we have been allowed leſs 
Time to defend a Cauſe ſo extenſive and fo 
important, which has engaged the Attenti- 
on and Expectations of the whole World, 
than is generally granted in Caſes of the 
commoneſt and ſlighteſt Nature. How- 
ever, the Richneſs of the Subject abun- 
dantly compenſates the Want of Art, and 
will ſufficiently recommend this Perform- 
ance to the publick Peruſal. 

We have now proved the Crimes with 
which Father Girard ſtands charged, and 
the Innocence of Miſs Cadiere, by the ſtrong- 
eſt Arguments, and the moſt unexceptiona- 
ble Evidence. It is high time for the 
former to enter into that State of Shame 
and Confuſion, which is the firſt Puniſh- 
ment of Guilt; and for the other to be de- 
livered out of it, and reſtored to her Liber- 
ty; and that the Proceedings againſt her, 
and all that followed upon them, be re- 
pealed ; ſeeing the Officers of the Eccleſi- 
aſtical Juſtice aimed at nothing by them, 

but 
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but to ſcreen the Guilty, and cruſh the 
Innocent. This Auguſt Parliament has al- 
ways been the Terror of the Wicked, and 
the Refuge of oppreſſed Innocence; is it 
poſſible that the Influence of the Jeſuits, 
and their powerful Solicitations ſhould alter 
their Diſpoſition to Juſtice? Is it poſſible 
they can refuſe their Protection to Innocence 
ſo evident, ſo univerſally own'd, and ſo 


ſtrongly recommended by the Vexation it 


has endured; and by the Juſtice and Im- 
portance of the Cauſe which it maintains? 
*Tis the Cauſe of Religion, *tis the pub- 
lick Cauſe, which ſhe has preferr'd to her 


own Reputation. If the Crimes of the 


Delinquent are ſuffered to go unpuniſhed, 
what mult become of Religion? What 
muſt become of the Saeraments? What 
muſt become of the Publick ? The Sxzra- 
ments will henceforth be prophaned by 
wicked Directors, without Fear, becauſe 
they may do it with Impunity ; thoſe 
Fountains of divine Grace, and ſpiritual 


Support, will turn to Stones of Stumbling, 


and Rocks of Ollence; the Means of Pu- 
rity, will become the Means of Unclean- 
neſe, ani Snares for unſuſpecting Innocence; 
Wen Maids, or Wives, commit their Souls 
to che Direction of their Confeſlors, under 
the ſacred Guard of Religion, initead of 
conducting them in the Paths of Virtue, 
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they will delude them into the Ways of 
Vice. This Court cannot but be fenſible 
of all the dangerous Conſequences that may 
attend this Affair, and how loudly it de- 
mands the utmoſt Attention. Your Juſ- 
tice is concerned to ſecure the Intereſt of 
Religion, and the Publick, and to give 
Peace to the enraged World, which im- 
patiently expects your Deciſion: For Fame 
has already ſpread her Wings to carry the 
Renown, and the Juſtice of your Sentence, 
to the furtheſt Extremities of the Earth. 
And your Petitioners ſhall ever pray, &c.

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POSTSCRIPT 
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A SI doubt not but the uncommon 
Caſe of Miſs Cadizre, and the ex- 


traordiniry Proceedings againſt her by the 
feſuits, in order to ſcreen one of their Or- 
der from the juſt Puniſhment of his Crimes, 


muſt give all the Readers of it ſome Im- 
patience 
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patience for the Event, I believe the fol- 
lowing Account, which is all that is yet 
come to Hand, may be ſome little Satiſ- 
faction to them. 

The Parliament of Province, by whoſe 
Arret the Affair was to be determined, aſ- 
ſembled on the 1oth of Ofober 1731, at 
Seven in the Morning, and fat till Six at 
Night; in which Time ſeveral learned De- 
| bates paſſed, and the Judges were, for a 
long Time divided in their Opinion : 
Twelve of the Twenty-four were for con- 
demning Father Girard to be burnt alive; 
Three for the Gallies and perpetual Baniſh- 
ment, and Nine for acquitting him; but in 
the End, thoſe Three who were for the Gal- 
hes, joining with them who were willing to 
acquit him, the Voices were equal, and in 
Regard the Ballance is always given by the 
Laws of France in Favour of the Party ac- 
cuſed, he was acquitted, and they are both 
free from all Proceſs, and actually at Li- 
berry : Only Father Girard was delivered 
up to the Sentence of his Superiors, and 
Miſs Cadicre ordered to pay the Charges of 
the firſt Proſecution at Toulon, After ha- 
ving thankꝰ'd the Judges, ſhe return'd to her 
Mothcr, where ſhe was met on the Road 
by great Numbers of People, who congra- 
tulated her Arrival, with all poſiible De- 

monſtrations 
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monſtrations of Joy: Her vile Seducer is 
ſince retired to Avignon, tis ſuppoſed to 
avoid the Fury of the Populace, few People, 
even of the Prieſts themſelves, believing him 
innocent. EI. 

*Tis faid this Affair has coſt the Society 
of Jeſuits ſome Millions of Money, which 
would yet have been too little, but for the 
Intereſt and Power of a very great Man of 
their Order : If they could have bought up 
the Judgment of the World in Favour of 
this impious Member, and obliterated the 
Memory of his Guilt, as they have pro- 
tected him from the juſt Puniſhment of it, 
their Money would have been well laid 
out; but as it is, that Scandal which, had 
he been given up to Juſtice, would have 
been confined to him alone, reflects now 
on the whole Body, and none. will believe 
they would have taken ſuch Pains to pro- 
tect an Ollender, if they were not too 

rone to the ſame Crimes, and therefore 
could readily torgive them in another.
